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Summer rain, 
campus upkeep

lizabethtown College has had experiences 

in the past with heavy rainfall over the 
summer. In fact, according to Millersville 
University’s Weather Information Center, 2018 
was Lancaster County's wettest year with 153 
rainy days. To compare, it rained 123 days in 
Lancaster County in 2017 and the average 
number of rainy days for Seattle is 152. August 
was the rainiest month of 2018 with a record 
10.5 inches of rain falling in about four hours 
Aug. 31. 

Last year was unprecedented and no one 
was prepared for the issues that the abundance 
of rain would cause. 

“Last year was awful. We had a lot of 
rainfall related issues and moisture related 
issues,’ Director of Facilities Management and 
Construction Mark Zimmerman said. 

This summer, Facilities Management 
made several changes to their policies and 
maintenance routines to prepare for a summer 
that could have been as bad as last year's. 
Luckily, the worst was avoided, according to 
Zimmerman. 

“We didn't get those prolonged days of rain?” 
he said. “It was a lot worse last summer than it 
was this summer.’ 

‘The biggest concern for this summer was not 
the just the rain but the humidity as well. These 
conditions caused problems with microbial 
growth, especially in the Vera Hackman 
apartments. Facilities had a meeting last spring 
to discuss how to improve the protocol used in 
maintaining the buildings on campus, especially 
the older residence halls, in order to prohibit any 
microbial growth for this summer. 

Zimmerman said that Facilities used to close 
doors and blinds in dorm rooms when cleaning 
them between events and over the summer. 
Now they keep the doors and the blinds open to 
keep the air circulating and allow natural light 
into the rooms. They have also increased room 
inspections for microbial growth. 

“(The Apartments] really drove our concerns 
about how we wanted to treat our buildings, 
Zimmerman said. 

Over the summer, new HVAC systems 
were installed in the Apartments to better filter 
out humid air along with humidity sensors 
to monitor the air. Luckily, the rain that the 
College did experience did not impact the 
construction on the Apartments because most 
of it was already under roof. Facilities also had 
Environmental Services become more involved 
in inspecting the rooms to assure that moisture 
and humidity levels were normal. 

Facilities also improved their work order 
system, transitioning from paper to become 
more digital. This change allows a faster 
response to submitted work orders and “better 
communication” between Facilities and the 
students. 

Zimmerman said that Facilities did not 
experience any issues with Lake Placida 
flooding or with major roof leaks in any of the 
buildings. He also reported that Facilities was 
being much more proactive with maintaining 
off-campus housing by cleaning gutters and 
doing inspections. 

“There's actually more mold spores in the air

E an email to the Elizabethtown College 
community released Tuesday, July 16, 
President Cecilia McCormick announced that 
the residential renewal plan for the Schlosser and 
Royer Residence Halls, known as the Zimmer 
Project, would be halted. 

The Zimmer Project called for the demolition 
of Schlosser and Royer, and the two residence 
halls would be replaced by apartment-style 
buildings. 


Previously, the Zimmer Project was a source 
of controversy in the community. It was the 
hotly debated topic at the spring 2019 Board 
of Trustees meeting, and the funding motion 
for the Zimmer Project was eventually passed 
at that meeting, though four trustees had voted 
against it. 

The concerns over the Zimmer Project at 
that time were because some trustees saw it as 
too costly a financial risk and thought it might 
jeopardize the College's finances if it did not 
attract enough students. However, the trustees 
mentioned numerous times that their issue 
wasn't with the idea of residential renewal itself; 
in fact, many said it was long overdue. 


These same sentiments can be seen in the 
statement McCormick released in her update 
email. 

“The information I have reviewed, 
conversations with the senior leadership team 
and a focus on prudent financial decision- 
making for the institution have all led me to 
this decision [to pause the Zimmer Project]; 
McCormick’ email read. “Tam deeply committed 
to enhancing our College's residential facilities 
and I will update you in early 2020 on progress. 
Our work will end with a plan for long-term and 
sustainable residential improvement”

So 
much of who I am as a musician, educator, 
and leader is a result of my experiences at 
Elizabethtown College. Being on the podium 
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Etown alumni returning to campus, Hirschmann, '09 and Albrycht, '10 will 
direct the Symphonic Band and College-Community Orchestra, respectively.

According to DiLoreto, Davies sought 
feedback from staff in Residence Life to 
understand concerns about having ESAs 
in the residence halls. Their collaboration 
allowed them to update the policy on 
ESAs, specifically to address them being 
in residence halls. 

In order to apply to have an ESA on 
campus, students must put in a request 60 
days prior to the start of the semester by 
contacting Davies. Other housing forms 
and medical documentation are also

required to properly apply for an ESA to 
live on campus. 

Upon approval of the ESA, students 
must keep the ESA in their room; however, 
if taken outside, the animal must remain in 
an animal carrier, leash or harness. ESAs 
are also not allowed to roam in common 
areas. In addition, students are required to 
keep their ESA contained in a restricted 
space, such as a crate or cage, when the 
student is out of their room. 

Ultimately, the new updates seek to 
address problems from previous years. For 
this academic year, at least two rooms were 
taken offline as a result of pet damages. 

DiLoreto mentioned how the updates 
in policy seek to address any issues that 
may arise from an animal's separation 
anxiety, as well as prevent damage to the 
rooms, residence halls and other common 
areas. “Continually making updates [to 
policies] has the goal to serve the whole 
college community,’ DiLoreto said. 

“I honestly believe that the changes 
occurred because it simply was time to 
revisit the policy,” junior Emmett Ferree 
said, a student who is affected by the 
updated policies on ESAs. He, like other 
students affected by the updates in policy, 
were informed via email by Disability 
Services about the changes.

Vice President for Student Life Dr. Celestino Limas elaborated 
on what the College will be doing in the meantime. 

"We are also interested in other efforts related to residential 
renewal, including existing housing inventory, creating new uses 
for other current residence halls and exploring additional new 
housing projects where appropriate," Limas said. 

Schlosser and Royer are two common dorm halls where 
first-years live. Many first-years’ first impressions of the Etown 
residential experience come from those halls. 

“Thad a really great first-year experience, and I think I attach 
that to Royer,’ junior Alex Smith said. “I really like the small lobby 
and the community feel, 

Junior Ava Framm also mentioned the community feel during 
her stay in Schlosser and how she befriended the Environmental 
Services workers who cleaned the building when she lived there. 

However, even with the good memories, the two students found 
issues with their former residence halls. 

In fall 2017 the showers on Schlosser 2-West were closed after 
reports of a discolored ceiling tower and leaks. These showers 
remained closed for over a month, with 40 female students having 
to share three showers for that time. This incident helped spark this 
conversation of residential renewal on campus in these past few 
years, especially pertaining to Schlosser. 

“Seeing how disgusting [the showers] were and how nothing 
was done about them wasa little appalling and ridiculous; Framm 
said. 

“She [Royer] is a little ugly, she has a weird smell, she's haunted 


and the bathrooms are ugly; Smith said. “Great water pressure, 
though?” 

Smith also shared a story of how when she arrived early for 
Resident Assistant (RA) training, she walked through Royer and 
noticed how every room seemed to have inconsistently colored 
floors: gray, green, tan. 

Given the state of the two residence halls, the announcement of 
the Zimmer Project originally showed promise for a much-needed 
change, though it also was a little saddening for those who lived 
there to see the buildings go. However, the announcement that the 
College may not be following through with the Zimmer Project 
was equally disappointing to the students. 

“Tt was like, ‘Oh, this is definitely going to happen; and then 
just them saying, ‘Just kidding!” Smith said. “I think if they are 
going to promise something, then they should follow through 
with that promise. It was kind of set in stone, and then they kinda 
messed it up? 

“Tf they had a valid reason, then there's nothing we can really 
say about it” Framm said. 

McCormick has promised an update in early 2020, though with 
this discussion of residential renewal being a recurring topic and 
experiencing another setback, some students are skeptical of what 
that update will have in store for them. 

“They don't really have a great track record of [following 
through], so I will believe that they're doing something when they 


actually break ground,’ Smith said. “They've promised things before.

“Tt is amazing what a week of focused learning is able to do 
for musical development and encouragement; Albrycht said 
about the progress students make during the summer camp. 

At the summer music camp, Hirschmann is an associate 
director of the camp, and also conducted the symphonic 
band in the absence of Spence. Albrycht is one of the string 
faculty members, holding daily violin and viola masterclasses, 
running sectionals and coaching chamber music groups. Their 
participation in the summer music camp was another reason 
why they were asked to come back to Etown. 

“Tts such a comprehensive and rounded experience open to 
all musicians,’ Hirschmann said. “For me personally it is a great 
way to stay connected to faculty that have been and continue to 
be mentors to me in my career.” 

Spence, who was awarded the Kreider Prize for Teaching in 
2017, will certainly be missed on campus this year, but his leave 


is temporary, and he said he intends to return in the 2020 Fall 
semester. “Let's not think of this as a good-bye. Its just a little 
break until we meet again,’ Spence wrote in an emailed letter to 
his students announcing his leave of absence. 

“[Albrycht] seems really nice and fun, too? junior Kennedy 
Gilbert, who plays the violin “inthe College- Community 
Orchestra, said. “I think we'll probably have a good year” 

Both the orchestra and the symphonic band have a variety of 
music lined up for the coming semester. 

“I always program ‘for the head, the heart, and the feet;” 
Hirschmann wrote. “There will be songs that will challenge the 
audience’ ear, pull on their heart strings, and make them want 
to move in their seats.” 

The College-Community Orchestra will have a concert 
Sunday, Nov. 10, at 3 p.m. in Leffler Chapel. The Symphonic 
Band concert will be one week later, Sunday, Nov. 17, at 3 p.m., 
also in Leffler Chapel.

However, students can be proactive about preventing microbial 
growth in their dorm rooms, houses or apartments. He stressed 
the importance of keeping the room or rooms clean, including 
throwing away food and vacuuming dust mites.

Zimmerman also discussed future plans and preparations 
for Facilities to keep Etown's campus in good condition.

Facilities will also begin with clearing the parking lots for Dining 
Services and then clear the lots near academic buildings. 

Zimmerman said he is pleased with how “proactive” Facilities

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Student publishes poetry book examining society

unior Emmett Ferree published his first book 
Jsepe 1 titled “Beeswax and Other Sticky Things.” 
The Amazon description says the book is “a critical 
examination of society and the difficult topics that 
nobody wants to talk about.” 

“Tt still doesn't feel real.” Ferree said about being 
a published author. 

Ferree chose to self-publish his book through 
Amazon after struggling to find a publisher that 
would take him seriously. He said he'd been looking 
for a publisher since he was a sophomore in high 
school but found that publishers either thought he 
was prank calling them or considered him a “kid” 
and dismissed him quickly. 

“You're a junior in high school? Yeah, youre too 
young,” Ferree said was a response he got from a 
publisher. After failing to get seven publishers to 
take him seriously, he took matters into his own 
hands. 

Ferree found inspiration for his poetry from 
both his own experiences and the experiences 
of a variety of other people. “The basis of it goes 
on the topics of different social justice issues and 
kind of getting those voices of people who wouldn't 
otherwise be in a position to speak out or have their 
opinions heard,’ Ferree said. 

When asked if any particular poem in his 
collection stood out among the rest for him, Ferree 
said “In Translation” holds a special significance to 
him. A line in the poem says, “I can't find myself if 
I was never lost in the first place.” Ferree says it was 
hard for him to realize that he is okay with where 
he currently is in his transition as a transgender 
man and the transitional stages he’s experiencing as

a college student. “In Translation” was a personal 
admission of this truth for him. 

Ferree also shared a fun backstory relating to the 
title of the book. When talking to his mom one day, 
she realized she had stepped in something. After she 
commented on the substance on her shoe, Ferree 
replied, “Oh, that sucks. What a sticky situation.” 

“The phrase of sticky situations just stuck in 
my head,” Ferree said. He realized that a lot of his 
poetry related to those sticky situations in life that 
people find themselves in. While he was putting 





his work together to be published, he said he saw 
a beeswax candle and thought, “Ah, beeswax is 
sticky,’ and decided to put it together as a working 
title. The title ended up sticking for the rest of the 
production process. 

In the production process, Ferree said he 
struggled most with writing the introduction. 
Ferree said he was used to writing on the fly, 
especially because most of his poems were written 
on his phone when he was hit with random bursts 
of inspiration. Sitting down and having to really 
calculate what he wanted to say to set up the reader 
for the rest of the book was a significant roadblock. 

“I was trying to get across...how misleading a 
lot of current events in society are because we talk 
about the hot topics but only the ones that make 
those in power, either make them have a good 
image or make them money,’ Ferree said. He added 
that there are a lot of topics that go undiscussed 
because of this issue. 

“No one’s talking about things like male rape or 
conversion therapy or...anything revolving around 
gender-based violence,” Ferree said. The intention 
of the introduction was to address that as a serious 
problem and lead into how it will be approached 
in the book. The introduction also clarified that the 
poems were “a collection of my [Ferree’s] thoughts 
and commentary on it.” Ferree said that some of his 
work addresses issues he did not directly experience 
but rather topics he read about, researched or heard 
about through a “whisper down the lane” style. 

“I think if anyone would take anything away 
from this it would be that there’s always a way to 
have your ideas heard, even if you don't have direct 
access to someone who will listen,” Ferree said. 
“Language is a powerful tool, and if it’s reiterated 
from one person to the next, it has a lot of power.”

Food allergies and sensitivities impact daily life

ccording to the Food Allergy 
Research & Education organization 
(FARE), “32 million Americans have 
food allergies, including 5.6~ million 
children under age 18” This number has 
been on the rise. As stated by The Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention, 
“food allergy in children increased by 50 
percent between 1997 and 2011.” Food 
allergies and dietary restrictions can 
come in many forms, ranging from not 
eating meat to more severe food allergies. 
Some common food allergies in the U.S. 
include milk, egg, peanut, tree nuts, 
wheat, soy, fish and crustacean shellfish. 
These allergies can be very serious 
and sometimes life-threatening. “Each 
year in the U.S., 200,000 people require 
emergency medical care for allergic 
reactions to food, as stated by FARE. — 
The people living with these dietary 
restrictions also face challenges on a 
daily basis, such as finding meals to 
eat. Junior Andrea Guscott knows this 
feeling very well. She was born with a 
stage five peanut and tree nut allergy. 
She also writes about her experiences 
in her blog called Super Peanut Girl. ~ 


“T always must be watching what I eat, 
by checking the ingredients in foods, 
Guscott said. It's not just food she has to 
watch out for though.

“It is also things like lotions, shampoo 
and even makeup. This is because some 
companies put ingredients such as 
almond oil or other nut oils into their 
products,” Guscott said. Along with 
watching what she eats, she must be 
mindful of her surroundings as well. 


“I have to make sure I wont come into ~ 


contact with the allergen. For example, 
in classes if someone is eating a peanut 
butter and jelly sandwich, I have to kindly 
ask them to put it away or eat it at another 
time. Which I always feel bad about, but 
I know I have to take care of myself,” 
Guscott said. 

As a college student Guscott, faces 
another set of challenges. Some of these 


challenges include finding a, roommate, : 


avoiding going out to certain places with 








friends and finding the right type of meal 
plan to choose. “I get a meal plan with 
more Jay bucks than meal swipes because 
the Jay bucks I can use to purchase 
ingredients and then make them in my 
dorm. I do this when the marketplace is 
serving a meal that I know my allergen is 
in, such as the sweet potato stew,’ Guscott 
said. 

The dining hall is another area of 
concern. At Elizabethtown College, 
the dining staff will work with you to 
accommodate your dietary needs. As 
an incoming student, you can register 
your dietary needs with Health Services 
and set up a meeting to talk with Dining 
Services. Then they will work with you 
to personalize a diet or menu for you. 
More information about this can be 
found on the school’s website. “I would 
highly encourage other students who 
have a dietary restriction to talk to Lynne 
Davies about how to manage that dietary 
restriction on our campus,’ Guscott said. 

It still may be a challenge for students 
with specific allergies, however. “I find 
myself eating a lot of the greasier food, 
such as pizza or a sandwich. However, 
some days I just avoid the marketplace 
all together because I know that on that 
particular day, they have the PB&J bar 
at the Hearth or the main meal contains 
peanuts, such as the sweet potato. stew. 
And deserts are always off limits for 


me, Guscott said. However, Guscott 
appreciates that Etown puts out little 
signs with the ingredients on them, so 
she knows what is in each dish. 

Food allergies and restrictions can bea 
pain, but they shouldn't control your life. 

“People should be comfortable talking 
to others about it and be willing to stand 
up for themselves if the campus is not 
accommodating their dietary restriction, 
Guscott said.

sd fae Morrison will 
remembered in the literary 
zeitgeist for her creativity, her narrative 
voice and her tireless commitment 
to the uplifting of everyday black 
experiences. Aug. 5, 2019, she passed 
at the age of 88— leaving the world to 
grapple with her loss and reflect on her 
life's impact. 

Journalist Rachel Kaadz Ghansah 
noted in her New York Times article 
“The Radical Vision of Toni Morrison” 
that “the perplexing but wonderful 
thing about Morrison's career is just 
how much her prominence was created 
not by the mainstream publishing 
world, but by Morrison herself, on her 
own terms, in spite of it” 

To truly understand Morrison's 
impact, it is first important to 
understand some basics of Morrison 
herself. She was born Feb. 18, 1931, 
and was a continuous advocate for 
herself in her academics and her work. 
Ghansah noted that during Morrison's 
time at Howard College, a professor 
told her “it was low-class to read and 
research black life” Morrison's early 
understandings that there was a desire 
to censor and limit the accessibility of 
black narratives in literature and art 
were what solidified the importance 
of her work. Morrison often struggled 
to “take segregation seriously, and 
would liken it to “theater” due to how 
constructed and nonsensical it seemed 
to her.

on Toni Morrison’s work and legacy 


Morrison is so __ particularly 
significant because, as Ghansah put 
it, “she makes black life — regular, 
quotidian black life, the kind that 
doesn't sell out concert halls or sports 
stadiums — complex, fantastic and 
heroic, despite its devaluation.” 

Morrison’s work had the benefit of 
being both diverse yet not concerned 
with the marketability of diversity. 
Her novels are classics not because 
of a scramble to incorporate diverse 
writers, but because of Morrison's 
own profound talent and ingenuity. 
Morrison was able to help launch 
a demographic shift in the field of 


literature, all while highlighting 
experiences that are _ typically 
overlooked. 


When discussing her literature and 
its impact, Morrison has specified that 
her work “has always functioned for 
the class or the group that wrote it” 

Morrison was more concerned 
with writing work that was genuine, 
meaningful and accurate to the black 
experience than she was with writing 
work that was deemed significant to the 
literary canon. She had no intentions 
of ever censoring or moderating her 
work for the sake of ratings or broad 
approval. 

“I would like to write novels that were 
unmistakably mine but nevertheless fit 
first into African-American traditions 
and, second of all, this whole thing 
called literature” Morrison said on 
the matter. “It’s very important to me 
that my work be African-American. 
If it assimilates into a different or 
larger pool, so much the better. But I 
shouldn't be asked to do that.” 


Despite it being a secondary 
priority, Morrison's work fit easily into 
the literary canon. This is true to the 
degree that she won a Pulitzer Prize 
for Fiction, a Nobel Prize in Literature 
and the NAACP Image Award for 
Outstanding Literary Work, Fiction, 
among other accreditations over the 
course of her career. 

Associate professor of English 
Dr. Kimberly V. Adams’ emphasizes 
Morrison's enduring significance 
within the context of representative 
literature. Prior to Morrison, there 
hadn't been a black female author with 
as massive a presence in the literary 
zeitgeist. This was significant for the 
history of literature as whole but often 
caused Morrison to be put in troubling 
positions. 

“When Morrison had published 
her first novels, some TV interviewers 
asked her when she was going to write 
about something other than black 
people” Adams said. “Such deeply 
offensive questions underline the 
significance of this wondrous novelist’s 
Nobel Prize. The award, given for 
lifetime achievement, celebrates her 
putting African-American voices, 
particularly women’s voices, and 
African-American experiences at the 
center of her work. 

Morrison was significant for her 
refusal to equivocate on the significance 
of black voices, narratives and 
experiences. She was also significant 
because of her unique command of 
literary style and her dynamic voice, 
as is emphasized by associate professor 
of English Dr. John Rohrkemper— 
who has taught a number of courses

on Morrison during his time at 
Elizabethtown College. 

“TToni Morrison] was a fearless 
and ferocious writer, always willing to 
challenge our comfortable assumptions 
about—well, about nearly everything 
we feel comfortable and complacent 
about, Rohrkemper said. “She was 
a relentlessly innovative stylist who 
tackled the greatest and most troubling 
mysteries of our human existence.” 

The impact of Morrison’s work is 
something that will continue to make 
itself evident for years to come, as her 
literary excellence and _ willingness 
to tackle tough issues continue to be 
significant.

endeavors. The Monday, Sept. 9, 
sophomore year opening dinner is 
a tradition uniquely tailored to help 
sophomore students start the year 
off in a positive and mindful fashion. 

The dinner began with a keynote 
address by Associate Professor 
of Occupational Therapy Judy 
Ericksen and transitioned into 
break-out sessions with faculty 
and staff members, providing 
an opportunity for students to 
engage in a meaningful conversation 
with faculty, staff and their peers 
about the sophomore _ year.

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Movie Review: Rocketman 
Tears, laughter, sadness, excitement, glitter!

Iton John dazzled audiences 

everywhere this summer with his 
film, “Rocketman” (2019) directed 
by Dexter Fletcher. After the hype of 
“Bohemian Rhapsody” (2018) directed 
by Bryan Singer, many people were 
excited about another ‘70s music 
biopic. Taron Egerton starred as Elton 
John and provided his singing voice for 
the soundtrack of this film. The entire 
soundtrack is a reproduction of many 
of Johns original works, including one 
new release. “(I'm Gonna) Love Me 
Again,’ sung by both John and Egerton, 
was written and recorded specifically 
for this film. 

“Rocketman” starts off with John 
entering rehab, and he recounts many 
stories of his life to a support group, 
beginning with his childhood and 
ending in 1990 when he left rehab. 

While this film was called “fantasy,” 
many of the events in the film actually 
happened and were handled quite 
respectfully by everyone involved in 
the film. John going to rehab could have 
easily been portrayed negatively, but is 
in fact one of the most beautiful, awe- 
inspiring and courageous moments 
of the film. The costume shots as he 
walks into rehab alongside music 
producer Giles Martin's rendition of 
“Goodbye Yellow Brick Road” make 
for a powerful, tear-jerking moment. 

Egerton’s performance was 
spectacular throughout the film, 
creating many emotional moments 
for fans, especially those in the LGBT+ 
community, to sympathize with. The 
‘70s and ‘80s were not easy times for 
gay men, and John was no exception. 

A concern going into the film was 
how well they would portray John’s 
relationships, but Fletcher, Egerton 
and Richard Madden, who played 
John Reid, all pulled through. Reid 
was John’s first boyfriend of five years 
(1970-75) and his manager until 1998. 


Their relationship, while destructive, 
was refreshing to see in a major box 
office film on the big screen. After 
years of big film companies creating 
heterosexual film after heterosexual 
film, “Rocketman” was a breath of fresh 
air in cinemas. Not only that, but it was 
a huge step for LGBT+ cinema. 

As opposed to other music biopics, 
“Rocketman” uses John’s music to tell 
the story, rather than simply showing 
the actors performing it. The film 
opens with an exciting rendition of 
“The Bitch is Back; sung by Egerton 
and Matthew Illesley as a young John, 
or Reggie Dwight, as he was known 
then. While some songs are performed, 
such as “Pinball Wizard; most are used 
to help narrate the story, which worked 
incredibly well for this film and John’s 
story. 

Not only was the music incredible, 
but the costuming was as well. Some 
might recognize the name Julian Day, 
who did the beautiful costumes for 
“Bohemian Rhapsody.’ Day struck 
again with this film and made Egerton 
shine as John, often quite literally. 
The costumes, when placed side by 
side with photos of John himself, 
were incredibly accurate and simply 
beautiful. 

The first shot of the film is John 
entering rehab dressed in a large, 
sparkly, bright orange costume that 
seems to be a cross between an angel 
and a demon. Later on in the film, we 
get the stunning closeup shots of this 
costume while “Goodbye Yellow Brick 
Road” instrumentals are heard. Despite 
any differences the costumes may have 
had, Day’s talent and attention to detail 
must be commended. 

“Rocketman” was truly a spectacle 
of a film. Fletcher created a beautiful 
piece of art with a remarkable cast 


and crew. Egerton and Madden had 


wonderful chemistry and both played 
their part beautifully well. This film 
brought tears, laughter, sadness and 
excitement. John put his faith into 
Fletcher and his crew and they certainly 
did not disappoint. Final score: 10/10.

Cross country teams get to race with Etown alumni once again

lizabethtown College's cross-country teams hosted the 2019 Blue 
igs Alumni Challenge last Saturday, Sept. 7 at the Solar Array 
Course. The morning was buzzing with activity, and the current Blue 
Jays from the women’s and men’s team brought their A-game. Let’s 
take a look at the stats. 

The women’s team narrowly bested the alumnae team, 25-32. The 
leading group managed to hold together for a majority of the race. But, 
as the race began drawing to a close, sophomore Melissa Fitzgibbon 
began to pull away and take the lead. She placed first in the race with 
a time of 16:31.39 over 4,300 meters. This was Fitzgibbon’s second 
consecutive top-ten finish in a cross-country race, the first time as a 
Blue Jay. It's no surprise that she was named Landmark Women’s XC 
Athlete of the Week in recognition for her accomplishments. 

Junior Kaitlin Donahue finished third with a final time of 17:05.72, 
while sophomore Hallie Weaver took fourth with the time 17:09.99. 
However, the alumnae staked their own claim in the top four, as 2019 
graduate Colleen Kernan took second place with a time of 16:55.72. 
That was the only slot, as the current Blue Jays took three of the four 
top spots in the race. 

Meanwhile, the current men’s team took all four top spots, with 
senior Samuel Gerstenbacher winning the race with a time of 15:48.38. 
Also holding the title of Landmark MXC Athlete of the Week, the 
champ was the only runner in the race to finish sub 16 minutes. 

Seniors Liam Coverdale and Christopher Myers took second and 
third place respectively. Coverdale ran a time of 16:11.00, and Myers 
came in just after him in a final time of 16:18.21. Finishing at the

i no question that the class sizes at 
Elizabethtown College are declining. 
This follows a national trend for small 
schools and does not set the College out 
of the norm for schools of similar sizes. 
One thing that does set Etown apart from 
some of the other schools is that Etown’s 
admissions and enrollment staff are 
really starting to do something about it. 
Etown welcomed two new major 
players to the admissions and enrollment 
teams: Vice President for Enrollment 
Management John F. Champoli and 
Senior Director of Admissions Adam 
Smith. Both Champoli and Smith come 
from Husson University in Maine; 
Champoli had been there for four years 
and Smith for 10. They helped Husson 
see some of their largest classes ever. 
Champoli has also worked at The 
State University of New York, Lycoming 
College and Green Mountain College. He 
has worked many different admissions- 
related jobs, including a counselor and 
a director of international recruitment. 
He says that he has seen the most 
success in schools that are willing to 
change and keep an open mind. He 
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Elizabethtown College welcomes new enrollment staff: John F. Champoli 
and Adam Smith. Both come to Etown from Husson University in Maine. 


believes that Etown is very open to 
changes that have been proposed so 
far and the senior leadership team has 
been working very hard with assessing 
the programs that the school has or 


could have and setting the College up to 
succeed in every possible way. 

One of the first issues that Champoli 
has been directly addressing is the lack 
of recruiters at Etown. The College has 


been trying to solve the problem of how 
to get more reach and have worked to 
solve this problem by hiring two part- 
time recruiters who will attend college 
fairs in the evenings in Maryland, 
Virginia, New York (specifically Long 
Island) and New Jersey. This will expose 
more high schoolers to Etown, therefore 
expanding the reach. 

The College is able to obtain data from 
the College Board that helps to create a 
dialogue in each student's “language,” as 
Champoli explained. For example, this 
may ask students something like “What 
freaks you out about college?” so that 
colleges can target students with answers 
that would try to make them feel better. 
The main goal behind this practice is 
to ‘give students what they care about, 
which is usually only about five percent 
of a college’s statement. 

Instead of overwhelming incoming 
students with information, the College 
only wants to include what is relevant 
to students as well as being transparent 
about student worries and fears. 

Another issue that is being tackled 
by the admissions department is how 
to get high school students to come to 
and be interested in Etown. One of the 
main things that is going to be used to 
work with this are the programs that

College was issued a Community 
Health Advisory related to a case of 
measles reported in York County. The 
individual with measles travelled in 
and around both York and Dauphin 
counties, which neighbor Lancaster 
County. The advisory stated that 
though measles had not been reported 
in Lancaster County, students, faculty 
and staff should still take preventative 
measures. : 

“If a student contracted the measles 
they would need to be isolated from 
others so as not to spread it to anyone 
who might not be vaccinated. This 
might mean they return home to 
recuperate,’ Etown Student Health 
Liason and RN Eileen Wagener said in 
an email. 

According to the email warning, 
measles is a highly contagious viral 
disease that spreads through saliva 
and respiratory secretions, and it is 
preventable with vaccination. Affected 
people begin to show symptoms seven 
to 14 days after exposure, starting 
with fever, cough, runny nose and 
red eyes. The .red rash appears after, 
and affected people can spread the 
virus between a period of four days 
before the rash appears to four days 
afterward. 


The best way to prevent the measles 
is through vaccination, and over 
99 percent of Etown students have 
received the required two doses of the 
Measles, Mumps and Rubella (MMR) 
vaccination. 

According to the Center for 
Disease Control (CDC), two doses 
of the MMR vaccination can provide 
up to 88 percent protection against 
measles. The CDC also recommends 
avoiding sharing food and drink with 
others or participating in activities 
where the virus could be passed. They 
also recommend frequently washing 
hands and covering the nose and 
mouth when coughing and sneezing. 

“If a case were to be reported 
in Lancaster county, our 
recommendations would be the 
same. Be vaccinated, be aware of the 
symptoms, seek medical care if you 
are ill,’ Wagener said. 

If a person is exposed to someone 
with measles, the CDC recommends 
they immediately call their doctor, 
who can make special arrangements 
to evaluate their condition. If a 
person were to contract measles, the 
CDC advises the person stay home 
four days after developing the rash so 
that the person does not spread it to 
others. 

Before the American Vaccination 
Program started in 1963, around 3 to 4 
million people contracted the measles 
each year, though only 500,000 were 
reported. Among those, 400 to 500

lizabethtown College is adding 

new programs and majors to better 
support student needs and interests. The 
new neuroscience program is active this 
semester, and the physician assistant (PA) 
program will begin December 2020. 

The neuroscience major was approved 
last semester and is a collaboration 
between the biology and psychology 
departments. According to professor’ of 
psychology and Department Chair Dr. 
Jean Pretz, several students are already 
intending to declare neuroscience as their 
major. 


“Neuroscience is an area of study of 
great interest [for Etown students]; she 
said. 

She discussed that neuroscience has 
been growing as a field since the 1990s as 
“exciting, cutting edge” tools have been 
developed. Students will learn about how 
the human brain works at both a cellular 
and behavioral level, as well as how it’s 
structured and how it develops.

Ol Reesate the end of last semester and 
throughout the summer, the Study 
Abroad Office at Elizabethtown College had 
been working to update its programs for 
students interested in studying abroad. As 
a result of such updates, 14 new programs 
have been added to the list of programs 





affiliated with the College. According to 
Study Abroad Advisor Megan Bell, there are 
now a total of 65 programs with 35 countries 
being represented. She mentioned how the 
purpose of adding more locations was to “try 
to appeal to more students.” Additionally, Bell 
said how every country, except for Ecuador, 
has opportunities for those who strictly speak 
English. 

In addition to the new affiliate programs, 
a quiz is now being offered to match students 
to study abroad programs based on their 
interests. After taking the quiz, students 
can explore their options, apply for affiliate 


programs and connect with advisors. Bell 
noted how the quiz gives students the 
opportunity to explore their options as early 
as possible. 

Other updates allowed the College to help 
students in a financial aspect, as well. The 
study abroad fee for affiliated programs was 
previously $500, and now the fee has been 
lowered to $250. The study abroad fee for 
non-affiliated programs remains $1,000, as 
noted by Bell. Four scholarships totaling to 
$1,000 each will also be offered each semester, 
and four more scholarships will be provided 
in the summer for $500 each. Qualifications 


for such scholarships include the following: 
diversity, first-generation students, high 
academic merits or a major in a STEM field. 
Students can apply for as many scholarships 
as they qualify for; however, they will only 
receive one scholarship. Bell described the 
lowered fee and additional scholarships as 
allowing for “more Elizabethtown College 
students to study abroad” 

Another update is the addition of the 
study abroad programs being split into 
two categories: open and limited. The open 
programs are most of the programs affliated 
with the College, and they will accept 
applications on a rolling basis. In contrast, 
limited programs have an earlier set deadline, 
and all applications will be reviewed at once. 
Applications for limited programs will focus 
on strong connections between a student's 
major and/or minor and the program. Bell 
noted how these updates will simply change 
the application process, specifically in regard 
to when students apply to the study abroad 
program they are interested in. 

“The application process...was very simple 
and helped me to begin my study abroad 
journey,’ said sophomore Livia Marga when 
asked about the application process. She 
also commented on how the application 
through CIS Abroad was thorough. She also 
spoke as to why she chose the new program 
being offered at Charles University located in 
Prague, Czech Republic. 

“I wanted to learn Czech in one of 
the oldest countries in the world, explore 
historic Prague and eat great food all while 
taking unique courses that fulfill my core 
[requirements] at Elizabethtown College,’ 
she said.

“A need was identified that Etown could promote [PA], 
Founding Director of the PA Program Dr. Lynn Eckrote 
said in a recent phone interview. Bee 

She also said that the student demand was ‘quite 
high” for a PA program. The program has two options for 
students entering: a 25-month master’s degree for students 
who already have a bachelor’s degree or a combined BS/ 
MS degree over five and a half years for incoming first- 


year students. Around 20 students will be accepted into 
the accelerated pre-PA program for incoming first-year 
students. 

The first year of the program will be a didactic year, so it 
will feature structured classes and labs. The second year is 
clinical, in which students will go through clinical rotations 
to different medical settings and sites in Pennsylvania, 
Maryland and Delaware (for now). Students will spend 
four weeks at each clinical location. 

“Things are going very well? Eckrote said about the 
program becoming approved for professional accreditation. 
The application for accreditation is due in November, and 
there will be a site visit February 2020. 

Eckrote is not alone in planning the PA program 
curriculum. Etown has a clinical coordinator, Larissa 
Whitney, who is building the curriculum for the second 
year clinical rotations, as well as a full-time faculty member 
creating the first year didactic curriculum, There is also an 
administrative assistant and a part-time medical director. 

Eckrote said she is especially looking forward to 
implementing the PA program because it follows Etown’s 
mission to Educate for Service. She wants the program to 
center on service and interdisciplinary learning. 


“We're really excited to bring [the PA program] to 
Etown,’ she said.

Bae College held an opening

seen nor have a voice. I wanted the images to 
celebrate these women, their comradery and 
their roles to portray the virtues and powerful 
presence they have,” Behrens said. 

The event was open to students and the 
community. Behrens also provided a pamphlet 
for children in which they had to look for 
particular things within the photographs, such 
as finding the picture of a mother and baby. 
The reception also included refreshments that 
people could snack on while walking around 
and looking at the photographs. Sophomore 
Heather Waugh’s favorite photograph was the 
one titled “Courage.” This photograph was of a 
woman stepping outside a door. 

“T liked the colors in the photograph and 


the beautiful door. I also liked how natural it 
looked” Waugh said. 

Near the end of the event, Behrens gave a 
short speech about her travels that inspired 
her work and the overall message of her 
collection. She started by explaining how she 
came up with the title “Womenfolk” for her 
collection. She explained how, when she was 
traveling to South Korea, she met a woman 
who was very kind to her. She had set out to 
find a hiking trail that day, and on her way she 
passed by the woman inside a small restaurant. 
The woman waved her in and offered her soup 
and water. Then the two communicated with 
one another through gestures because of the 
language barrier, and at the end of the meal 
the woman wouldn't let Behrens pay for the 


food. 

“Iwas inspired by the sense of comaraderie 
among women, and it is a moment I will never 
forget,’ Behrens said. This moment helped 
inspire the theme of her collection. “I was also 
inspired by the sisterhood and gentleness of 
the woman,’ Behrens said. 

However, she did struggle at times to 
capture these photographs. 

“It was hard to see past the poverty and 
devastation that pulled on your heart strings? 
Behrens said. It was the women who helped 
her to refocus. “Seeing the strength, hope 
and gifts that they had and could give me as 
a traveler and a woman was very inspiring” 
Behrens said. She also explained her approach 
when shooting photographs was a “more 


journalistic” approach. She also talked about 
how she asked permission to take some of the 
subjects’ picture, and others just came into 
the shot. “If I'm shooting a landscape then I 
typically don't ask the person, but if I feel like 
I'm invading into their personal space then I 
do,” Behrens said. In terms of how she decides 
which picture to feature, she said she goes 
through the photographs right away to find 
the ones that she connects with the most. “The 
pictures are like my children? Behrens said. 

The exhibit will be on display until Dec. 13. 
“I found the exhibit to be inspiring, humbling 
and offered a unique perspective” Waugh said. 
The exhibit hours are from 9 to 8 p.m. Monday 
through Friday and 1 to 5 p.m.

Benefits of Moving Forward Together (MFT) from the perspective of a mentor

H® school is a battle. Navigating classes and 
social relationships have caused many a student 
to feel overwhelmed by the pressures. But knowing 
that every second of high school is spent preparing 
for your future is even more difficult when you come 
from a lower income bracket. 

This is the situation of the students at the Milton 
Hershey School in Hershey, PA. The Milton Hershey 
School was established in 1909 by chocolatier- 
turned-philanthropist Milton Hershey and his wife 
Catherine. 

The school offers cost-free, top-notch private 
education to all students, kindergarten through 12th 
grade. 

Never heard of the school? If you’ve spent money 
at Hershey Chocolate World, you've contributed to 
the students’ education. The school is funded in part 
by Chocolate World profits, as well as other Hershey 
Company entities. 

Besides being a cost-free private school, Milton 
Hershey is different in another big way: the students 
live on campus in “student homes” with other kids 
in their grade and one or two “house parents,” 
employees of the school who act as guardians for 
the students during the school year. However, house 
parents dont fill the role of the students’ real parents; 
how could they? This means that the students 
enrolled in the school are largely on their own as far 
as extracurricular guidance. 


And thus, the Moving Forward Together (MFT) 
program was born. 

MFT is a four-year mentorship program that 
pairs Elizabethtown College first-year students and 
a Milton Hershey freshman, with the Etown student 
in a mentor role. 

The mentee and mentor spend time together 
through events such as bowling, cooking classes, 
ropes courses and visits to both Milton Hershey 
School and Etown. The two students remain paired 
together throughout their entire four years in either 
high school or college.

program. 

My mentee is named Shakira Garcia (no, not 
THAT Shakira), and were both sophomores this 
year. We've been in communication all year, and have 
bonded over our favorite sports, crazy schedules, 
and a shared inability to win card games. 

“I wanted to be a part of something and have that 
connection with someone because they're older but 
still in school so they can help in ways that others 
can't,” Garcia said about why she wanted to join MFT. 

That connection is evident, not only with Shakira 
and me, but with other pairs as well as they cheer 
each other on, take pictures with each other and 
connect not just as students as a part of a program, 
but as people that geniunely care for one another. 

MFT mentors are encouraged to contact their 
mentees at least once a week, but most communicate 
more frequently than that. 

“The long-term values [of the program] are 
cultivating deep and meaningful relationships 
with high school students who frequently need a 
consistent presence in their life,” Martone said. 

I’ve seen the program’s immeasurable value to the 
Milton Hershey students, but I’ve also experienced 
the impact it has on the mentors of these students. 

With MFT, I have the opportunity to be involved 
in something bigger than myself. I get a friend out 
of the experience, but the mentees get a cheerleader, 
a confidant and someone who is just there for them, 
which they often lack. 

The knowledge that you're filling that role could 
seem daunting but instead it’s amazing. I know that 
I'll always have a friend in Shakira, and I hope that 
she feels the exact same way about me.

I was eventually 
baptized and am now a member of 
Milwaukee Mennonite Church near 
my home in Wisconsin,” Louden said. 
The concept of Louden’s lecture 
was to explain the history of. the 
current language used among the plain 


people, Amish and Mennonite groups 


of Germanic descent. By highlighting 
factors such as social stigma and 
geography, Louden explained the 
reasoning behind the varying factors 


of the language. 

“I always enjoy presenting on the 
Pennsylvania Dutch language and the 
faith and culture of its speakers at 
diverse venues, but there is definitely 
something special about speaking in 
Lancaster County,’ Louden said. 

As a result, many of the previously 
discussed cultures and international 
backgrounds were in attendance. The 
audience was informed later in the 
lecture that although not commonly 
used in non-Anabaptist areas similar 
to Lancaster County, Pennsylvania 
Dutch is globally the fastest growing 
language. 


“Those of us of Pennsylvania Dutch 
relation are completely misunderstood 
linguistically and culturally” an 
audience member who preferred to 
remain anonymous said. “A lot of our 
daily routine have roots stemming 
from religious history.” 

When concluding the lecture, 
Louden allowed questions or personal 
stories for those in attendance. 
Somehow, although receiving an 
award, the presentation was made 
personal, emphasizing the importance 
of religious perspective on Etown’s 
campus and _ religious studies 
department. 


Dutch: The Story of an American 
Language.” 

Director of the Young Center 
and Pietist Studies Dr. Jeff Bach 
presented Louden with the certificate 
of achievement and introduced the 
lecture to the crowd. 

“[Mark’s] lecture shows his deep 
familiarity not only with Pennsylvania 
Dutch, but also with the cultural, even 
religious, dimension of its significance 
for its speakers,’ Bach later explained 
in an interview. 

Louden first visited Etown’s campus 
in 1993 for a conference organized by 
the Young Center to mark the 300th 
anniversary of the Amish division and 
to honor the work of scholar John A. 
Hostetler, whose classic book “Amish 
Society” appeared in its fourth edition 
that year. 

“In 1985, while I was a student at 
Cornell University, I met an Amish 
family from a community north of 
Ithaca and started attending church 
there,” Louden said in a email interview. 

“T eventually came into contact with 
horse-and-buggy Mennonites living 
in the Penn Yan, NY area and began 
‘running around’ with the young

Bestselling author talks about magical realism, mythology

sessions for students interested in learning more about his 
craft as an author. Mott’s visit then culminated in the lecture 
he gave on Friday, Sept. 13 in the Brinser Lecture Hall. In 
this lecture he shared his own work and discussed common 
questions he gets regarding his career as a full-time author. 

The timing of this lecture was apt, given Mott's 
willingness to focus on supernatural and unsettling themes 
in his writings — the mythos of “Friday the 13th” embodies 
core tenants of what Mott's work often explores, such as the 
modern application of folklore. 

This appreciation of the supernatural is related to the 
genre Mott primarily works within: “magical realism? 
otherwise referred to as “high concept” 

Mott defined magical realism as it relates to his own 
work as having “stories [that] take place in a world that is 
99% like ours, but that 1% that’s off changes the dynamic 
of how people interact and how the world exists...what 
changes in the world depends on what subjects I want to 
talk about.” 

When asked about where he drew inspiration from, Mott 
made note of how his writing drew upon “The Twilight 
Zone” and how it “changes the world by a few degrees to 
allow for a conversation you normally wouldn't have” 


Mott said he sees folklore as having particular - 


significance in his work, especially when it comes to the 
subversion of typical narrative expectations. Through 
the use of high concept magical realism, Mott is able to 
repurpose common mythology and common struggles in a 
way that is uniquely captivating. 

“Ifyou go back far enough inmy body of work, it all deals 
with taking known mythology and ideas and reinventing 
them,” Mott said. “Folklore is how we figure out the world. 
It always has been and it always will be” 


Mythology, according to Mott, is changing form in the 


. , contemporary discourse. He said he particularly sees this 
~» invthe-rise-of superhero: stories .as »well as in the. rise.of.- 


conspiracy theories. When it comes to superheroes, he said 
he feels that their role is more straightforward: “Superheroes 
are our contemporary mythology. Superheroes help us 
discuss things that we don’t know how to talk about yet” 

However, when it comes to conspiracy theories, Mott 
said its role in the current mythos is one being achieved 
through “negative means.” 

“Conspiracy theory is the new mythology, and I find 
that to be -very interesting and strange,’ he said. “We all 
like to feel smart, and we all like to believe that we know 
something that no one else knows. Conspiracy theory fills 
that gap in very nicely.” 

While Mott said he is concerned with the rise of 
conspiracy theory, he also understands that “it creates a 
space where things are not-known again. I think maybe 
the human brain needs that space... [otherwise] the world 
seem|[s] very flat and self-contained” 

“Nobody wants there to be gray areas anymore, but 
almost nothing is like that,’ Mott continued. “People want 
all the answers, they want it to be simple” 

Magical realism and high concept fiction allow for 
the exploration of these gray areas in an accessible and 
unique manner. The characters in Mott's novels and how 
they react to the introduction of supernatural phenomena 
serve as commentaries on how people, broadly, react to the 
unknown. 

While the ways in which people will react to new and 
stressful situations vary, Mott noted that in his writing “the 
individual is always a stand-in for society” He continues, 
saying, “The individuals in my novels usually function 
outside of society. We use outsiders to talk about ‘the 
insiders.” 

Mott's work digs into what it means to be human but 
does so through the use of symbolism and narrative themes 
that allow for a richer exploration of issues intrinsic to the 


human experience.

ENG Sept. 8 over 200 people seeking 
shelter in the wake of Hurricane Dorian 
boarded a ferry from Freeport, Bahamas, 
to Fort Lauderdale, FL. The Category 3 
hurricane caused water and wind damage 
to structures around the island and killed 
at least 20 people. 

Upon arrival at Fort Lauderdale, however, 
more than half of the ferry passengers were 
turned away for “improper documentation,” 
despite having evidence of a clean record 
and a valid passport. The sudden change 
in policy was due to increased caution by 
President Donald Trump. 

The current U.S. policy allowing 
Bahamian refugees into the country says 
that anyone can enter as long as they provide 
a valid passport, formal identification and 
proof ofa clean criminal history. A U.S. visa 
is often requested for family visits, work 
or school-related stays. However, officers 
at Customs and Border Protection (CBP) 
have stated that in natural disasters, people 
seeking shelter from the Bahamas may 
enter without a full visa. Such has been the 
case for the past several years amid a series 
of Category 4 and 5 hurricanes. 

In response to the issue, President 
Trump stated these stricter methods were 
an effort to prevent “very bad people” from 
entering the U.S. Concerns were specifically 
for people from other countries attempting 
to enter through the Bahamas. Senators 
and House representatives have taken time 
to respond to the president’s statement. 
Democratic House Speaker Nancy Pelosi 
called the president’s actions “a display of 
callous disregard” over Twitter Monday, 
Sept. 9. 

Republican Senator Marco Rubio also 
flew to Twitter, asking the president to 
allow for easier passage of refugees into 
the country. Senator Rubio also noted 
how the policy of allowing refugees from 
the Bahamas in without visa paperwork 
had not changed over the years in public 
statements following the events of Sunday, 
Sept. 8. 

Though people were turned away, 
efforts to relocate Bahamian refugees are 
underway. Nassau, a large port city in the 
Bahamas, has opened its U.S. embassy for 
emergency visa appointments. In addition, 
the CBP offices at key points of entry 
into the country will temporarily house 
Bahamians seeking shelter from the storm.

We received 37 responses to this week's poll. 
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onfusion lies at the root of the events 
Cee, Sunday, Sept. 8 as President Trump 
and CBP made contradictory statements. 
The acting CBP head, Mark Morgan, in 
press statements and an interview with “the 
Washington Post,” attempted to provide a 
clearer picture of what was going on that week. 

“If your life is in jeopardy and you're in 
the Bahamas,” Morgan said, “you're going to 
be allowed to come into the United States, 
whether you have travel documents or not.” 

Meanwhile, President Trump made a 
much different statement almost immediately 
following Morgan's. 

“We have to be very careful,” Trump 
said, “everyone needs to have totally proper 
documentation” 

Trump’s concerns were specifically that 
people visiting the Bahamas or attempting to 
cross the border from other countries through 
the Bahamas would be among the landing 
party at Fort Lauderdale. With that concern 
in mind, Trump wanted an increased vetting 
process and water-proof documentation to 
deter “very bad people” from entering the 
country in the wake of natural disaster. 

While the statements contradict each other, 
the viewpoints on each side do not. While 
greater protections are constantly being put in 
place at CBP stations in major port cities, East 
Coast areas such as Philadelphia and Florida 
have become large points of entry for people 
seeking asylum in the U.S. The president’s 
personal statements and law policy regarding 
refugees has been increasingly stringent. 

President Trump’s campaign platform in 
2016 toted strict policy against Syrian refugees, 
and the 2017 ban on Muslim immigration 
mirrors some of his sentiments from Sunday, 
Sept. 8. Recently, a similar attitude has been 
pointed towards Mexican immigrants seeking 
to cross the border. Construction on the wall 
and internment of families at facilities in 
border towns continues as of now. 

By temporarily housing people at CBP 
facilities while they seek documentation from 
the embassy in Nassau, Morgan said he hopes 
to provide shelter while also being keen to the 
president’s wishes.

The story of the 
lyrics is that two lovers have both 
cheated on each other, and now 
the narrator is attempting to come 
to terms with the situation, with a 
decidedly pessimistic point of view. 

The lyrics, dark as they are, are 
poetic. For instance, one verse 
begins with, “Baby, I know hate is 
always waiting at the gate/ I just 
thought we locked the gate when 
we left in the morning,” it says, 
followed by, “And I was told that 
war is how we landed on these 
shores/ I just thought the drums of 
war beat louder.” In other words, 
he thought the two of them had 
a better foundation, and he is 
surprised to find that “hate” and

this way. All of this is difficult to 
perceive in such a cheery song. 

Just as bright and cheerful is 
“Sunflower” (a popular name for 
songs lately, isn’t it?). This song is 
contagious. It has a quick tempo 
and a catchy, repetitive chorus. 
Some other songs do actually sound 
as ponderous as their lyrics are. 
“Big Blue,” for instance, another 
shorter track, incorporates a bit 
of disharmony, creating an uneasy 
feeling. 

Every track on this album is 
worth a listen, all 18 of them.

Pop Culture: Fake News or Fabulous Stories Featured in Tabloids?

pe culture news comes from 
everywhere nowadays. It’s on paper, 
it’s on about every social media app on 
your phone and it’s what you're reading 
right now. 

But how do you know what tea 
you're reading is real? Obviously I'm 
trustworthy, but what about the millions 


of articles, stories, ads, pages and videos. 


about pop culture? 

Let me tell you about tabloids. 
Tabloids write about celebrity gossip: 
who said what to whom, who went 
behind whose back, who broke up with 
whom and who cheated on whom. 
Tabloids are thriving in a multi-million 
dollar industry of celebrity news on 
almost every platform, and here’s the 
problem with that: 

The same magazines — People, 
Enquirer, Star, Lifestyle, OK!, In Touch, 
Us and more — have been producing 
clickbait titles to promote their untrue 
content for years. The turn of the 2010s 
flooded all the tabloids onto social 
media with an exponential growth 
in size. Open up Snapchat right now 
and scroll down the discover page. 
There’s stories, news and ads from 


Beauty Insider, PopBuzz, The Dodo, 
MTV, WatchMojo, The Cut, BuzzFeed, 
Refinery 29, Teen Vogue, People, 
LadyLike, So Yummy, The Telegraph, 
Daily Mail and the list goes on. 

“I hate all the clickbaity things on 
Snapchat, and if there’s too many ads I 
give up on it. Credible sources usually 
don’t come from Snapchat, but lots of 
pop culture sources elsewhere aren't 
credible either,’ first-year Teresa Keefer 
said. So how does one know what makes 
a tabloid a tabloid, and why should you 
avoid them? 

Tabloid news only covers certain 
topics. You know, the scandals, affairs, 
cheaters, rumors, gossip and whatever 
they can stretch the truth on. Tabloids 
write their content in a few ways. They 
can purchase photos from paparazzi 
and lie about the context, rely on an 
untrustworthy inside source, use a 
bogus title for a subpar story or write 
with tons of bias to stretch the truth. 
The whole point of tabloids is to make 
money. But what about the trustworthy 
articles? How does anyone know what's 
a rumor and what's true? 

“’m not an expert but I think I am 
pretty good at determining what's real. 
I rely heavily on the name of the source 
or URL to tell if it’s real,” sophomore 
Makenna Piper said. 

So why do people read tabloids? 
Piper said she knows most pop culture 


stories are fake. 

“I read them every once in awhile 
out of morbid curiosity, and I just read 
it critically without believing what it 
says,” Piper said.

Junior Lizzie Zonarich said she 
knows who to trust and who to avoid. 

“The news sources are merely giving 
you the facts, or so you think,” Zonarich 
said. “A lot of the news articles I read 
are fact-checked and updated as time 
goes by with more information.” More 
and more tabloid sources take from the 
source, like a celebrity’s Instagram story, 
and stretch the truth. But Keefer found 
a way around tabloids news. 


“T only trust it coming straight from 
the person’s mouth and take it with a 
grain of salt,” Keefer said. 

So what’s the best way to avoid 
fake tabloid stories? Should you give 
in to clickbait titles and just be wary 
of believing the story, only stick to a 
few reliable sources or stay away from 
news altogether and just listen to the 
celebrities themselves? 

Keefer reminded me of the time BBC, 
a trustworthy news source, lied about 
the context of YouTuber Pewdiepie’s 
controversy in 2017; I know of huge 
sources, like Buzzfeed or Huffington 
Post, that write both credible articles 
and untrustworthy gossip. But then 
who’s to say that sticking to the source 
itself won't be just as biased as the news 
sources taking from them? A celebrity 
caught in a scandal isn't going to tell 


' the truth. 


“I think you have to pick and choose 
what you believe at the end of the 
day and formulate your own opinion.

A general rule of thumb for readers 
attempting to get to the real story is to 
listen to everything from every side 
of the argument, but don't believe 
anything just because it comes in a 
pretty package.

Bee kes College has been 
recently recognized in two different 
national collegiate rankings. In the 
Wall Street Journal/Times Higher 
Education 2020 College Rankings List, 
Etown placed 207 out of 801 national 
institutions, and 110 out of 258 for 
institutions in the northeast. Etown also 
was recognized by the 2020 U.S. News 
& World Report Best Colleges List in 
four categories: tied for 105 in national 
liberal arts colleges, 76 in best value 
schools, tied for 160 in top performers 
on social mobility and tied for 143 
in best undergraduate engineering 
programs at institutions which do not 
offer a doctorate program. 

The first report by Wall Street Journal 
and Times Higher Education scores 
institutions based on four categories: 
resources offered to students, student 
outcomes such as completion rates and 
employment rates, student engagement 
and campus environment. Etown 
performed the best in the category for 
student resources, with the student 
engagement and student outcomes 
scores following. 


EUZABETH TOWN 
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The Wall Street Journal and U.S. News & World Report have released their 
national collegiate rankings, with Etown improving its rank in both lists. 


The report by U.S. News & World also 
shows the most popular majors at Etown, 
with the top five including business and 
marketing, health sciences, biology and 
biomedical sciences, engineering and 


education. 

In the official Etown press releases 
for the news, president Cecilia 
McCormick is quoted, speaking of 
how it is an honor for the College to 


be acknowledged in these reports. In 
response to the U.S. News & World 
Report specifically, McCormick stated 
that the rankings “demonstrate our 
commitment to provide all of our 
students a transformative educational 
experience enriched with opportunities 
to expand their knowledge, gain 
real-world experience and grow as 
individuals for lifelong success.” 
These rankings also show how 
Etown compares to other institutions, 
especially competitor schools in the 
northeast. Placing 110 out of 258 puts 
Etown just above the halfway point in 
the pool of northeastern institutions. 
“I think we’re keeping pace with 
everyone, and there’s new some new, 
exciting programs that are being 
developed right now,’ Associate Dean of 
Institutional Effectiveness, Research and 
Planning Dr. Kyle Kopko said. “I think 
that’s going to give us some additional 
ways that we can meet the demands of 
what prospective students want.” 
Kopko also spoke about the diversity 
and the number of institutions within 
the northeast area. There are quite a few 
colleges located nearby Etown, with a 
high number of them also being liberal 
arts schools. Placing so high in these 
rankings, Kopko said, demonstrates the

Three Mile Island shutdown 
prompts reflections on meltdown

fter 45 years of operation, the Three 

Mile Island (TMI) nuclear power 
plant, located just south of Harrisburg, 
has shut down. The last remaining unit 
was decommissioned Sept. 20, 2019, and 
the other unit was decommissioned in 
1979 after the meltdown. 

The plant first began construction in 
May 1968, 51 years ago. Unit 1, which 
was decommissioned Sept. 20, is owned 
by Exelon Generation, and Unit 2, which 
was decommissioned March 28, 1979, is 
owned by First Energy and is estimated 
to officially close in 2036. 

TMI is most notable for being the site 
of the most significant accident in the 
United States’ nuclear energy systems. 
March 28, 1979, Unit 2 suffered a partial 
meltdown; failures in the system allowed 
large amounts of nuclear reactor coolant 
to escape, and plant operators failed to 
recognize the loss-of-coolant accident 
because of inadequate training and other 
human factors. Luckily, no deaths or 
injuries to plant workers or members of 
nearby communities were reported. 

The accident raised safety concerns 
regarding nuclear energy among activists 
and the general public. It also resulted in 
new regulations for the nuclear energy 
industry in the United States and has 
been cited as a contributor to the decline 
of new reactor construction programs. 

The meltdown released large amounts 
of radioactive gases and. iodine into 


the surrounding environment, which 
includes a 10 mile radius of a plume 
exposure pathway zone (PEPZ) and a 
50 mile radius of an ingestion pathway 
zone (IPZ). The PEPZ’s primary concern 
is exposure to and inhalation of airborne 
radioactive contamination, while the 
IPZ’s primary concern is the ingestion 
of food and liquid contaminated by 
radioactivity. Elizabethtown College is 


within the 10 mile PEPZ radius. 


Once an official site area emergency 


was declared by a plant supervisor, 


Metropolitan Edison (Met Ed, now 


known as FirstEnergy) notified the 
Pennsylvania Emergency Management 


Agency to collect and report 
information regarding the accident. 
However, Met Ed made confusing and 
contradictory statements to local and 
state governments, which angered the 


public and the Nuclear Regulatory 


Commission (NRC), which assists in 
reactor safety and licensing radioactive 
materials. 

After the declaration, schools in the 
area were closed, residents were urged 
to stay inside and farmers were. told 
to cover their animals and store: feed. 
Evacuation of pregnant women and 
pre-school age children within a five 
mile radius occurred March 28, and that 
radius was extended to 20 miles March 
30. 140,000 people left the area within 
days of the accident, and 98 percent of 
evacuees returned to their homes within 
three weeks of the meltdown. 

Post-TMI surveys indicated that less

than half of the American public was 
happy with how the situation was handled 
by the Pennsylvania State government and 
the NRC. The cleanup from the accident 
started in August 1979 and did not finish 
until December 1993, costing about $1 
billion to complete. 

Though epidemiology officials stated 
that cancer rates in the area did not 
increase significantly enough to blame the 
meltdown, residents of surrounding areas 
who developed cancer after the meltdown 
do blame TMI for their medical condition. 

“Tt is a tale of global significance that 
happens to be unfolding close enough to 
Elizabethtown to have local significance 
as well? professor of mathematical 
sciences James Hughes said in an email. 

Hughes’ family has attended outreach 
events held by TMI, giving them a chance 
to connect with many of the plant workers.

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SONOMA, CALIFORNIA (AP) 
— California's biggest utility cut 
power to more than a million 
people Wednesday for what 
could be days on end in the most 
sweeping effort in state history 
to prevent wildfires caused by 
windblown power lines. 

The unpopular move sparked 
a run on supplies at stores 
and came after two years of 
catastrophic fires sent Pacific Gas 
& Electric into bankruptcy and 
forced it to take more aggressive 


QUITO, ECUADOR (AP) — 
Thousands of protesters staged anti- 
government rallies Wednesday, 
seeking to intensify pressure on 
Ecuador's president after a week of 
unrest sparked by fuel price hikes. 

Stone-throwing demonstrators 
clashed with police using tear 
gas to fend off crowds, including 
around the empty government 
headquarters in the capital of 
Quito. 

Demonstrators struggled to get 
close to the headquarters in the 
colonial-era Carondelet palace, 
sealed off by police barricades in 
the narrow surrounding streets. 

In one chaotic scene, protesters 
swarmed onto the top of a riot 
control vehicle that stopped in 
an alley. They pounded on its 


steps to prevent blazes. 

The drastic measure caused a 
wave of impacts, from long lines 
at supermarkets and hardware 
stores to backups at traffic lights 
that had gone dark. Schools and 
universities canceled classes, 
offices were closed and many 
businesses were shuttered. 

With the sun shining, not 
a wisp of smoke in the air and 
only gentle breezes, the historic 
action was condemned by those 
inconvenienced. 


armored plating and reinforced 
windows with clubs and stones 
until the occupants accelerated 
away through clouds of smoke and 
tear gas. 

Protesters included youths 
who burned tires and confronted 
security forces, labor union 
members and indigenous people 
who mobilized and marched, for 
the most part peacefully. 

In a separate demonstration, 
thousands gathered in the port city 
of Guayaquil to condemn days of 
street violence that have shocked 
many Ecuadorians. Some wore 
white clothing and carried white 
flags.

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Traditional Indian dance explores heritage, gender

eos Dey performed a classical Indian dance piece at 
Elizabethtown College Thursday, Sept. 27 at 7:30 p.m. in Gibble 
Auditorium. The style of dance was a classical Indian style known 
as Odissi, which was developed on the eastern side of India. 

The event began with Dr. Jeffery Long introducing Dey. 

“She is one of my good friends Long said. He went on to 
give some information about her background. Dey lives in Ann 
Harbor, Michigan. She attended Purdue University. She uses 
dance as a medium of expression and enjoys being involved in the 
arts inspired by India. 

“Tlike to reach out to people who haven't been exposed to this 
type of dance style,’ Dey said. 

After her introduction, Dey gave some background on classical 
Indian dance styles, 

“Classical Indian dance goes back 2,000 years, but we don't 
have a good visual record of what it looked like? Dey said. She 
went on to talk about how this style is different than other styles, 
like folk. 

“It is more stylized and has a deeper meaning. It is a higher 
art form that you spend more time learning” she said. She also 
pointed out the fact that there are nine different classical Indian 
dance styles. 

“The styles come from different regions, but share common 
roots,’ Dey said. She then introduced the two main aspects of this 
style: nritta and nritya. 

“Nritta is a pure dance form that celebrates movement and 
rhythm. Nritya is an expressional form that tells a narrative story? 
Dey said. She then gave a brief overview of where these dances 
were typically performed. 

“Classical dances typically happened in the Temples or Royal 
Courts.” 

Next Dey gave an overview of the meaning behind the 
piece she performed. The piece was based off an epic called 
“Mahabharata.” Epics are stories or poems involving battles and 
heroic journeys. The story is centered around the theme of war. 
In her performance, Dey portrayed a female character from this 
work, Hidimba. 

“Hidimba is a marginalized character, who is not seen as 
beautiful” Dey said. In the story, Dey explained how Hidimba 
meets a ruling woman who is hiding in the forest with her

brothers. Hidimba falls for one of the brothers. However, the 
woman doesn’t want Hidimba to become queen. So, to be 
together, Hidimba must have a son with the man and then send 
the son off to war when he is old enough. Hidimba agrees to these 
conditions and her son is eventually killed in the war. The piece is 
Hidimba’ reflection after the war about how she got to where she 
was and her future. 

Then Dey performed the dance. For the dance, she wore a 
traditional Indian costume that had bells around the waist and 
feet. The dance tended to have more isolated movements focusing 
on hand gestures and facial expressions. 

“Classical Indian dance uses every part of the face; Dey said. 
She also used props within the performance, such as a blanket and 
a scarf. The music started as an instrumental background. As the 
performance went on, a narrative soundtrack was added, which 


told the story of Hidimba. There was also singing in the native 
language within the musical soundtrack. 

“I thought she did amazing, and I have never seen anything 
like this before,’ sophomore Katie Wilkes said. 

The event ended with a question and answer segment. In this 
part, Dey talked about how performing is both physically and 
mentally exhausting. She also gave insight into why she chose to 
portray the character she did. 

“I wanted to work with a female character. A lot has already 
been done on the main character in the story and she is very 
privileged, so I wanted to pick a more marginalized character. I 
wanted to give her status and talk about her differently” Dey said. 

Wilkes said she appreciated this sentiment. “I liked how she 
portrayed a character that was viewed as ugly and made her 
beautiful” Wilkes said.

Finding a place for music in environmental activism

t his lecture in the High Library, “Peacebuilding, Music, 

and Ecological Care: The Power of Music Making in 
Rooted Places” Dr. Daniel Shevock, lecturer at Penn State 
Altoona, took the opportunity to explain to a small crowd 
his ideas on the connectedness between peacebuilding, 
ecological care and music. 

One important connection Shevock made is the 
detrimental effects of war on the environment. The effect 
here can be easily seen in war torn countries, people occupied 
with keeping themselves alive often don't have the time to 





think about their effect on the environment. Similarly, even 
in the U.S., where we are not as worried about war, our 
defense spending reaches approximately $600 billion while 
our Environmental Protection Agency is funded with only 
approximately $6 billion. 

Shevock explained how the connection between music 
and peacebuilding can be seen in popular music, especially 
in songs that express antiwar ideas. Shevock brought up 
examples such as John Lennon's “Give Peace a Chance.” Music 
often brings certain issues to light and presents them to the 
public. This is important because by any method you need to 
be aware of issues regarding peace and the environment to be 
able to act on them. ; 

Other examples of speaking against war and the protection 
of the environment can be seen in our society. In the lecture,

Shevock brought up examples of children who are speaking 
publicly on these subjects. Currently one prominent example 
is Greta Thunberg, who has presented speeches for multiple 
audiences, including the European Union. These responses 
to the issue are welcome, but Shevock also mentioned some 
things you can do yourself. 

To explain this, Shevock used the metaphor of gardening 
and wilderness. Gardening is what you do to grow and 
nurture the environment while producing food for yourself. 
Shevock also explained that this will give you a sense of 
responsibility for the environment. 

Other than gardening in a literal sense, you could do any 
number of things: using solar power, wind power, reducing 
your emissions, etc. You could also volunteer with a group 
who has an environmental cause. 

Wilderness, on the other hand, would be things like public 
policy and scientific research concerning the environment. 
These are things that the common person would not be 
directly involved with, but Shevock stressed the importance of 
having a basic understanding of both. If you don’t understand 
these things, how will you know how to act based on them? 

Another important element of Shevock’s lecture was 
the idea of rooted and uprooted solutions. For this point, 
Shevock used the example of a group of Native Americans 
who were paid by an oil company to leave their land and 
move to suburbia. Of course, this was shown as an uprooted 
solution and shows company principles concerning money 
and greed. 

Shevock also brought up how spirituality could be used 
as a tool for thinking about why you should protect the 
environment. Shevock explained the: Franciscan spiritual 
ideals: a strong relationship with God could lead you to think 
of all creatures as siblings. This idea would then lead you to 
care for the environment to protect those siblings. 

While Shevock spoke from a religious perspective, he also 
made sure to note that this isn't the only way to look at the 
issue. 

“That doesn't leave out other people coming up with other 
reasons [that are] secular ways to understand the Earth” 
Shevock said. He makes it lear that everyone should have 
their own reasons for protecting the environment. 

If this and similar topics interest you, the host of this event, 
associate professor of music Dr. Kevin Shorner-Johnson, will 
be releasing a podcast in the near future. This podcast will 
feature musical themes such as this one.

“STEAM can demonstrate that in the 
sciences, we can be artistic, we can be 
creative,’ Licona said. 

“Theres an important connection 
between visual art and science,’ Ricci 
said. “There is a reason biology books of 
any kind always have drawings. Through 
drawing in particular you can reveal 
much more about the structure of the 
human body than in a photo. The visual 
process to analyze structure has not gone 
out of style.” 

Many of the pieces can function as 
educational materials that can be used to 
teach college students and children alike. 

“One of my favorites is the apron 
with organs on the outside,” Licona said. 
“That’s a piece we used to teach students 
about their organs in Lancaster, to see 


about anatomy in younger grades but 
they likely have questions about their

The pieces Goldina has collected go 
beyond what can be seen in the exhibit.

The exhibit organizers said they hope 


invites students to bring their own talents 
and interests to the material in a process 
Goldina describes as empowering for 
students. When the students show 
the science through art, it shows that 
they understand the content and can 
communicate it in a way that is fun and 
highlights how interesting it is. 

“Science is essential, but so many 
people say I’m not a science person’ 
and block themselves from being able 
to understand it,” Goldina said. “People 
underestimate how much they can do 
and contribute and push themselves 
beyond what they expect they can do.

The 
rubric would undergo further revisions, the items on the menu 
would continue to be ranked, committees would weigh in on the 
future of programs.

The library has also undergone several changes in recent 
years. The seating arrangements have been transformed—and 
transformed yet again. Food and drinks, once taboo, are now 
allowed.

I Chapter Two,’ the highly anticipated 
sequel to 2016's “It,” came out on 
September 6th. Directed by Andrés 
Muschietti, this film runs about 2 hours 
and 50 minutes. While it is quite a long 
one, it does not feel that way. “It Chapter 
Two? is filled to the brim with balloons 
and excitement. I should warn, however, 
if suicide is something that would cause 
harm to a viewer, do not see this movie. 
“Tt Chapter Two” picks up 27 years after 
the first “It” film. All the “Losers” (the 
term the main characters use to describe 
their group) have grown up and now have 
jobs and spouses and have forgotten about 
their hometown Derry, Maine, and the 
horrors that happened there. Until their old 
friend Mike Hanlon gives them each a call 
reminding them of the promise they made 
to return to Derry should It ever come back. 

The adult Losers were cast incredibly 
well, both talent-wise and how similar 
they look to their younger counterparts. 
Each actor embodies what the kids built 
so well, down to the hand gestures and 
ticks the kids had in the first film. It is 
quite obvious the older actors respect the 
interpretations the younger actors created 
for these characters and tried their best to 
honor what they began. James Ransone, 
adult Eddie Kaspbrak, gets a moment where 
his character's face is on screen and it fades 
into Jack Dylan Grazer’s, young Eddies, 
face. This was amoment that really allowed 
the audience to see just how well these 
actors were cast, almost as if the editors 
were giving the casting department a pat 
on the back. 

Further developing characters that have 
already been created can be a challenge. 
The adult Losers stepped into their roles 
incredibly well and created even more well- 
rounded characters. These characters were 
complex and well written. Unlike the 90's 
adaptation of the book, this film got to delve 
deeper into the character of Richie Tozier

and touched on what his true fear was. Many

aside from a few moments that might have 
been a little unnecessary. Going into these 
characters too much might spoil the film, 
so I will simply leave it at that. 

Despite being a horror film, “It Chapter 
Two” definitely had elements of comedy, 
not unlike the first film. Bill Hader as Richie 
Tozier might have been one of the best 
casting decisions they could have made with 
this film. A lot of fans were quite skeptical 
of his ability to do drama, but with credits 
like his original TV show Barry, and The 
Skeleton Twins (2015) with Kristen Wiig, 
it was no surprise at all that he would end 
up becoming a fan favorite. The duo that 
was Hader and Ransone lessened the fear 
that might be felt during the moments of 
high tension. The chemistry between both 
of these actors was just as good and hilarious 
as the first film with Finn Wolfhard and 
Dylan Grazer. 

The other actors in this film were also 
incredible. Isaiah Mustafa, James McAvoy, 
Jessica Chastain, Andy Bean and Jay Ryan 
all continued to make these characters just 
as loveable as we remembered. Each of their 
characters had their own demons to fight, 
as well as the clown, and really made the 
audience feel for them and cheer them on 
throughout the film. Bill Skarsgard, on the 
other hand, only made us despise Pennywise 
more. He created a terrifying clown, and 
only continued to deliver the scares with 
this film. It was very easy to forget that it was 
Skarsgard under all that makeup. 

Overall, this film was quite entertaining, 
spooky, and alittle bit endearing for a horror 
film. “It Chapter Two” is the perfect film 
to see with friends, whether it’s to enjoy 
the scares or the story about seven lifelong 
friends from Derry, Maine. Oh, and there's 
a great cameo in this film that will make a 
lot of book fans happy.

secured a win against Juniata College Saturday, Oct. 5. 

Although suffering a loss against Wilkes, they were still able 
to get 19 shots with 11 shots on goal. It was not an easy game 
for Wilkes, however. First-year Madeline Kachel had an all-time 
season high save accuracy with 87.5% of Wilkes shots stopped. 

The Blue Jays started off strong with senior Lauren Scheib 
having a shot only a minute and a half into the games start only 
to be saved by Wilkes’ Vanessa Damgaard. This was quickly 
followed by two penalty corners from senior Olivia Beachley 
and a shot from first-year Chloe Smith. 

With no goals scored in the first quarter, the next three periods 
were filled with more hard-fought battles. The second quarter 
featured six shots between junior Anna Mostoller, Scheib and 
senior Madison Kubik. Wilkes tested the teams defense heavily 
in the third period with four shots all blocked by Kachel. 

The latter half of the third quarter was riddled with shots 
from Etown, but none were successful. The third quarter was 
again, a tough battle with both teams taking shots. In the fourth 
period, the Blue Jays accomplished six more shots with no goals. 

The fifth period saw three penalty corners and three more 
shots from the team, but none were able to make it in. The team 
faced a rough loss to Wilkes when Ali Dunn scored the game- 
ending goal. The team then went on to face Juniata College later 
in the week. 

Fresh from a loss to Wilkes, Etown was ready for a victory, 
and Beachley did just that. The first shot of the game was from 
Beachley after two penalty corners, all within the first three 
minutes of the game. 

Juniata’s defense wasn’t ready to give up easy, however. 
The first period saw another shot by Beachley and again it 
was blocked. Juniata was able to score a goal to close out the

Nearing the end of the fourth period, the Blue Jays 
sought to tie the game up with a goal from junior Katie Hatchell 
assisted by Smith. 

The fifth period saw no letup in pressure from the Blue Jays, 


who attempted four shots and kept Juniata on their heels, only 
allowing two shots to be made with no goals scored by either 
team that period. 

The sixth period lasted only 34 seconds with a goal from 
Etown’s Mostoller to win the game. 

“It felt really great to win in double overtime, we worked 
together so well and it really showed. I’m looking forward to the 
rest of the season,” Smith said. 

“The win was a really big deal and it was something that we 
needed to turn the season around for us,” senior Jesse Sartor said. 

It was clear the team had found their rhythm and are ready 
for their next game against Drew University Saturday, Oct. 12 at 
1 p.m. on Wolf Field.

“The new program is intended to 
serve as a benefit to students,’ General 
Manager of Dining Services Sherry 
Dunbar said.

As part of the program, students 
will have their student ID swiped as

lizabethtown College’s Diversity, Inclusion and 

Title IX department is a campus body that, 
despite its important role, is often discussed with an 
air of mystery. With cuts impacting the department 
over the summer, there were questions about what 
would be the future of diversity programming at the 
college. 

Throughout the last few months, the department 
has been undergoing restructures in order to better 
articulate its role to the campus community. These 
changes impact the faculty and programming from 
the department, in line with the department’s 
mission statement. 

Over the summer, the former Associate Director 
of Multicultural Communication and Affairs, 
Stephanie “Stepf” Diaz, was let go by the College. 
The timing of this caused students to be concerned 
that her position, like the positions of furloughed 
faculty, was also being cut. 

These concerns were articulated clearly by junior 
NOiR president Erik Frennborn. 

“For students of all backgrounds, [Stepf] was 
someone they could trust and talk to, and go for 
support whenever they needed to,” he said. “In my 
opinion, when Elizabethtown College let her go it 
showed that they didn’t value diversity seriously.” 

Sophomore Rebecca Li felt similarly. 

“With [Stepf] playing such an integral role to 





diversity programming, I was concerned that many 
students would not have someone to turn to when 


they needed it,” she said. 

The staff of the Diversity, Inclusion and Title IX 
department responded to the concerns about Diaz 
directly. The first point that they wanted to address 
was that while Stepf Diaz may no longer be on 
campus, Associate Director of Multicultural Affairs 
Dr. David Stewart now holds the same position Diaz 
had on campus. Stewart will be in charge of running 
programs out of the Mosaic House, and other 
programs run by Diaz will continue to take place on 
campus. 

“We are grieving and the campus is grieving 
for the loss of Stepf— and that is okay,” Director 
of Diversity, Inclusion and Title IX Dr. Armenta 
Hinton said. “But, please don't grieve for the work 
because the work is going to continue. I don’t want 
students to feel that all is lost.”

“One of the misconceptions is that the College 
has removed resources for students who feel 
marginalized, Hinton said. “In fact, our resources 
have been enhanced in unique ways.”

from their plan. 

Then students will scan a QR code via the Jays App 
at the Marketplace entrance Host Station and show 
the host that the QR code was scanned successfully. 
A to-go box and plasticware will be provided to 
students, but students are required to bring their 
own reusable container for beverages. 

The to-go program is a pilot program, and Dunbar 
noted how Dining Services plans to reevaluate the 
program at the end of the semester via input from 
the student body. Through the QR code, Dining 
Services will be able to note how frequently students 
scan it and track popularity in relation to the period 
of time. Upon re-evaluation, Dining Services will 
look into how the to-go program can be fine-tuned 
to ensure that students not only participate in the 
program but enjoy it. 

The pilot program will feature disposable 


containers; however, a reusable container program 
will be considered as the to-go program advances. 

Additionally, as of Sept. 30, Dining Services has 
added salads to the menu at the Fresh Nest, located 
in the Bower’s Center for Sports, Fitness and Well- 
being. A weekly, nutritionally balanced core salad 
will be offered, and students will have the option to 
add a source of protein, such as chicken or salmon. 
Dunbar noted how Dining Services “has added the 
salad as a delicious and nutritious food option for 
the Fresh Nest.” Sept. 30, the Fresh Nest also added 
a frequent sipper card. Similar to the frequent sipper 
card offered at the Blue Bean, students can earn a 
free smoothie after buying 10 smoothies at the Fresh 
Nest. 

“It’s cool. I'm definitely interested in getting [a 

frequent sipper card] for the Fresh Nest,” sophomore 
Destiny Troy said. 
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tudent Senate held its weekly Thursday meeting Oct. 

10, 2019 at 3:45 p.m. in Hoover 212. : 

With no student comments or announcements, 
the meeting began with administrative reports. Vice 
President for Student Life Dr. Celestino Limas began 
his report by speaking about the Marketplace To-Go 
program. As previously stated, the program requires 
students to swipe their ID cards and then scan a QR code 
using the Etown Jays App. Limas added that because of 
food safety regulations, if students want to take items 
that are not self-serve to-go, dining service staff members 
cannot put the food directly into the to-go container. 
Students will have to transfer the food themselves. 

Limas continued by mentioning that the Jay Truck 
will be outside the Ira R. Herr Field for both the men’s 
and women’s soccer games during Homecoming and 
Family Weekend. 

He also talked about Campus Security's shuttle to 
Kmart. With Kmart closing, Campus Security is looking 
to expand the shuttle program to include the Shoppes 
at Belmont. This shuttle wouldn't run as frequently but 
would allow students to shop at a wider variety of stores. 

Limas finished his report by sharing that the Director 
of Community Living Jenn Crowder and her staff worked 
to gain commuter access to the residence halls. Now, 
commuters can swipe into residences until 11 p.m. 
everyday. 

Assistant Director of Student Activities Zac Pace 
reported that Conrad’s Corner will be open the weekend 
of Halloween. He said that they are planning to have 
festive drinks and activities. 

Senior Dylan Warner told Pace that students informed 
him that they don’t feel like they know about the Office 
of Student Activities’ events. Pace answered that OSA 
is working on Instagram marketing and posting about 
events on the television screens across campus. 

Office/Work Station Manager for Facilities 
Management Bob Mrgich could not be present for the 
meeting but sent in his report via email. Mrgich said 
that the new Schreiber Quadrangle commons door 
was installed Wednesday, Oct. 9. Now that the door is 
compatible, the card access system can be installed. 

_ Senate procedures were put on pause when President 
Cecilia McCormick entered the meeting so that she 
could address senators.

These enhancements address both the 
Mosaic House and Safe Zone training, 
which had previously been run by Diaz.

Senior president of GSA Sarah Kaden 
expressed that it was a priority for her 
to “see more cohesive efforts to support 
diversity, rather than individual faculty, staff 
or students who take initiative.” 

Kaden is not the only one who said they

“Due to the nature of the campus, many 
minority students don't have much of a 
choice but to advocate for themselves,” Li 
said, 

Associate professor of music Dr. 
Kevin Shorner-Johnson, who has been 
working on Latinx recruitment on campus 
alongside assistant professor in education 
Dr. Peter Licona and associate professor of 
engineering Dr. Tomas Estrada, agreed. 

“We have some good resources in that 
we have caring faculty, but what we lack at 
Etown is really intentioned, focused work 
towards diversity. We have some catching 
up to do,’ Shorner-Johnson said. 

Ideally, the Office of Diversity, Inclusion 
and Title IX would fulfill this role on campus. 
In many ways it does, especially when 
considering the goals outlined in its mission 
statement and its explicit “commitment to 
inclusion.” 

This commitment is being shown 
through the work the office has already 
been putting towards events, programs and 
education on campus. 

Diversity programs are already in the 
works and will run over the course of the 
year. These events are run out of the Office 
of Diversity, Inclusion and Title IX— often 
in collaboration with other departments on 
campus. 

However, diversity on campus is not 
merely a matter of programming on the 
part of the department itself. It is contingent 
upon the awareness and engagement of 
students. 

“We ask our students to work with us 
and to understand that we are always going 
to have their best interests in mind,” Hinton 
said. “We'are going to continue the work 


it is not there” 

Stewart also recognized the importance 
of student engagement. 

“The only way to bridge this [perceived 
gap] is for students to see the work, try it 
out, and start to feel that... [faculty] is on 
their side? he said. 

Students, too, have a desire to engage 
more with diversity programming on 
campus. 

“My hopes for diversity programming 
going forward is that more students will be 
aware of what is going on,’ Frennborn said.

rexit — a word that has been thrown around 
Bie a lot on the news and online for the past 
several months. I hadn't had much of an idea about 
what it was beyond that it had something to do with 
the United Kingdom (UK) exiting the European 
Union (EU). However, this semester I have forgone 
charming little Elizabethtown for London, England. 
Suddenly, it wasn’t just a matter of the news. 
People in London talk about Brexit all the time, 
and so I hear about it on trains, in cafes and out on 


the streets. This is the crux of British politics at the. 


moment, and finding out more about it cannot be a 
bad thing. 

Brexit itself, however, might very well be a bad 
thing. The first thing a British citizen said to me about 
Brexit was to suggest it as a comeback if anyone asked 
me about U.S. President Donald Trump. I had a sense 
that many people were not happy about Brexit, but 
having someone put it on the same plane as Trump 
gave me a perspective on just how detestable this deal 


‘was. 


A short explanation of Brexit, as I understand it: 
Britain has voted to leave the EU, which lays out free 
trade and free travel of citizens between countries in 
the Union. As of right now, the Brexit date is set for 
Oct. 31 — Halloween: which is appropriate as this is 
a scary occurrence for Europe and the world. 





Even though I have only met people who oppose 
Brexit, it was voted through, so there are a number of 
reasons to support it. 

One reason that some people give for supporting 
Brexit is that they dislike how the UK needs to send 
money to Brussels, where the headquarters for the 
EU is. From there, the money is distributed to other

members of the Union as they see fit. Some citizens 
do not want to be paying for this; however, others 
who supported staying in the EU worry that the UK 
leaving the Union will ruin the British economy and 
potentially even the global economy. 


A second reason is a tense consideration of 
immigration. At present, citizens from EU countries 
can work in the UK without needing a work visa. 
Many economists say this is good for the economy, 
but some British citizens feel that these “outsiders” 
are using up important public resources. Frankly, this 
argument, like many in America, has some serious 
racist overtones. 

Additionally, Brexit has to do with identity. Many 
citizens of the UK identify with the label of “British” 
rather than “European,” which contributes to the “us 
versus them” mentality. 

In my opinion, and in the opinion of many British 
citizens, these arguments for leaving are weaker than 
the probable consequences of leaving the EU. 

Another issue that complicates Brexit is the border 
between Northern Ireland, which is a part of the UK, 
and the Republic of Ireland, which is a separate body. 
The dividing line is the only land border that, when 
impacted by Brexit, would require more checks on 
trade goods. People are strongly in opposition to a 
hard border, so the EU calls for a backstop, which 
would be a temporary solution to prevent the need 
for extreme border checks. 

Parliament opposed the backstop and rejected the 
Brexit deal offered because there is no specific time 
limit on the backstop, and they worry about having 
their options taken from them. 

Since a deal has not been settled, the UK 
government aims to establish an agreeable deal at the 
EU summit Oct. 17. Abs 

If a new deal is not agreed upon, Prime Minister 
Boris Johnson is legally obligated to ask for an 
extension which would push Brexit back to January 
2020. In spite of the law, Johnson has continued to 
insist that the UK will leave the EU, though it is 


unclear how this would happen. Evidently, all there is .

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Cancer survivor: "You can be a victim, or you can laugh"

ednesday Oct. 9, the Bowers Center for Sports, 

Fitness and Well-being opened its doors 
to bestselling author, speaker, breast cancer and 
autoimmune disease survivor and Elizabethtown 
College alumnus Holly Bertone. In turn, Bertone 
opened her heart and shared stories about her career, 
family and health struggles. 

As a former Etown student, Bertone had plenty of 
stories from her time as a psychology and business 
administration major and even shared extraordinary 
experiences from working for the FBI. Implicit in 
these stories, and in Bertone’s mindset at the time, was 
that she was indestructible. 

“I thought to myself, ‘Only grandmas get breast 
cancer. Young people do not get breast cancer,” she 
said. Unfortunately, breast cancer didn’t share that 
sentiment. 

Bertone was diagnosed with breast cancer at 
seemingly the peak of her physical health: she was 
doing off-road triathalons, racing on the Marine Corps 
mountain bike team and living with her boyfriend and 
his son when she found out that she had cancer. Two 
days after her diagnosis, her boyfriend proposed to 
her, and she accepted. 

“We werent talking about honeymoons and 
wedding invitation colors. We were talking about 
cancer and chemo,” Bertone said. 

Despite the serious content of her talk, Bertone 
created a loose and easy conversation, with few 
moments of solemnity. One such instance was when 
Bertone took a few moments to emphasize the 
importance of taking care of your body to the women 
in the room. 

“Do your self-exams and learn your boobs! If 
something feels off, go to your doctor. Do not take no

for an answer. You only get one chance to live,” she 
said. 

The urgency of this statement took some attendees 
by surprise, including sophomore Ashley Mooney. 

“Even though I am young, it could happen to me," 
she said. "She emphasized that younger adults tend to 
think they are invincible, but they are not.” 

Despite the adversity she has faced throughout her 
life, Bertone said that she views breast cancer as a gift. 
She recalled a moment in which she and her fiancé 
were cutting her chemo-thinned hair, and he told her 


that she looked like a “dog with mange.” 

“I wanted to punch him, but then I just laughed,” 
she said. It was moments like that, she said, in which 
breast cancer allowed her and her loved ones to grow 
closer. 

“We got to a point where we could joke about it. You 
can be a victim, or you can laugh. Cancer isn't funny, 
but why not laugh? It feels a whole lot better,’ she said. 

Cancer also gave Bertone new ways to reach out 
to other women to let them know that they weren't 
alone. As a self-described “super-crazy introvert,” she 
remembered one moment that helped her realize her 
capabilties as a survivor. 

“I was sitting in a doctor’s office waiting room, and 
something came over me that I turned to the girl sitting 
next to me and said, ‘Hi, I’m Holly, and I have breast 
cancer, which is something I never imagined myself 
doing,” she said. “It was moments like these that made 
me realize that I can give other people hope that they 
can get through this, too.” 

After her treatment ended, Bertone still felt ill. 
After numerous doctor’s appointments, she was 
finally diagnosed with Hashimoto's thyroiditis, an 
autoimmune disease. 

“I learned about nutrition and lifestyle choices that 
can make a huge difference. I cut out gluten, sugar, 
processed foods and dairy, and [I] felt immediately 
better,” Bertone said. 

After making these changes, she started the health 
and wellness website Pink Fortitude and wrote an 
Amazon best-selling book titled "Thriving in the 
Workplace with an Autoimmune Disease: Know Your 
Rights, Resolve Conflict, and Reduce Stress." 

But it wasn't just focusing on physical wellness that 
made the difference. Bertone stressed the importance 
of respecting not only your body but your mind as 
well. 

“Talk to yourself the way you would talk to a child, 
an elderly person or a member of the clergy — kindly, 
with respect,” she said. “Practice gratitude. You are 
going to have problems, but that’s life, and life is 
beautiful.”

“The sheer variety of what we must think about and 
respond to from our market is exhilarating,” Labbate 
wrote in a newsletter interview with Wiley. “While I 
prefer straightforward answers and solutions — the 
black and white, if you like —-I live in a world of 
gray, and that is a fun challenge.

inspired by the people in my life. The individuals I 
regularly work with at Wiley are talented, smart and 
hard-working — they care deeply about what we do, 
and I learn from them every day.” 

While she was at Etown, Labbate was also involved 
in Student Senate, played intramural tennis and 
studied abroad for a semester in France.

College is doing a three-session . 


workshop to educate students on mood 
in regards to food. 

“Students will gain an increased 
understanding of how what they eat 
affects how they feel, both physically 
and emotionally," licensed professional 
counselor Jennifer Melchior said in 
an email interview. "I’m also hoping 
they will learn how they can apply this 
knowledge in both the dining options 
available on campus and in their own 
homes." 

Similarly, Assistant Director of 
Health Promotion Joni Eisenhauer 
said she wants the workshops to give 
students insight on how to listen to 
what their bodies need. A goal of the 
sessions would be to have students 
understand how to read their bodies 
indications and determine what type of 
healthy food the body truly desires, so 
that the body feels better overall. 

“[Melchior] brought it to me knowing 
of my background in nutrition and her 
expertise in counseling," Eisenhauer 
said in an email interview. "It seemed 
like a perfect fit.” 

A lot of people do not realize the 
extent to which food affects their mood 
throughout the day. More research 
studies have been coming out backing 
it up, showing how diet has a really 
large role. “Fruits and Veggies Boost 


Moods: Eating Produce Heightens 
Mental Well-Being,” an article from 
Natural Awakenings, emphasizes 


the importance of healthy foods. If 
combining exercise with fruits and 
vegetables, the results are magnified 
in a-positive matter. The article says 
16 studies have been done by the 
University of Manchester, which found 
similar results. Everyone has their own 
diet plan or foods they prefer to eat, but 


these studies found there is no one way . 


that works better. 

Furthermore, “Integrative Medicine 
in Action: Using Diet to Improve Mood,” 
an earlier article in the magazine, lists 
simple tips to improve mood by food. 
One of these is to consume complex 
carbohydrates over processed ones. 
When people are feeling down, they 
usually go for junk food like chocolate, 
which provides an immediate boost of 
mood and energy. However, it does not 
take long to wear off, leading them to 
then overeat that treat. An alternative 
would be fruits and vegetables that can 
create the same effect. The downside is 
that it takes longer to kick in, but the 
influence is longer-lasting, making the 
positive mood reign more. The article 
also suggests eating three full meals a 
day to maintain and balance the human 
dietary system, which can help lower 
stress levels. 

Throughout the fall 2019 and spring 
2020 semesters, Counseling Services 
is organizing mental health events 
and chose to do this for a change. 
Melchior and Eisenhauer have the 
overarching goal to make students 
more mindful of the food they are 
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When it comes to healthy eating, mental health is just as important of a 
consideration as physical health. The food one eats can impact their mood. 


eating and how the body reacts to it. 
Likewise, the workshops aim to have 
students be able to make a diet plan for 
themselves instead of following diets on 
contradictory websites. 

The workshops are not just another 
lecture: they are run by opened-ended 
questions that make the students think. 
During the first workshop Tuesday, 
Oct. 8, Eisenhauer and Melchior 
passed out a worksheet to help students 


practice mindfulness while eating. The 
worksheet allows for students to track 
their mood before and after eating a 
certain food throughout various times 
and days. 

All in all, healthy food improves 
mood and makes symptoms of 
depression less common, which is why 
it is important to be mindful of the 
emotional repercussions of what one 
eats. 


Professor responds to climate change deniers at speech

he October lecture in the Presidential 

Community Enrichment Series took 
place Wednesday, Oct. 9 in the Susquehanna 
Room. Professor of engineering and 
geosciences Dr. Michael Scanlin presented 
on climate change to a full room of 
community members after a luncheon and a 
spirited introduction by Executive Director 
of College Engagement Opportunities Mark 
Clapper. Scanlin was described by Clapper 
as an environmentalist, as evidenced by 


Scanlin’s 100-acre property that includes 
crops, horses and forestry. 

“Tt really is a labor of love for him? 
Clapper said, showing Scanlin’s appreciation 
for nature. 

The beginning of Scanlin’s lecture 
dealt with how civilization depends on a 


habitable climate in order to exist, citing 
-how when dinosaurs roamed the earth, the 


planet was much too hot for human life 
to live comfortably. Scanlin then used this 
comparison to highlight how if the earth 
grows too warm, then human life cannot 


exist comfortably. Scanlin used a quote 


from Will Durant.to summarize his point: 
“Civilization exists by geological consent, 
subject to change without notice” 


Scanlin also said that science exists as a 
way to predict and map the future, and he 
used a photo of the arcade game Zoltar to 
make this concept relatable to the audience. 


_ The subject of relatability, Scanlin noted, is 


very important in his profession. 

“You have to establish relevance and 
purpose each time you step into the 
classroom,” Scanlin said, referring to how 
he gets his students, science majors or not, 
to become invested in what he has to teach. 

The middle part ofthe lecture was focused 
on how the climate on the earth functions. 
Greenhouse gases in the atmosphere such 
as carbon dioxide, methane and water 
vapor trap the excess heat not needed in 
Earth's natural processes and then redirect 
it back towards the surface of the planet. 
Scanlin said this is good in small amounts, 
but it gets dangerous at higher levels. 

Scanlin showed a chart showing the 
increase in CO2 presence in the atmosphere, 
using this to show how the higher level 
of greenhouse gases in the atmosphere is 
causing the change in climate. However, 
this chart caused a member of the audience 
to question the validity of Scanlin’s claims. 

The issue with the chart, as stated by 
the audience member, is that there was 
no accompanying temperature trace to 
truly correlate the CO2 levels with the 
rise in temperature. The audience member 
explained the rise in temperatures over 
recent decades to a fallout from a mini-ice 
age occurring in the 1980s. 

“Asa scientist, I’m more persuaded by the 
‘overall average,’ Scanlin said in response. 

Throughout the rest of the lecture, there 
was a back-and-forth with the audience 
member and Scanlin over the reality of 
climate change, taking up a good majority of 
the remaining time. This led to frustration 


from the other audience members, who 
complained that this sort of conversation 
was best left in private and that Scanlin 
should get on with the lecture. 

This was not the first instance of audience 
participation during the event. In fact, there 
were many questions in the earlier half that 
had Scanlin jokingly invite a member of the 
audience to his class because of her great 
questions and enthusiasm. 

“I was thrilled by almost all of [the 
audience participation],” Scanlin said after 
the event, and he elaborated on why his 
answer was an ‘almost? “Sometimes people 
have an emotional attachment to what they 
want to believe in. They attempt to persuade 
others of their point of view.” 

Because of certain disruptive 
questioning, there was a large portion of 
Scanlin’s lecture that was not explored due 
to time restraints. This would have included 
the concept of “climate amnesia.” which 
Scanlin described as humanity’s resistance 
to changing its behavior because the effects 
of climate change have become normalized 
as it worsens, such as the large hurricanes 
that are supposed to be “500-year” floods 
yet are occurring at a higher frequency and 
intensity. 

Scanlin had one last takeaway for climate 
change deniers following the event. 

“Individuals are entitled to their 
own opinion, but they are not entitled 
to manipulate the data in an attempt to 
discredit the science that supports the 
theory,’ Scanlin said in a follow-up email. 

» Despite the disruption, the majority of 
audience members were interested in what 
Scanlin had to say, and Scanlin said that he 
expects to present again in the spring and to 
explore the topics left unsaid! 
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Research: How to write a research paper without feeling overwhelmed.

nn the middle of October arrives 
and November looms, peak essay- 
writing season begins. Midterms 
have come and gone. Quizzes are 
petering out as professors make way 
for the big guns: projects, exams and 
compositions. While the air is chilly 
and the apple cider is hot, the library is 
the place to be this season as we look out 
the windows and try not to freak out. 

Most APA style guides and online 
study blogs talk about pacing, outlines 
and daily schedules for getting the 
paper done on time. What many of 
them fail to see is that most students 
have this interesting thing called a 
“life” going on in the background. 

Sometimes using that month to 
plan every day for research isn’t 
feasible, and the paper is due that 
week. So how does someone write 
something that makes sense, gets the 
grade and doesn’t put the writer to 
sleep just thinking about it? There 
are unconventional ways of getting 
around the research writing blues. 

1. Pick a topic that doesn’t make 
you want to take a nap. If it’s early 


enough in the writing process, 
picking the right topic for you is 
crucial. Granted, in classes that are 
outside of your general interests, 
this can feel nearly impossible. 

Most English students might not 
find the history of geology to be their 
“thing,” which is fair. Remember: 
this is college. As John Mulaney 
puts it, “college is just your opinion.” 

If you can formulate a well- 
informed hypothesis, find articles 
supporting or refuting that idea on 
JSTOR and enjoy the process of writing 
about it, then write about something 
you think is cool. Who knows? Maybe 
there are sources out there about how 
sedimentary rock inspired Edgar 
Allen Poe to write “The Raven.” 

2. Write your sources before 
writing the paper. Who remembers 
the good old days of high school when 
they made you write an annotated 
bibliography? It was definitely a 
pain, but at their core, annotated 
bibliographies are only trying to help. 

Not only do they require the 
researcher to read and understand 
the material, but they also help 
make the citations easy to copy- 
paste into the reference section, 
and eventually the paper. 

While you don’t have to write an 


entire paragraph of annotations, a few 
bullet points on the results or a quote 
that makes your point can be easily 
written into your paper later and savea 
few minutes coming up with what to say. 

3. Write in an order that makes 
sense to you. There’s this expectation 
that a paper should be written 
from the first sentence to the last 
sentence in a few writing sessions. 

However, with research, the 
paper rarely begins at the beginning. 
Sometimes you find a cool article or 
prompt which leads to a question, 
or sometimes you start with the 
question and start web searching for 
books and TedTalks with the same 
key words. Write the points you want 
to make and the things you want to 
summarize in complete sentences 
but in whatever order makes sense. 

At the end, it’s easier to have all 
of the puzzle pieces and move them 
around in the document. Make 
the content fit an organizational 
pattern once it’s already written. 

4. Bounce ideas off of other 
people. Once you've moved things 
around in the document, stitched 
them together with transitional 
sentences and closed the EasyBib 
tab, run your paper by a few people. 

Before going to a writing tutor, 


take it to someone who knows 
nothing about the subject matter. If 
your “Historical Uses for a Bunsen 
Burner” essay makes sense to someone 
who does not know what a Bunsen 
burner is, and it manages to teach 
them something, that’s a good start. 

Next, take it to someone in the 
class or related major who has some 
knowledge. They can help iron out 
the problems and correct simple 
mistakes that cost points during 
grading. This is also a good practice in 
taking criticism, because the universe 
knows we all need it sometimes. 

Finally, take it to a writing 
tutor. The writing tutor will help 
get rid of the last of the grammar 
mistakes and show you how to 
write your ideas in stronger ways. 

The traditional suggestions 
still stand, of course. Understand 
yourself enough to know if you need 
a day, a week or a month to start and 
finish the paper. Ask your professor 
questions about expectations. If at 
all possible, don’t pull an all-nighter. 

There’s nothing obligating you 
to write a research paper in the 
exact same way you were trained to. 

Changing the format can 
help you state your claim, cut 


the fluff and impress a_ professor.

Students, faculty weigh in: Pope Francis and married priests in the Amazon

pr: Francis has made waves with his 
controversial decisions in the past few years. 
Most recently, he has been in the process of deciding 
whether or not to allow older married men in the 
Amazon area to become priests. This would be 
an exception to the rule of celibacy, which some 
argue would disintegrate the moral standards of 
priesthood. Others argue that the shortage of priests 
in the Amazon area necessitates this exception. 

In the upcoming weeks, about 260 Catholic 
bishops from around the world are meeting 
at the Vatican to discuss current issues facing 
the Catholic church in the Amazon. They are 
touching on topics of climate change, migration 
and evangelism, but the topic of whether or not 
married men should be allowed to be priests in the 
region is the concern that is causing the most stir. 

This is a controversial issue because some feel 
priesthood must be accompanied by celibacy, 
while others feel that the need for priests in this 
area should result in an exception to the celibacy 
rule. Some fear that this exception will expand to 
other regions and become increasingly pervasive. 

According to the “instrumentum laboris,’ a 
working document resultant from these meetings, 
older married men whoare well-respected in remote 
parts of the Amazon should be ordained, under the 
conditions that they come from the indigenous 
communities where they will perform their duties. 
This would allow for an increase in priests in the 
Amazon area, where there is a notable shortage. 

South American bishops are in favor of 
this solution in the Amazon, which they feel 
severely limits the ability to practice the religion 
in the region. Only priests can consecrate the 
Eucharist, so without priests some 85% of 
villages in the Amazon cannot celebrate Mass. 
Pope Francis has stated that “the Eucharist is at 
the heart of the regular Christian community.” 
Inability to participate is barring people in the 
Amazon from fully engaging in the religion. 

The issue is controversial because priests are 
generally expected to be celibate. Some feel that to 
allow non-celibate men to become priests would 
abolish this fundamental aspect of priesthood 
and that the exception for some would require 
increasing exception. Naysayers argue that this 
exception will spread to more and more of the 
world and become widespread, dismantling the 
preconceived ideas of priesthood and threatening 
the moral standards of the church itself. 

Allowing exceptions for non-celibate priests 
in the Amazon region would be a solution to 
the shortage of priests in the area, but some 
feel that the means do not justify the ends and 
that all priests worldwide should be celibate.

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Expert Corner: 
Professor of Religious Studies 
Dr. Jeffrey Long 


he issue of celibacy in the priesthood 

has a complex and interesting history, 
according to Professor of Religious Studies 
Dr. Jeffrey Long. Catholic priests have not 
always been celibate. This was not originally 
part of the job description. For over half 
the history of the church, up until the 12th 
century, priests were not expected to be 
celibate. This became standard as a way 
of preserving church property ownership. 
“It was not until the first and second 
Lateran Councils, in the 12th century, that 
the Church declared that priests had to be 
celibate,” Long said. “The reasoning behind 
this ruling was that the Church was losing 
property when the sons of priests inherited 
Church land and did not, themselves, 
choose to go on and become priests.” 
This is in contrast to what many believe: 
that celibacy in priesthood became law for 
strictly moral reasons. In fact, it was motivated 
by a desire to keep priests from having 
sons and therefore retain the church's land. 
According to Long, the shortage of 
priests in the Amazon should override the 
celibacy rule. “The pressing need for priests 
would seem to be a compelling reason 
to rethink this policy: a policy without 
which the Church survived, and indeed 
thrived, for over a thousand years,” Long said. 
It is yet to be seen what the council of 
bishops will have to say about this issue and 
what Pope Francis will decide. Pope Francis 
may allow married men in the Amazon to 
become priests, in which case the exception 
may permeate into other areas of the world as 
well where there is a similar shortage of priests.

New album narrative-style, powerful, insightful

This album contains one of my 
favorite band trends: revitalizing 
previously featured lyrics. In this 
case, an especially poetic lyric from 
"Sleep on the Floor" made its way 
into "Life in the City" as follows: 
"and if the sun don't shine on me 
today, and if the subways flood 
and bridges break, will you just lay 
down and dig your grave? Or will 
you rail against the dying day?" 

This spirit of resilience edges 
into many of the album's tracks 
in a powerful and artful way. One 
of the most unique tracks, and an 
undeniable personal favorite, is 
"Jimmy Sparks." It tells the story of 
Jimmy, a prison guard who makes 
minimum wage. Heisa single father 
whose wife left him with their baby. 


~ Desperately, in the middle of the 
night, he seeks money in unsavory 
ways, namely gambling. On the 
way home, Jimmy encounters 
a hitchhiker whom he ignores 
because "it's us or them." Twenty- 
some years later, when his son has 
grown up, Jimmy is ambushed by 
loan sharks seeking repayment. 
The chorus is simply, "Oh my 
love, can you spare my blood?" . 
After he is beaten, ransacked and 
threatened by the loan sharks, 
Jimmy wanders away barefoot. 
His son unknowingly drives past 
his father, thinking he is just 
another hitchhiker. Remembering 
his father's advice, he drives on. 

This is easily some of the best 
storytelling in recently released 
music. The emotions of the 
narrative shine through the musical 
elements. The story itself is unique 
and concise. I won't get into it, but 
fans have traced together all of the 
members of the imaginary Sparks 
family, which connects to past tracks 
in the I, IJ, III album sequence. 

"Jimmy Sparks" is one of my 
favorite tracks, not only of this 
album, but of any recently released 
albums. The story and music of 
the track are equally compelling. 

Another favorite track of mine 
s "It Wasn't Easy to be Happy for 
You." Such a relatable-sentiment.

It was the third game in the Landmark Conference for the 
men’s team, and they were anticipating a fair fight. Only 13 
seconds into the game sophomore Garrett Winchilla scored for 
the Blue Jays. Junior Eli Perry wasted no time after the initial 
whistle and played Winchilla a deep ball. 

“When the ball got passed back to me, my first look was 
forward. I saw Garrett... so I played the ball behind the 
defenders because the worst that could happen would be we 
lock them in the corner,’ Perry wrote in an email interview. 
Winchilla was able to put the ball into the back of the net for 
the Blue Jay’s first goal of the game. 

“Scoring so early in the game felt great. Getting a goal so 
quick really helped calm the nerves and put us in a great position 
moving forward,” Winchilla wrote in an email interview after - 
the game. 

The Blue Jays put themselves in an even better position when 
only 12 minutes later, they found a way to put another ball in 
the back of Drew’s goal.

QO” of Elizabethtown College’s 
unique features is its solar array. 
A solar array is an electrical device 
that consists of a large arrangement 
of solar cells. These solar cells convert 
solar energy from the sun into usable 
electrical energy. 

The College has the largest solar 
array system of any higher education 
institution in the state of Pennsylvania. 
It is located across the street from the 
Schreiber Quadrangle, and it spans a 
total of 10 acres of the College’s campus. 

Dedicated in 2016, the solar 
array was built in partnership with 
Community Energy, a Pennsylvania- 
based renewable energy developer. 

The array produces 3,567,000 kWh 
of energy annually, which accounts 
for over 20 percent of Etown’s annual 
energy consumption. 

The power produced in the array 
enables a 6,000,000-pound reduction 
of CO2 each year. It also produces the 
equivalent amount of energy needed to 
power over 330 residential houses each 
year. 

Work is currently being done 
to repair the solar array field from 
damage sustained in January 2016 
due to Winter Storm Jonas, which 
severely impacted the East Coast and 
caused historic snowfalls in several 
Northeast cities, including Harrisburg. 
Specifically, three feet of snow fell over 
the Elizabethtown area. 

Since that time, however, the 
solar array system has continued to 
operate without any issues regarding 
production and performance. 

The procedure for the repairs taking 
place will be as follows: First, the panels 
and racking will be disconnected 
and removed, while the existing 


posts remain in the ground. Next, - 


the new posts will be installed beside 
the existing ones, and a new racking 
structure will be installed on the new 
posts. Finally, the existing solar panels 
will be reinstalled on the new rack. 

Head of Facilities Management 
Mark Zimmerman said that the storm 
has not negatively impacted the 
performance of the array. He explained 
that the repairs being done at this point 
in time will ensure that no future snow 
loads or winter storms will weaken the 
structures that support the solar a Pent 
on the array. 

These repairs will most likely 
last through November depending 
on winter weather conditions. The

S ept. 24, House Speaker Nancy Pelosi 
announced a formal impeachment 
inquiry into President Donald Trump 
over a whistleblower complaint 
regarding the interactions between 
Trump and the country of Ukraine. 
According to the whistleblower, 


Trump called Ukrainian President. 


Volodymyr Zelensky, asking him’ to 
investigate former Vice President 
and 2020 Democratic _ presidential 
candidate Joe Biden and his son Hunter 
Biden. However, it is against U.S. law 
for a candidate to solicit these types of 
inquiries from foreign ‘governments 
and organizations, which led to House 
Democrats opening the impeachment 
investigation into Trump:- 


A lot regarding the inquiry has. 


occurred over the last month. That 
same day (Sept. 24), Trump tweeted 





that the White House will release a 
transcript of his call with Zelensky, a 


promise that was followed through the 
following day. 
Sept. 25, the whistleblower’s 


complaint was delivered to Capitol 
Hill: “In the course. of my official 
duties, I ‘have received information 
from multiple U.S. Government 
officials that the President of the 
United States is using the power of 
his office to solicit interference from 
a foreign country in the 2020 US. 
election” according to a report on 
CNN. “This interference includes, 
among other things, pressuring a 
foreign country to investigate one of 
the President’s main domestic political 
rivals.” This complaint was released to 


the public Sept. 26. 


According to a tally done by

CNN Sept. 27, more than 218 House 
members supported the impeachment 
inquiry — this was a majority rule, but 
it was made up mostly of Democrats. 
Oct. 8, the White House informed 
Pelosi and other House Democrats 
that it would not cooperate in the 
proceedings in an attempt to thwart 
the capacity of the investigation and 
deprive those involved in the inquiry 
the testimony and evidence they 
demanded, according to CNN. While 
the White House cited several reasons 
for refusing to assist in the inquiry, 
Pelosi countered an argument made 
on behalf of the White House saying 
there needed to be a full House vote 
to initiate impeachment investigations 


since it is not a constitutional 
requirement. 
Oct. 20, Trump tweeted the 


following regarding the investigations 
so far: “This Scam going on right 
now by the Democrats against the 
Republican Party, and me, was all 
about a perfect phone call I had with 
the Ukrainian President.” , 
“When do we depose Shifty Schiff 
to find out why he fraudulently made 
up my phone call and read this fiction 
to Congress and the American People? 
I demand his deposition. He is a fraud, 
just like the Russia Hoax was, and the 
Ukraine Hoax is now,’ tweeted Trump.

Oct. 15, according to a 
Time magazine article, Google 
announced a host of new devices, 
including its latest smartphone 
model: the Pixel 4. Although 
some will find the addition of a 
second camera and new zoom 
options enticing,- the most 
intriguing feature in terms of pure 
innovation is undoubtedly Motion 
Sense. Made possible by the 
integration of a radar sensor next 
to the display, Motion Sense will 
allow the Pixel 4 to detect swipes 
and hand gestures made above the 
device.

the solar array system in sections in 
order to keep power flowing as much 
as possible. 

However, at times the system will 
need to be completely shut down for 
work safety purposes. The operator 
of the solar array is responsible for 
its upkeep, repairs and electricity 
production, so the work being done 
will not impact the College. 

Zimmerman also mentioned that 
some repairs were done in spring 2016 
on the posts and racking due to Winter 
Storm Jonas, but the rest of the repairs 
were postponed until material could be 
acquired. 


contractors to do these repairs since 
they are busy with installations and 
maintenance to other solar array 
systems. 

“The College has been generally 
pleased with the operation of the 
system and the sustainable power it 
generates,’ Zimmerman said. 

The solar array is not the College's 
only sustainability effort. The Building 
Automation System has _ resulted 
in large energy and cost savings by 
monitoring the amount of energy that 
buildings on campus use. 

Projects have been done to reduce 
flooding, remove runoff and sustain 
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Repairs are being done to Etown's solar array due to damage from Winter Storm 
Jonas in 2016.The repairs had been put off because of contractor issues, among others. 


Another issue was scheduling ecosystems in Lake Placida.

O ne way to promote diversity at Elizabethtown College 
is to have a community that mirrors the diversity 
and differences in the surrounding areas. Elizabethtown 
is located in between two large cities, Harrisburg and 
Lancaster, with both cities well within an hour's drive 
from the Etown campus. According to Census.gov, 
Harrisburg city has an estimated demographic of 33.8 
percent identifying as white, 51.9 percent identifying as 
black or African American, 5 percent as Asian and 20.3 
percent identifying as Hispanic or Latinx (it is important 
to note that those who identify as Hispanic can also belong 
to any race, as stated‘ by. the Genstis*website): Lancaster 
County, according to the same website, has an estimated 
demographic of 89.8 percent identifying as white, 5.2 
percent identifying as black or African American, 2.5 
percent identifying as Asian and 10.8 percent identifying 





as Hispanic or Latinx. All of these reflect the census 
collected in 2018. 


These statistics show a diverse community surrounding 
Etown. However, is this community being reflected in 
our numbers? According to CollegeBoard, 86 percent of 
Etown students identify as white, three percent identify 
as black or African American, three percent identify as 
Asian and three percent identify as Hispanic or Latinx 
(with no implied overlap, unlike the U.S. Census). 

Associate professor of music Dr. Kevin Shorner- 
Johnson, assistant professor in education Dr. Peter Licona 
and associate professor of engineering and physics Dr. 
Tomas Estrada ran a study focused on Latinx recruitment 
and engagement which spoke with 11 students. 
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Impeachment investigation into President Trump 


Trump said Republicans needed to become stronger 
amid the impeachment inquiry, calling the Democrats 
“vicious,” according to CNN. 

The inquiry is taking longer than expected, however, 
and House Democrats are facing a time crunch if they 
want to potentially vote on the matter by Thanksgiving. 
Each witness has given investigators more leads to 
follow regarding the impeachment. Democrats have 
rescheduled several witness testimonies for reasons 
including the passing of Maryland Representative 
Elijah Cummings, whom Trump recently criticized 
on Twitter, and some witnesses needed more time to 
acquire lawyers. 

According to the Washington Post, Democrats have 
planned two closed-door witness testimonies this week 
including one from top official at the U.S. embassy in 
Ukraine Bill Taylor. Additionally, a Republican effort 
to censure House Intelligence Committee Chairman 
Adam B. Schiff for handling Trump’s impeachment 
inquiry failed Oct. 21. 

Before the cabinet meeting, Pelosi handed out 
a “fact sheet” that may serve as a basis for potential 
articles of impeachment against Trump moving 
forward, according to the Guardian. 

Oct. 22, Trump’s allies encouraged him to accept 
the fact that he most likely would be impeached by 
the House, according to CNN. In the same day, he also 
used a racially-charged slur when tweeting about the 
impeachment inquiry: “So some day, if a Democrat 
becomes President and the Republicans win the 
House, even by a tiny margin, they can impeach the 
President, without due process or fairness or any legal 
rights. All Republicans must remember what they are 





witnessing here - a lynching.” 

During a testimony from Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of Defense Laura Cooper Oct. 23, several of 
Trump’s congressional allies walked out of the room as 
a demonstration against the impeachment hearings. 
Cooper was due to speak at 10 a.m., focusing on the 
mechanics of U.S. security assistance for Ukraine 
since the White House withheld it for several months, 
according to the Washington Post. 

The walkout delayed the proceedings for several 
hours, and according to CNN, many Republicans 
were snacking on Cheez-It crackers during their 
protest. Many Democratic representatives responded 
to the incident, including Florida representative Val 
Demings, who asked a Republican member, “Don't 
you have any work to do today?” 

Demings also said, “You storm in here claiming 
to stand up for justice, but there are people in your 
districts suffering who you don't even know their 
names, according to CNN. 

The GOP's protest was coordinated over a week 
ago, though it was originally referred to as a traditional 
press conference. 

The same day, Federal Judge Christopher Cooper 
ordered lawyers from the State Department to release 
the Ukraine records within the next 30 days. The 
ruling from Christopher also affects the watchdog 
group American Oversight, whom he wants to 
collaborate with the State Department in order to 
narrow the scope of the documents requested. 

“This is a crack in the administration’s stonewall," 
American Oversight Executive Director Austin Evers 
told reporters after the hearing, according to CNN.

his past Saturday, Oct. 19, the Elizabethtown 

Student Advocacy Group (ESAG) held a Peace 
Walk event as a response to the recent academic 
restructuring at Elizabethtown College. 

The restructuring included the cutting of the 
philosophy major, theatre major, theatre minor, peace 
and conflict studies minor and film studies minors, as 
well as the furlough of seven faculty members and the 
release of several staff members. 

ESAG argues that the decisions are antithetical to 
Etown’s heritage, purpose and values as a Liberal Arts 
college, citing the College’s mission statement that “the 
College believes learning is most noble when used to 
benefit others and affirms the values of peace, non- 
violence, human dignity and social justice.” 

The event began with a group walk from Leffler 
Chapel and Performance Center to the Baugher 
Student Center (BSC) patio. As the group went through 
the Academic Quad, they carried signs with phrases 
such as “Blue Jays. Always,’ and “Keep Etown Liberal 
Arts,” along with flags with peace signs. The event then 
featured speeches from students, community members 
and alumni who had been impacted by the College’s 
restructuring, either directly or indirectly. Several 
speeches were emotionally charged as many talked 
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about how the restructuring made them feel like they 
do not have a place at Etown.

“The restructuring decision took away my support 
network and my connecting points to the campus 
community,’ sophomore peace and conflict studies 
minor and Etownian staff writer Giselle Taylor said in 
her speech. “With my Blue Jay identity invalidated by 
the cuts, I felt ostracized. Suddenly, I don't have a place 
here, and I don't feel I can express my pain or pursue 
my passions. I’ve never felt more lost and alone than I 
have these last few months. I feel betrayed.” 

The feeling of betrayal was a sentiment echoed by 
multiple speakers. Speakers and attendees of the event 
alike discussed their love for Etown and reasons why 
they decided to come here, expressing disappointment

and sadness that the very things they love about Etown 
are being deprioritized and removed. Faculty members 
and students alike expressed feeling as though they had 
been given a false sense of security from the college. 
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Efforts to affirm and uplift Latinx students on campus 


In this study, they reported that 
students experienced a sort of “culture- 
shock” because they went from diverse 
communities to a radically different 
community at Etown. 

So, the demographics at Etown may 
not be fully reflective of the community 
outside of the College. What is Etown 
doing to improve this? 

One way that Etown is promoting 
diversity through recruitment is 
through the Mosaic Scholarship. During 
the application process to becoming 
a student at Etown, some prospective 
‘students are asked if they would like to 
submit an essay and if they would like 
to be involved with diversity work on 
campus, with the compensation being 
the scholarship. While recipients of 
the Mosaic Scholarship do not exactly 
work for the College, they are involved 
with diversity events and the Office of 
Admissions. 

Etown is also specifically launching 
recruitment initiatives with the Latinx 
and Hispanic communities, with 
Assistant Director of Admissions 
Hosman “Oz” Uraga-Barba advising 
students from these communities. The 
Latino Hispanic American Community 
Center (LHACC) and the National 
Hispanic Institute are two off-campus 


organizations which Uraga-Barba and 
the Office of Admissions has been 
working with. A large goal within 
the Office of Admissions is to get 
the name of Etown out there in these 
communities because, according to 
Uraga-Barba in an email interview, 
“there are a number of people within 25 
miles of campus who have never heard 
of Elizabethtown College” 

One of the things that was 
emphasized when speaking to Shorner- 
Johnson and in the strategic report on 
Latinx recruitment he worked on was 
that there needed to be a financial 
aid session offered in Spanish to 
these communities. Since applying 
for financial aid is daunting enough 
to begin with, the stress of doing so 
in a second language makes things 
even more complicated. It is an act of 
affirmation to help these families by 
explaining the process in their native 
language, something of which Shorner- 
Johnson said Etown needs to do more 
of. 

The gap between “welcome” and 
“affirmation, as Shorner-Johnson 
described it, is a problem at Etown. 
Etown is ready to welcome those who 
are different, yet the “affirmation” side, 
the side where Etown must embrace 


and support the differences in its 
diverse community, is one that needs 
to be improved. 

“I think that the thing that we talk 
about all the time is that so many 
colleges will say, ‘Hey, we care about 
diversity!’ and they'll take a picture of 
somebody of color, put it in a photo 
advertisement and say, ‘Look at us!” 
Shorner-Johnson said. He said this 
leads to tokenization of people of 
diversity and viewing them as objects 
instead of affirming them. But there 
are ways that this can be fixed. 

Momentum as a first-year program, 
according to junior Veronica Ruiz, 
was helpful in her welcome and 
her adjustment to Etown. However, 
the support network provided by 
Momentum fades by the second year, 
which Ruiz said that needs to be 
adjusted. 

“We need to keep the momentum 
in Momentum,” Ruiz said. Having 
affirming support networks continue 
throughout students’ college careers 
can make them feel more comfortable 
at Etown. 

Uraga-Barba said something along 
similar lines. 

“In the future I would like to have 
more organizations on campus to help

and support Latinx/Hispanic students,” 
he said. “Due to the fact this student 
population is underrepresented on 
college campuses and across the United 
States, it is important to have the 
services to help students thrive.” 

Uraga-Barba said that he feels 
like the College supports his role 
in outreach to Latinx and Hispanic 
students, attributing this to Etown’s 
understanding of the importance of 
having a diverse community. 

“As with every college, it is important 
that students feel represented on 
campus,” he said. “Therefore, having a 
diverse faculty is of great importance” 

“Recruitment will come when you 
care about these other things,” Shorner- 
Johnson said. 

A diverse campus is important to 
preparing students for their later lives, 
since for some people in the Central 
Pennsylvania area, college may be the 
first time they are exposed to people 
different than them. 

“If we're not used to [diversity] 
here,” Ruiz said, “you won't be used to 
it anywhere” 

“I want Etown to embrace all the 
parts of our community,” Shorner- 
Johnson said. “That's central to making 
Etown vibrant.”

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The influences of Hinduism on the Star Wars universe

we the Star Wars franchise may 
not have been intentionally created 
with religious themes in mind, professor 
of religion and Asian Studies Dr. Jeffery 
Long has been able.to find meaningful 
instances of Hindu symbolism in the films 
and extended universe. 

Long has an extensive background in 
religious scholarship, having received 
both his masters and doctorate degrees in 
the field from the University of Chicago. 
Within the field of religious studies, 
Long specializes in the religions and 
philosophies of India. 

Part of what Long does in the course of 
his work is present talks on religious topics 
and themes. Twice over the summer and 
once in October, Long discussed religious 
pluralism and the Vedantic religions at 
the United Nations (UN). In addition 
to speaking at the UN, Long has given 
speeches for the Vedanta Society. 

Within the context of religious 
scholarship, Vedantic traditions can be 
understood as traditions following Hindu 
practices. This is due to the fact that 
vedanta is one of the more prominent 
philosophies of the Hindu tradition. 

One such speech that Long gave for 


the Vedanta Society was “The Yogi of 
Yoga” which explored the connections 
between Star Wars and Vedantic Religious 
traditions. 

The content of this speech has since 
been adapted and altered slightly with 
the release of new media in the Star Wars 
franchise, becoming the presentation that 
Long gave on Wednesday, Oct. 16 in the 
High Library: “May the Shakti Be With 
You!: Star Wars and the Vedanta” 

Long said that the Star Wars franchise 
can be meaningfully and significantly 
analyzed through a Hindu religious lens. 

“I don't think George Lucas created 
Star Wars in order to teach religious 
ideas. I think the religious ideas in Star 
Wars make it a more interesting piece [of 
media],” Long said. 

The religious themes in Star Wars is 
something Long attributed to the desire of 
Lucas to create the “great American epic 
myth on film.” 

To understand what goes into the 
creation and permeation of a myth, 
Joseph Campbell’s “The Hero With a 
Thousand Pages” remains the leading 
work of scholarship worth referencing. 
Lucas was greatly influenced by Campbell 
and incorporated his ideas into the work 
that would later become Star Wars. 

While Campbell himself was pluralistic 
in his exploration of the religions and 
mythologies of various cultures, there 
was a significant Hindu influence in his 


personal philosophy. Campbell was a 
student of the Vedantic traditions and 
assisted author Swami Nikhilananda 
in translating “The Gospel of Sri 
Ramakrishna” into English. 

Sri Ramakrishna was an Indian yogi 
and spiritual leader, whose teachings 
continue to influence Hindu thought 
and practice. Long placed particular 
emphasis on Campbell’s connection to 
Ramakrishna, presenting the following 
quote from scholar and writer Pravrajika 
Vrajaprana: “No reader of Joseph 
Campbell can escape Sri Ramakrishna” 

The appearance of Hindu themes 
in the extended Star Wars canon is not 
outside of the realm of plausibility, given 
that Lucas was strongly influenced by 
Campbell’s writings. 

One of the more significant instances 
of Hindu influence in Star Wars, as 
presented by Long, was the concept of 
“The Force.” 

Viewing the Force through a Vedantic 
lens, it is analogous to the Hindu concepts 
of “Braahman” and “Shakti” Within the 
Hindu religious tradition, Brahman refers 
to the God-like force of the Universe from 
which all beings are created. Shakti refers 
more specifically to the quality of God 
that is present in beings, which is imbued 
by Brahman. 

The all-encompassing nature of 
Brahman and Shakti is similar to the Force 
and how it permeates everything, and is 


able to be channeled by those willing to 
engage with it. In specific, Long compared 
Brahman to “The Unifying Force” and 
Shakti to “The Living Force.” 

Shakti likewise can be understood 
as either a force of wisdom or a force of 
ignorance. Respectively, these variants of 


Shakti are referred to as Yogamaya and — 


Mahamaya. Given that both Yogamaya 
and Mahamaya originate from the same 
universal energy, Shakti, Long drew a 
comparison between them and how The 
Force has both a “light” side and a “dark” 
side. 

Long explained that the synthesis of 
religion and sci-fi/fantasy was a natural 
progression for him: 

“For me, these two topics have always 
been closely related”? he said. “The 
presentation of alternate realties in sci- 
fi and fantasy is akin to the different 
philosophies and world views in the 
worlds religions in cultures... They are 
all creative ways of finding meaning and 
making meaning.” 

“Any literature, or film, or TV series 
that we enjoy deeply very likely has 
some underlying philosophical concepts 
or religious connections that are worth 
exploring," he said when asked about 
what he hoped students would get from 
his presentation. "These ideas were not 
simply made up as part of the crafting 
of the story, but point to deeper human 
values in diverse traditions.” 


Global Climate Change Week: Blue Jays go green

[lz week saw college campuses across the 
orld bustling with a myriad of unique 
activities organized for this year’s annual Global 
Climate Change Week. Coordinators of Global 
Climate Change Week provide all interested 
universities the tools needed to organize events 
intended to raise awareness of climate issues and 
develop student skills of personal enterprise, 
innovation and sustainability. Like many other 
academic institutions across the world, last week 
Elizabethtown College saw great discussions on 
the complexities of climate change, encouraging 
student investment in the issue and inspiring the 
next generation of great thinkers to take up the 
causes of political transformation and activism. 

Global Climate Change Week was first 
held in 2015 by a small collection of faculty 
members at the University of Wollonpong in 
Australia, but its reach has grown exponentially 
in the years since. Public interest on the issue 
of climate change has similarly heightened, 
and the international dialogue directed toward 
combatting its affects has become increasingly 
heated and controversial. Event organizers 
maintain that “there is an urgent need to reduce 
emissions of greenhouse gases much more 
quickly than currently projected. . . catastrophes 
are likely to occur if we do not. [The world 
will face] more extinction of species and a loss 
of ecosystems, an increased vulnerability to 
environmental death and disease;’ in addition 
to a collection of other maladies. There is also 
a newly urgent need to involve students in the 
fight against climate change as experts feel some 
of its affects “can no longer be prevented” and 
will significantly impact global societies and 
relations during youth lifetimes. 

While much of the dialogue places the world 
in a dire state, it is important to understand that 
there are still many opportunities for mankind 
to significantly prevent the effects of climate 


change. As well, each of us individually can still 
find a multitude of ways to lower our carbon 
footprint and get involved in the global fight 


’ against climate change. 


Junior environmental science major 
Hannah Swope and the President of Society for 
Ecology, Education, Diversity and Sustainability 
(SEEDS), says that for many of us, recognizing 
and combatting climate change starts here in 
Etown. 

“It's important to consume locally, not just 
for the Earth. . . but because it helps you relate to 
your environment more," Swope said. 

"Taking a moment to appreciate the things 
around us, like the falling leaves and changing 
seasons, helps us understand that climate 
change impacts every one of us personally," she 
continued. 

Global Climate Change Week provided 
a great opportunity for students, faculty and 
community members to get a discussion on 
climate change started, but students should seek 
continued diverse dialogue on the issue. 

-“Even if you dontt believe in climate change, 
its important to understand others’ opinions 
and experience walking in someone elses shoes. 
If we want to collectively rally against climate 
change, it starts with understanding why the 
people around us are concerned and what they 
can do to help," Swope said. 

For interest extending beyond the provisions 
of extracurricular organizations, there are 
great opportunities here at Etown to integrate 
climate change issues into one’s academic track. 
Associate professor of biology and an expert in 
the field of environmental science Dr, David 
Bowne emphasizes a major need for students 
of every discipline to get involved in climate 
research and action. The environmental science 
major is a great option for students looking to 
devote their degree towards climate initiatives, 
but scientific courses like General Ecology (BIO 
313) and Conservation Biology (BIO 320), as 
well as other interdisciplinary courses like NPS 
Climate Change and the Fate of Civilization (ES 
117) and NPS Living in the Environment (BIO 
103) provide opportunities for students of every 
academic background to engage in climate-

focused dialogue. 

Bowne considers the issue of climate change 
to be one with an interdisciplinary solution, as 
“all of us can relate to the issue of climate change 
on a personal level. 

"It is a global issue that needs to be addressed 
through scientific means, as well as through 
engineering, political, economic and social 
initiatives, he said. For instance, social workers 
may end up responsible for aiding populations 
displaced by increasingly frequent and severe 
natural disasters. “Efforts to mitigate and 
adapt to issues of climate change will be very 
interesting, because every discipline will be

needed to fully understand problems and create — 


solutions," he said. 

For some of us, contributing to the fight 
against climate change starts with being more 
mindful of our personal carbon footprint. 
Even if one doesn't focus academically on 
climate issues, a student can still contribute by 
using e-textbooks to save paper, car-pooling 
with friends or using non-motored forms of 
transportation and buying food and items 
manufactured close to home. After all, Earth is 
a home we all share and each of us has a role to 
play in keeping it healthy for the generations to 
come.

Students organize in response to furloughs, restructuring 


“One of the major reasons I came [to Elizabethtown 
College] was because it’s a Liberal Arts college and I 
enjoy the community regarding that? sophomore 
Makenna Piper said. “I think the cuts are taking it in a 
very wrong direction.” 

Another serious concern brought up was the 
impact the abruptness of the restructuring has on 
students currently enrolled in the cut programs. 
The restructuring goes into full effect following the 
Spring 2020 semester, but there will still be students 
enrolled in the cut programs. There has been a lack 
of clear communication of how the directly impacted 
students will be able to complete their intended majors 
and minors, when the faculty and classes for those 
programs are no longer available, according to senior 
political science and philosophy of ethics major and 
vice president of ESAG Caitlin Olivas. 

“I have my doubts there will be a serious attempt 
to get them to classes they were supposed to have 
for their major, associate’ professor of theatre Dr. 
Michael Swanson. said. “I strongly suspect it’s going 
to be a Frankenstein major, put together from parts. 
Students might be required to take a theater history 
class, and instead perhaps the college will approve 
European, history, or something else that’s only related 
tangentially.” 

One common theme at the event was the importance 
of the affected programs to the college community as a 
whole, with speakers noting the ways the cut programs 
enriched their education and experience at Etown, and 
the important mentors they found in the furloughed 
faculty members. The importance of the humanities 
and interdisciplinary fields for both humanities and 
STEM majors was also emphasized. 

“I learned from a peace and conflict studies course 
more professional skills, conflict resolution skills 
and personal skills than I ever learned in any of my 
occupational therapy classes,’ Senior occupational 
therapy major and president of ESAG Hannah Paymer 
said in her speech. “Being a STEM major at a Liberal 
Arts college is everything I could have wanted from my 
college education” 

“We're more than one percent; Olivas said. “The 
college really tried to advertise this cut as ifit didn't really 
affect that many people, but as our speeches hopefully 
showed, interdisciplinary work is so important, and 


we truly value both STEM and humanities. It’s not a 
competition.” 

In an emailed statement from the President’s Office, 
the administration addressed the worries that the 
College was losing important connections to liberal 
arts and its heritage: “Elizabethtown College has been 
grounded in its founding principles of peace, civil 
discourse and social justice and we will continue to 
provide experiences and opportunities to our students 
that allow them to be exposed to this important part of 
our college's heritage.” 

Board of Trustees chairman Bob Dolan said in an 
email that although he was not aware of the Peace Walk, 
“the Board is committed to listening to all voices, a 
peaceful walk that does not prevent others from being 
heard or conducting their activities is a healthy exercise 
in our community.”

In addition, they 
want Etown to establish a full-time Theater Director 
and a full-time peace-keeping position.

id Eases Oct. 15, Snowden fellow Anne Hosteler 
gave a lecture at the Young Center. The Snowden 
Fellowship is granted by an endowment which pays 
for living expenses. 

It is a research center initially started for 
Anabaptists. 

A person must first apply, and if they are accepted, 
they spend the semester doing research. 

At the very end, the fellow is required to give a 
lecture, which Hosteler was here to do. 

Hosteler had wanted to be a fellow because the 
Snowden Fellowship would aid in her research. 
Additionally, her father, John Hosteler, was the first 
director of the Young Center. 

Hosteler’s lecture focused on her father. 

She started off by giving his background and 
how he had grown up Amish and went~through 
many struggles in his life.

A lot that she knows of his early life comes from 
the letters he had saved. 

J. Hosteler had used writing letters as a form of 
journaling reflection. 

Other than letters, he wrote stories, including his 
most famous, “Amish Society.”

Keenan was fascinated with it all because her 
mother had gone to Elizabethtown College and loved 
the Amish culture, passing it on to her.

Current director of the Young Center, Jeff Bach, 
was particularly interested in this lecture because he 


had met J. Hosteler several times.

He said he hopes students “learned more about the 
real life of the early scholars in Amish, like John, and 
they learned more about his story" from this event. 

Going into the lecture, students like Keenan did 
not know who J. Hosteler was, but had discovered 
him through the presentation. 

A. Hosteler wanted her lecture to inspire students 
and guests to become, “more curious about their past 
and families, such as stories in letters.” 

“There are many ways we make meaning out of 
our lives, including writings to save for the future.” 
she said. 

Her father had kept the letters not only because 
he was a writer, but because it was a reminder of his 
friendships and relationships. 

To A. Hosteler it was amazing he had kept all the 
letters, including embarrassing ones, because it is a 
great way for her to learn more about who her father 
had been, especially when he was younger. 

It really shows her the past of who she came from 
and what J. Hosteler had gone through; furthermore, 
it is a way to remember him because he had passed a 
number of years ago. 

The letters are significant to her because they are 
an answer to the question of the past, and she is able 
to get to know people she has never met.

Students, faculty weigh in: The Marketplace’s brand-new to-go program

Re the Marketplace has introduced 
a to-go program so students will be able 
to stop in and take a meal in a to-go box. 
Previously, all Marketplace food had to be 
consumed within the Marketplace, and no 
one was permitted to take food out. Of course, 
students would occasionally grab dessert or a 
piece of fruit to take along after a meal, but this 
was never technically allowed. Now, students 
ona time-crunch will be able to grab a rounded 
meal for one meal swipe, rather than spending 
Jaybucks or cash for food at the Jay’s Nest. 
Students will need to swipe their IDs, scana QR 
code in the Jays App, show the host the scanned 
QR code and take a to-go box to gather food. 

This program does have specific limitations. 
The meal costs one swipe and cannot be used for 
guests or during special events; it is for students 
only. Students have to bring their own reusable 
container if they wish to take a beverage to- 
go. Additionally, according to the program 
guidelines, “to-go meals are meant as a meal 
replacement, and to be consumed outside of the 
Marketplace.” This program makes no mention 
of students grabbing something for later after 
eating a meal in the dining hall. Perhaps 
students will be able to use a second swipe after 
eating a meal if they need to take something 
for later, but this was not explicitly mentioned. 

Of course, students who live in Independent 
Living Communities such as the apartments 
and Student Directed Learning Communities 
(SDLCs) who have elected to not have a meal 
plan will not be affected by this program. Many 
students prefer to buy and cook their own food 
if they have a kitchen available for many reasons. 
For instance, students with specific dietary 
needs find their options somewhat limited in the 
Marketplace. Vegan and vegetarian students, as 
well as students with food allergies, complain 
there are often few choices during meals. 

Despite its limitations, this program will be 
helpful to many students. As students tend to 
operate on a tight schedule, any time-saving 
program is certainly a benefit. Also, students 
will save money by not spending Jaybucks or 
cash at the Jays Nest. Oftentimes, students run 
out of Jaybucks fairly early in the semester and 
then begin racking up bills by continuing to 
eat the conveniently available food. Having 
healthy food available to-go may also influence 
the diet of students, making it easier to grab 
a meal before class and activities. This may 
incentivize healthier eating habits, such 
as eating breakfast rather than skipping it.

Later on in the film, during a pivotal 
moment, he sports a brightly colored 
suit that pays homage to the traditional 
Joker that everyone knows and loves. 

It is a stark contrast from the 
outfits he is seen wearing earlier 
in the film, and, upon viewing the 
film, one can understand why this 
contrast is important. The makeup is 
also very well done and is probably 
one of the most important parts of 
any Joker film, TV show or book. 
As the film goes on, the makeup 
gets more and more deranged, 
following along with the downfall of 
the man we know as Arthur Fleck. 

Phoenix’s performance as the Joker 
was beautifully done. He portrayed 
such a widely popular character 
with a grace and _ ferociousness 
that would be hard to find in many 
other actors. He had a cold, dead 
look in his eyes throughout that 
made it surprising during the 
rare moments when he _ smiled. 

It is clear just how unhappy Fleck 
is, and he almost evokes pity from 
his viewers until about a quarter 
of the way through the film. He 
becomes so untrustworthy and 
unpredictable that I had no idea 
how exactly the film would end. 

With the combination of 
Gudnadéttir’s music and Phoenix’s 
performance, a tangible feeling 
of unease hung over the audience 
at the theater, leaving many 
moviegoers feeling unsettled. 

While not being a traditional 
horror film, “Joker” was the perfect 
film to release in October. With 
the competition of another spooky 
clown movie released this fall, “It 
Chapter Two,’ it’s amazing how 
well received this film has been.

ct. 26, 2019, Cecilia McCormick, 

J.D., was formally inaugurated as 
Elizabethtown College’s 15th president 
at the Leffler Chapel and Performance 
Center. 

Many people attended the event, 
including Etown faculty, staff and 
students, the Board of Trustees, 
delegates from a variety of universities 
and colleges and family, friends and 
colleagues of McCormick. 

Before her time at Etown, McCormick 
held a variety of positions at Thomas 
Jefferson University (TJU), Johns 
Hopkins University and Widener 
University. She served as the academic 
lead for the merger of TJU and 
Philadelphia University in July 2017. 
She also has extensive legal experience. 

It was not just these credentials 
that made McCormick a “clear choice” 
for Etown’s next president, Board of 
Trustees Chairman Robert Dolan said, 
but her clear commitment to Etown’s 
values. 

In its 120-year history, Etown has

had only 15 presidents to date. “Few 
have stood where [McCormick] stand[s] 
today,’ PA State Representative David 
Hickernall said. He emphasized that it 
was a historic day, especially because 
McCormick is Etown’s first female 
president. According to the American 


Council on Education, only 30 percent 
of college presidents were women as of 
2016. 

McCormick wants her actions and 
decisions, not merely her presence, to be 
a challenge to the status quo. She “arrived 
at Etown in full force” this summer, 


President of Faculty Assembly April 
Kelly-Woessner said. To her, McCormick 
had “unprecedented innovation” 
and started her work immediately, 
disregarding the “honeymoon period” 
that most college presidents experience 
when they first take office. 

The inauguration featured two guest 
speakers: Dean of Erivan K. Haub 
School of Business at Saint Joseph’s 
University Joseph DiAngelo and former 
Chief Human Resource Officer of Johns 
Hopkins University Charlene Hayes. 

“McCormick was one of those special 
students you knew would be successful,” 
DiAngelo said. He explained that what 
makes McCormick a great leader is her 
desire to create and embrace change. 

Hayes, a former colleague of 
McCormick, told a story of how she and 
McCormick bonded over a mutual love 
for dragonflies. Like dragonflies, she 
said, McCormick looks forward to the 
future, has a great sense of humor and 
moves with grace and elegance. Most of 
all, she is “ready to make a difference,” 
Hayes said. 

After she was formally installed 
as president, McCormick gave the 
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L.L. Bean pop-up on campus

ednesday Oct. 23, the L.L. 
Bean Pop-Up Truck stopped 
by Elizabethtown College on its way 
through the L.L. Bean College Tour of 
the east coast.

vehicle came from the Maine 
headquarters with two staff members, 
who are on two-week Bootmobile 
shifts. 

This particular Bootmobile is only 
a few weeks old and is the first pop-up 
boot that has the capability to tow a 
trailer. The trailer doubles as a place 
to hold the inventory and a place for 
indoor shopping. It is accompanied 
by an L.L. Bean truck that carries 
extra inventory. 

When the Bootmobile arrives in an 
area, L.L. Bean actually commissions 
local store employees to come along 
to the colleges and help out. For 
example, three members of the King 
of Prussia staff came to Etown to help 
out with the pop-up sale. 
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Board of Trustees meeting

he October Board of Trustees meeting 

was held Saturday, Oct. 26 at 8:30 a.m. in 
the Susquehanna Room of Myer Residence 
Hall. As always, the meeting opened with 
the Mission Moment, which was presented 
by first-year Eric Schubert. Schubert runs a 
genealogy business that allows people to trace 
their ancestry. In his presentation, Schubert 
began by saying why he picked Elizabethtown 
College to attend, saying that he wanted a 
“robust educational experience” His brother 
also went to Etown, and Schubert said that 
in his college search, he had been looking for 
a school like Etown all along. Now that he is 
a student here, he serves as an intern for the 
Office of the President with President Cecilia 
McCormick. 

After the Mission Moment, the meeting 
quickly moved into Vice President for 
Enrollment Management John Champoli’s 
update to the Board, with clarifications and 
questions from McCormick interspersed 
throughout. 

Champoli began by addressing the 
demographic shift in Pennsylvania’s high 
school graduating classes, citing roughly a 15 
percent decline. Coming from an institution 
in Maine, he said he has seen this shift before, 
and he explained some of his plans to remedy 
this. 

"Firstly, he noted the importance of college 
fairs and recruiters in the recruitment process. 
~ “We simply have not had enough recruiters 
[in the past]? Champoli said. To address 
this, Champoli shared how the Office of 
Admissions now has two new part-time 
recruiters as well as its first alumni recruiter 
to spread the word of Etown at college fairs. 
Additionally, McCormick said both in the day 


prior’s Leadership Council address, which was 
brought up again in the Board meeting, that 
her husband has also been attending college 
fairs to promote Etown. 

Champoli then broke down the “Gen 
Z Student” to the Board, analyzing how to 
market to this demographic. He explained 
that Gen Z students are generally seen to have 
shorter attention spans, though he clarified 
that this is not a bad thing; because of this 
age of technology, Gen Z kids are much more 
used to processing information quickly, so 
any advertising must be “crisp and clear 
in communicating its message. Gen Z kids 
better process short and sweet soundbites that 
succinctly address their concerns than they 
are in digesting large amounts of information 
that might be irrelevant. 

Assuch, Champoli said that their marketing 
must fit this shifting demographic in terms of 
length and timing of correspondence, since 
students understandably do not want to 
be repeatedly messaged by a single college. 
Otherwise, they will unsubscribe from any 
email lists and scratch a college off their list. 

Because of a new policy that allows 
students to still be targeted by colleges after an 
enrollment deposit by the May 1 registration 
date, Champoli said that their strategies must 
adapt to this. When asked later if this change 
makes him anxious, Champoli responded that 
it is his job “to make others anxious” in the 
poaching process. 

Most notably, however, is the change in 
timeline that Champoli spoke of. Previously, 
the College targeted high school students 
in the May or summer months before their 
senior year. However, Champoli said Etown is 
making a shift to start the recruitment cycle in 
January instead. 

Champoli also said how Etown is 
realigning the way its faculty will be involved

Twenty-one years later, it 
has become so_ ubiquitous 
that “Googling” is often 
used to refer to looking up 
information online, regardless 
of the search engine used.

Oct. 25, 2019, the company 
announced that it will begin 


using its new artificial 
intelligence system known 
as Bidirectional Encoder 
Representations from 


Transformers (BERT) to more 
accurately interpret searches. 

According to Google, 
BERT relies on transformers 
(models which _ process 
words in the context of the 
other words in*a sentence) 
rather than processing each 
individual word in order. As 
explained by Vice President of 
Google Search Pandu Nayak, 
“BERT models can therefore 
consider the full context 
of a word by looking at the 
words that come before and 
after it, particularly useful 
for understanding the intent 
behind search queries.” 

To demonstrate just how

much BERT improves Google 
Search’s ability to return 
relevant results for users’ 
queries, Nayak provided 
several example searches. 

The first example search 
was “2019 brazil traveler to 
usa need a visa.” A pre-BERT 
search returned a Washington 
Post article entitled “US. 


citizens can travel to Brazil. 
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without the red tape of a visa" 
as a top result. In this case, 
the algorithm perceived the 
word “to” as _ insignificant, 
even though it is vital to 
understanding that the search 
is seeking information on 
Brazilians traveling to the U.S., 
not simply that which relates 
to Brazilian and U.S. travelers 
and visas. When the same 
search is processed with BERT, 
the Al’s greater understanding 
of context means that the top 
result is a page from the U.S. 
Embassy in Brazil providing 
important information for 
Brazilians traveling to the 
United States. Specifically, it 
states that tourists to the U.S. 
require valid B-2 visas. 

A second example search, 
“do estheticians stand a lot at 
work,’ further showed how 
significant BERT’s abilities can 


be in correctly understanding ~ 
subtle 


contextual. details 
that affect the meaning of 
sentences, am 

Without BERT, the top 
result was an article comparing 
the work environments of 


medical and spa estheticians — 


which contained a sentence 
about stand-alone esthetician 
schools. Although it was 
not relevant to the search 
question, it contained the 
terms “estheticians? “stand” 
and “werk” from the search. 
BERT, by contrast, returned 
a top result relating to the 
physical demands of the job, 
as the search intended. 

BERT will initially be 
utilized for English language 
searches by users from the 
US., but Google plans - to 
introduce it to other languages 
and locations in the future. 





Impeachment inquiry of President Donald Trump: implications 





This two-part series will focus on the recent 
impeachment inquiry into President Donald 
Trump.

s President Donald Trump's impeachment 

inquiry moves further along, what exactly 
does the process look like, and what are the 
implications of the proceedings so far? 

According to professor of political science 
at Elizabethtown College Fletcher McClellan, 
the impeachment process starts in the House 
of Representatives per the U.S Constitution. 
A majority of the House must vote to 
impeach a president, then vote on formal 
charges with which to charge him. McClellan 
said the word “impeach” means to charge 
someone with a crime, and in the case of a 
presidential impeachment, it means that the 
president “committed treason, high crime or 
misdemeanors.” 

During the investigation phase of the 
impeachment process, three House committees 
come together, and the House judiciary 
committee puts together the articles of 
impeachment. 

Once a president is formally charged, there 
is a trial in the US. Senate, over which the 





Chief Justice presides. The main question each 
senator must ask themselves is, “Should the 
president be removed on one or more charges?” 
If two-thirds of the senators vote in favor of 
impeachment, the president is removed from 
office. 

Though two other presidents have been 
impeached and their trials have moved to 
the Senate, neither was removed from office. 
Former President Andrew Johnson was put 
under impeachment investigation Feb. 24, 1868 
on the grounds of violating the Tenure of Office 
Act, which the Supreme Court would later rule 
unconstitutional. Johnson was acquitted May 
26, 1868, falling one vote short of two-thirds in 
favor of removal. 

The next president to come under 
impeachment inquiry was Former President 
Bill Clinton, who was put under investigation 
Dec. 19, 1998 on the grounds of perjury and 
obstruction of justice. Clinton was acquitted 
Feb. 12, 1999, where the vote on perjury was 
evenly split and the vote on obstruction of 
justice was decidedly against removal. 

A third case was former President Richard 
Nixon, whose impeachment investigations 


began July 30, 1974. However, he resigned from 
office Aug. 8, 1974, terminating the proceedings 
before the House finished voting on the articles 
of impeachment. 

To date, the House has impeached 19 federal 
officers. Fifteen were federal judges, two were 
presidents, one was a Cabinet secretary and 
one was a USS. Senator. Of these 19, two cases 
did not come to trial, seven were acquitted and 
eight were convicted and removed from office. 
All of the eight convicted were judges. 

So far in the Trump inquiry, everything the 
public knows is second-hand information from 
reports. 

“Its hard to say right now, but there appears 
to be more than enough evidence to charge 
Trump with abuse of power,’ McClellan said. 
“There is more and more evidence with each 
passing day that Trump was using foreign 
governments to further his election” 

McClellan referred to the claims that Russia 
interfered in the 2016 election that put Trump 
into office and recently, Trumps asking of 
Ukzaine to investigate Democratic presidential 
candidate Joe Biden and his son, Hunter Biden. 

McClellan also said Trump could be charged 
with another article, contempt of Congress, for 
refusing to cooperate with Congress during this 
investigation period. Another point raised was 
whether or not Trump is personally profiting 
from his power as president, especially after 
considering Trump has put up foreign officials 
and the like on his business properties. For 
example, he recently abandoned plans to host 
the 46th annual G7 summit in 2020 at his Doral 
resort in Florida after bipartisan criticism, 
according to BBC. The G7 summit is a meeting 
of the world’s seven largest so-called advanced 


economies made up of Canada, France, 
Germany, Italy, Japan, the United Kingdom and 
the US. 

Politically, given party lines and national 
response, most people are in favor of the inquiry, 
and a majority want Trump to be impeached 
and removed from office, McClellan said. 

Ifimpeached, Trump will go to trial and have 
his personal lawyers represent him in Senate. 
The House will present their evidence and the 
senators will vote on conviction and removal, 
McClellan said. The business of the government 
would not stop and legislation could be passed 
even while Trump is under trial. 

Another big question many have is, “How 
will Trump react to all of this?” 

“The pressure seems to be getting to him? 
McClellan said. “People are worried about 
Trump’ state of mind” 

McClellan predicted that if Trump is 
removed from office, there would be a lot of 
bitter people.In order for Trump to be removed, 
people have to get to the point that beyond 
reasonable doubt, Trump is a danger to our 
country. 

He also said that it would take a lot of 
evidence, more than what the House has 
already, for the Senate to remove Trump from 
office. There also needs to be more movement 
both in public opinion and among Republicans 
for conviction to happen. 

“If the Democrats are really serious about 
this, which they are, they'll have to make their 
efforts public” McClellan said. 

For public opinion to move, the people need 
to see very clearly what Trump has done wrong. 

“You can't just rely on media reports,’ 
McClellan said.

The L.L. Bean Boots are the 
foundational product for the company. 
They were invented by Leon Leonwood 
Bean himself 107 years ago and they 
helped to make the company what it is 
today. 

“He was hunting in the woods of 
Maine one day and he stepped in a 
puddle. His feet got wet and he decided 
to create a better boot,” Brooks said. 

He did this by making the upper 


part of the boot leather and the lower 
part and bottom rubber, the technique 
still seen today. 

Brooks says that students in 
particular are huge fans of the Bean 
Boots. Even if they already have a 
pair, she says they will still come up 
to the Bootmobile to see what they 
have to offer. L.L. Bean offers a variety 
of different Bean Boots, as some are 
insulated, while others are different 
colors. 

The Bootmobile has a special section 
where students can pick whatever 


color laces they would like for a small 
upcharge. 

The Bootmobile really makes its 
way around, hitting schools such as 
University of Massachusetts Amherst, 
University of Pittsburgh, Temple 
University, Old Dominion and the next 
stop after Etown: Dickinson College. 

Brooks says that the company 
started with the bigger schools to see 
how students would like the idea of a 
pop-up shop, and when that went very 
well for them, they began to expand to 
smaller schools like Etown.

Excitement for McCormick was 
most apparent after the inauguration 
concluded. A long line of people formed 
outside of Leffler Chapel waiting to 
talk with McCormick, and she took 
the time to meet them before going to 
the reception.

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Leadership Council discusses senior staff, changes to campus

| Fis Oct. 25 in the M&M Mars Room 
in the Leffler Chapel and Performance 
Center, Elizabethtown College President 
Cecilia McCormick presented to the 
Leadership Council, several Board of 
Trustee members, faculty and staff. Her 
presentation, the Presidential Update, 
covered topics such as new and returning 


members of the senior staff, her first 100 
days in office, achievements from faculty 
and students, recent changes to campus 
and new initiatives for the future. This 
presentation was just one part of Friday’s 
schedule for the Leadership Council and the 
Board of Trustees, which would ultimately 
lead into Saturday, Oct. 26’s general Board 
of Trustees meeting. 

In the Presidential Update, McCormick 
introduced Vice President for Finance and 
Strategy Jerry Silberman, Vice President for 
Enrollment Management John Champoli 
and Assistant to the President and Executive 


Director of Board Relations and Business 
Development Ryan Riley to the attendees. 
She gave details into their backgrounds 
before coming to Etown, since all three 
started recently in August 2019. 

Shortly after, McCormick spoke about 
Etown’s commitment to its community 
and the idea of “customer service” at the 
College. 

“How do we bring the ‘blue carpet’ to 
Etown?” McCormick said. She spoke about 
how, during her first 100 days, she noticed 
that there is a new sense of innovation 
that has been ignited on campus from 


her collaborations with faculty, staff and 
students. 

During the presentation, McCormick 
shared information about Etown’s recent 
placing on the Forbes America’s Top 
Colleges 2019 list, ranking 394 out of 650. 
Only 15 percent of all degree-granting 
postsecondary institutions were included 
in the list, so this goes to show how Etown 
is ranking against other colleges in the 
country. 
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Board of Trustees meet to discuss importance 


in the recruitment process. Faculty-prospective 
student interactions is where Etown excels in 
appealing to high school students, so faculty 
have been heavily involved in the recruitment 
process; however, they were often bombarded 
with recruitment work as some of the first 
outreach Etown has with prospective students. 

“You want to have enrollment, finance and 
academics on the same page; Champoli said. 
This influenced the need to reorganize faculty 
involvement in the admissions process. 

“The key to admissions is waking up every 
day and tweaking,’ Champoli said. The process 
must constantly undergo improvements. 

Trustee questions following this presentation 
concerned athletics and how the College is 
trying to appeal to athletes. McCormick said 
that the College has probably over-enrolled 
in athletics in 2018, and Vice President for 
Student Life Dr. Celestino Limas reported how 
a lack of field space makes it difficult for there to 
be many club sports and intramural programs, 
since fields are being used from 6 a.m. to 11:20 


p.m. each day. 


McCormick soon followed Champoli with 
an “Innovation and Effectiveness” presentation, - 


sharing some new ideas for programs and 
revenue building. In the question and answer 
session after her presentation, a trustee asked 
about the efficiency of the faculty on-campus 
and if it is being tracked. 

“Our faculty is incredible at being busy all 
the time?’ McCormick said. 

Senior Vice President for Academic Affairs 
and Dean of Faculty Dr. Betty Rider also 
contributed to answering this question, saying 
how highly engaged and hardworking the 
faculty is. She also attributed the high retention 
and graduation rates at Etown to “the great 
credit” of the faculty. 

“They're in it? McCormick said about 
faculty engagement. She said that the faculty 
has worked hard to submit proposals for the 
improvement of the College this year. 

After this, the meeting took a brief break 
before moving into executive session.

“Sometimes rehearsal can be really 
hard to go to," Gibson said.

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Archiving the LGBTQ¢+ histories, stories of Central PA 
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Elizabethtown featured the traveling exhibit, "The 
Long Road to LGBTQ+ Equality in Central PA."

n coordination with the traveling exhibit, “The Long 
Road to Equality in Central PA,” the High Library had the 
opportunity to host the Chair of the LGBT Center of Central 
PAs History Project Barry Loveland. This project endeavors 





to document the history of LGBTQ+ individuals within the 
region of Central Pennsylvania. 

This is done primarily through the gathering of archival 
documents and the collection of oral interviews. 

In doing this, the organization has partnered with 
Dickinson College as a means of archival collection. 

Loveland shared some of the project's findings in 
a presentation entitled, "The Beginning of an LGBTQ 
Community in Central PA” 

The talk that Loveland gave was based off of the first 
chapter of a book he had recently published on the work of 
the LGBT Center of Central PA, "Out in Central PA: The 
History of an LGBTQ Community.” 

The subject of this first chapter was community and the 
process of self-discovery among LGBTQ+ individuals during 
times when there were not easily accessible routes through 
which to learn about LGBTQ+ identities and experiences. 
Loveland noted in particular how the advent of the Internet 
has been so drastically transformative for many LGBTQ+ 
people. 

With conservatism and fundamentalist Christian religion 
having such a strong presence in the cultural atmosphere of 
the Central PA region, LGBTQ+ people in the area were not 
able to overtly communicate their identities to one another. 

Socialization happened quietly and safe venues were 
recommended covertly among friends. 

For the majority of the 20th century in the United States, 
LGBTQ+ socialization happened in gay or mixed bars. This 
was true in metropolitan areas, but it was also true in the 
rural parts of the country. 

There were many of bars available to LGBTQ+ 
populations, though most tended to fall prey to the same fate. 
The establishments would either close of their own accord, 
or more commonly, be forced to close following a police raid. 

Gay bars were one of the only known safe places for 
LGBTQ+ socialization, but even they were far from being 
truly safe. 

Of the LGBTQ+ bars that have popped up in Central PA 
throughout the 20th century, the only ones that are currently 
operational are The Tally Ho and the Sundown Lounge in 
Lancaster. The Tally Ho is a gay bar that opened in 1968 and 
the Sundown Lounge is a lesbian bar that opened in 1976. 

In addition to bars, communication between LGBTQ+ 
people occurred through print media and help lines. 


One example of this was the Gay and Lesbian 
“Switchboard” that existed in Harrisburg before its main 
office burned down in the late 1960s. The “Switchboard” 
functioned as a means to facilitate communication, offer 
advice and provide information about LGBTQ+ friendly 
businesses. It was a valuable resource for an underrepresented 
community in Harrisburg. 

One notable member of this community, highlighted by 
Loveland, was Richard Schlegal. Schlegal was a Pennsylvanian 
man who was fired from government jobs on both the state 
and federal level due to his homosexuality. 

Schlegal was also responsible for starting a Central PA 
branch of the Philadelphia Janus Society, which advocated for 
LGBTQ¢ rights in PA. His involvement in the Janus Society 
and his willingness to bring its efforts back to Harrisburg 
marks Schlegal as Central PA’s first gay activist. 

It is easy to view LGBTQ¢+ history as a story of outspoken 
activism in urban areas, but LGBTQ+ people exist 
everywhere. 

“LGBT history gets created everywhere, so it's important 
to document the history of our community throughout the 
country— in big areas and small areas," Loveland said. 

The presentation concluded with video testimonies 
of older LGBTQ+ individuals in the community, whose 
reflections on their own homosexuality tended to touch on 
a similar theme. 

This recurrent notion was that they had little knowledge 
of their own identities, and thus came to the conclusion that 
their feelings were either wrong or irrelevant. 

“T think it's incredibly important to teach LGBT + history. 
Especially in rural areas like central PA, LGBT+ youth often 
feel isolated and alone,’ senior Gray Kraus said in an email 
interview. “But, as the High Library event illustrated, that's 
simply not true. LGBT+ people exist everywhere; it's just a 
matter of finding your community.” 

It is not always overt homophobia and transphobia 
that can isolate LGBTQ+ populations. It can be a lack of 
understanding of who they are, a lack of knowledge of how 
to explain who they are, and a lack of community to fall back 
on. 

Through the teaching of LGBTQ¢+ histories in rural areas, 
it makes it easier for contemporary LGBTQ+ populations to 
find their place in a region that may not seem at first like it 
has much to offer them. 





Domestic Violence Awareness Month: resources, safety

ctober is Domestic Violence Awareness Month. 

Domestic violence, also called Intimate Partner 
Violence or relationship abuse, is a “willful intimidation, 
physical assault, battery, sexual assault and/or other 
‘abusive behavior as part of a systematic pattern of 
power and control perpetrated by one intimate partner 
against another” and includes physical violence, sexual 
violence, threats and psychological/emotional abuse, 
according to the National Coalition Against Domestic 
Violence (NCADV). 

In the United States, one in four women and one 
in nine men experience domestic violence, with more 
than 10 million victims annually, according to NCADV. 
Within Pennsylvania, 37.7 percent of women and 27.5 
percent of men have experienced domestic physical 
violence, domestic sexual violence She domestic 
stalking in their lifetimes. 

Elizabethtown College has resources for people who 
may be experiencing domestic violence, which are found 
across a number of different offices. The Department of 
Diversity, Inclusion and Title IX, Counseling Services, 
Campus Security, Health Services and the Office of 
the Chaplain and Religious Life are all involved in 
supporting students who may be in abusive or unhealthy 
relationships. 

“We all work in concert with this,’ Director of 
Diversity, Inclusion and Title IX Dr. Armenta Hinton 
said. 

Healthy relationships are based on mutual trust, 
respect, honesty, communication and equality, while 
unhealthy relationships can make you feel unsafe. 

_ There are a lot of red. fla ags that may signal that a 
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relationship is abusive. Many abusive behaviors seek to 
control the victim and make them feel more alone. In 
addition to physical violence, abusive behaviors include 
humiliating and making fun of their partner in public; 
telling their partner what to wear, what to do and who 
to hang out with; threatening to harm themselves, their 
partner or others if the partner breaks up with them; 
insisting that their partner constantly check-in and 
forcing their partner to spend all of their time with them. 

Some signs that a person is being abused include 
no longer participating in activities they used to 
enjoy, worrying about making their partner angry and 
becoming withdrawn and isolated. Victims may also 
lose or gain weight, begin to use drugs and/or alcohol 
and start changing the way they dress. Symptoms of 
depression are also common in people who are suffering 
from abuse. 

If you are in an abusive relationship, reaching out to 
a trusted adult or friend can be helpful. Some things you 
can do when you need help are spending more time in 
groups and in public and avoiding your partner while 
you develop a safety plan. If you feel unsafe, you should 
call 911. The infographic on page 7 has additional online 
and off-campus resources. 

There are things bystanders can do to help those who 
are experiencing domestic violence. Campus Security 
offers Bystander Intervention courses for free, which 
teach people how to recognize developing situations, 
how to be a good bystander and how to get involved. 
Some of the main strategies they go over in the course 
include direct intervention, delegation and distraction 
techniques that can be used in a variety of different 
situations. 

For people that may be concerned that a loved one 
is in an unhealthy or abusive relationship, directing 
the person to resources and being part of their support 
network is important. 


oes eee One.thing thatcan be helpful and. challenging for » 
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friends and family is seeing the abuse, but the person 
in the relationship isn’t ready to leave yet; Director 
of Counseling and Health Needs Brian Lynch said. 
“They may say things like, ‘Oh, the person is nice to 
me sometimes. They can be there as part of the support 
network and can help them move ‘towards positive 
action, but it might not move as quickly as they would 
like” 

Friends and family members should recognize that 
it can be difficult for people who are being abused to 
realize they're being abused. They may believe it's 
normal, that they’re imagining it or, in the case of verbal 
or emotional abuse, that it doesn’t count as abuse. In 
addition, feelings of shame, fear and embarrassment can 
discourage victims from coming forward and seeking 
help. 

If someone comes forward to you about experiencing 
domestic violence, the important thing is to believe 
them, offer them support and to reinforce that the abuse 
is not their fault and not normal. Don’t judge them, 
but empower them to make their own decisions. Being 
someone they know they can trust and come to can be 
a lot of help. 

However, if you are concerned for the person's ey 
or believe they are in danger, you should call Campus 
Security or 911. If things become physically violent, 
Campus Security are often the first responders. 

“Our first and foremost concern is the health and 


safety of that particular student,” Assistant Director of 


Campus Security Dale Boyer said. “We separate the two 
students, get a statement from both students and we 
don’t assume anything. If there is time, we get additional 
information from other third parties, suchas roommates, 
before reporting to Dr. Hinton and counselors” 

From there, additional steps may be taken, depending 
on the situation. The student can decide whether or not

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Unpacking white supremacy, classism, religion in the U.S.

Wee Oct. 23 at the Elizabethtown Church 
of the Brethren, Elizabethtown College held 
its annual Peace Fellow Lecture on the connection 
between racism, Christianity and white supremacy. 
Dr. Drew Hart was the guest speaker. Dr. Hart is a 
writer, speaker and professor of theology at Messiah 
College. He has 10 years of pastoral experience and 
lives in Harrisburg with his wife and three children. 

“I really enjoyed Dr. Hart’s lecture. He talked 
about a lot of things that I never thought about 
before, such as the great racial inequalities in the 
education system and the history behind all these 
actions,” junior Maddie Bender said. 

Hart began his lecture by explaining that white 
supremacy and Christianity are entangled. He told 
two stories to demonstrate this idea. First, he talked 
about how one day he was listening to a lecture in 
his college chapel about how to be a follower of 
Jesus. However, the speaker's ideas were a little more 
radical and critiqued nationalism. Hart explained 
how while he was thinking about these ideas, many 
white students were getting up to leave. His second 
story was similar. In this case, the speaker at the 
chapel was talking about how God sticks up for 
marginalized people. The speaker then connected 
these ideas to oppression happening today and white 
supremacy. Again, the white students walked out of 
the chapel. 

“I thought it was ironic how the students were 
willing to attend the lecture, but couldn't sit through 
it,” Hart said. 

“I appreciated Dr. Hart’s willingness to discuss 
these hard topics and share his personal experiences,” 
Bender said. 

Hart then tied the ideology of white supremacy 
and Christianity to racism. 

“Racism is a theological problem, not just 
psychological,” Hart said. He talked about how 
people tend to try to solve large problems with simple 
answers. Hart emphasized that to fight racism, we

need to do more than just talk to people. 

“We need to think about the systems and structures 
when dealing with racism. Some institutions were 
built for white people and not black people,” Hart 
said. 

He also pointed out that people have different 
definitions of racism. One definition is that racism is 
a personal judgment about another person. However, 
Hart believes this is a thin definition because it 
doesn’t accomplish much. Instead, Hart believes 
racism should be looked at from a broader angle in 
terms of “structures, systems, hierarchies, policies 
and history.” 





“This definition is a thicker definition and 
explains what is happening today,’ Hart said. Despite 
the inconsistency among definitions he believes, it is 
important that everyone has the same definition in 
order to try to solve the problem of racism. 

To further emphasize the challenge of racism, 
Hart gave the example of the Clark doll experiment 
done in the 1940s. In this experiment, children were 
shown two dolls, one black and one white. They were 
then asked questions, such as, “Which doll is the 
good one?” Many of the white children associated 
more positive traits with the white doll and more 
negative traits with the black doll. 

“These results were not shocking,’ Hart said. 
Instead, Hart explained how the shock was in the fact 
that even black children associated these negative 
traits to the dolls that looked like them. 

“It shows that the racial hierarchy is embedded 
within society,” Hart said. He went on to give more 
examples of how racism is embedded into our society. 

“We need to take responsibility of the part we 
play,’ Hart said. To do this it is important to work 
within the system to change the structure. “We need 
to participate in the movements, and it is our choice 
whether to be active or passive,’ Hart said. Bender 
was inspired by this message. 

“The lecture opened my eyes to all the injustice 
we still have in our world today and he motivated me 
to get involved directly myself instead of counting on 
the higher powers to make the changes,” Bender said. 

Hart concluded the lecture with a story about 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. and the protests in 
Birmingham. He talked about how when the funds 
were running low, the protesters debated sending 
King out or having him go to church to be a part 
of the upcoming Passover. While the protesters were 
debating, King went into another room and changed 
into blue jeans. This sent the message that he was 
going to go out and fight for injustice. 

“We have to get to work,” Hart said. 

The lecture concluded with a question and answer 
segment. The questions that were asked centered 
around topics of faith organizations and their impact, 
white privilege and restoration and reformation. 

“The lecture was a riveting and scholarly 
experience,’ junior Andrea Guscott said.

McCormick also addressed the 
realignment that the College recently 
experienced, which cut numerous 
programs, including the peace and 
conflict studies minor. Among the 
Etown community, these cuts called into 
question the institution’s commitment to 
its core values as a Brethren college and its 
motto “Educate for Service.” 

“What we wanted you to know is that 
there was a time when we didn’t have 
that [peace and conflict studies] minor” 
McCormick said. Later, she added, 
“[Peace at Etown] is very much alive.” She 
also expressed a commitment to keeping 
the values and ideals of this institution 
alive. 

McCormick reported the usage 
statistics of the new Bowers Center for 
Sports, Fitness and Well-being, which 
saw that only 42 percent of faculty and 
staff have used the facilities there so far, 
and McCormick herself admitted to not 
having enough time yet to use it. However, 
she said she hoped to amend this through 
having circuit training, which would 
eliminate the daunting factor of having to 
grow accustomed to the new machinery 
and equipment the Bowers Center has 
to offer. This solution spawned from a 
discussion that McCormick held with 
members of staff and faculty in one of her 
IDEA Lab sessions, demonstrating how

holds can lead to certain problems being 
addressed. 

At the end of her update, McCormick 
opened the floor for questions. The first 
one she received asked what her “most 
pleasant surprise” was during her first 100 
days on campus, to which McCormick’s 
first response was the Mineral Gallery 
found in the Masters Center for Science, 
Mathematics and Engineering. She joked 
that she had been working on a way 
to move the amethyst collection to the 
President's House on College Avenue. 

McCormick then answered the 
question again to provide a more serious 
answer.

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Students, faculty weigh in: Opinions on the addition of Starfish to Etowns applications

| Begs ie College is no stranger 
to technology these days. From smart 
classrooms with interactive boards to fully 
computer-operated light and projector systems, 
Etown has been adding to its collection 
of engaging technological advancements 
that make the classroom more interesting. 
The introduction of online interfaces, such 
as websites and applications for students 
and teachers to use has been a large step in 
advancing student success. Jayweb keeps 
students up to date on academic progress, 
housing and billing, while Canvas allows 
teachers and students to have discussions 
through message boards in real time or stay 
on top of changes in grades and opportunities. 

The newest addition to Etown’s online 
world is Starfish, a system which was put 
into place in fall 2017. Starfish is an online 
system that provides academic resources for 
students, including an early-warning system 
and links to helpful organizations around 
campus. Those who were first-year students 
in 2017 might remember former President 
Carl Strikwerda asking them to write letters 
of introduction to their professors on Starfish. 

Many students are aware of the early- 
warning “flags,” which professors may send 
in the first five weeks of class to check on 
students with lower grades. After receiving 
a flag, the student and professor might start 
a discussion about getting a tutor, extra 
exam time or other resources through the 
Learning Zone. In addition, Starfish has a 
“kudos” system, which allows professors 
to comment on students’ good work or 
improvement in a course. There's also the “Raise 
a Hand” function, which allows students 


to find a tutor, pay a bill, deal with housing 
problems or seek counseling. Essentially, the 
directs them to the correct organization.

system helps assess students’ problems and 

Since being implemented in 2017, there 
has been steady activity on the app. The 
number of early warnings and kudos sent by 
professors has increased over the course of five 
semesters, and the percentage of courses which 
use Starfish has remained steadily between 59 
and 65 percent. Recently, a question has been 
raised on the benefits of Starfish and whether 
or not it is worth the initial cost needed to 
implement the system. This question rests 
on a few factors: students’ knowledge of the 
services Starfish offers, professors’ use of the 


system and how much time it takes to see a 
noticeable change after planting a new seed.

lhe Center of Student Success was a part of the 

initial implementation in 2017. Starfish’s license 
was purchased for the school to use and customized 
to be Etown specific. Interim Assistant Director of 
Community Living Michelle Henry talked about why 
Starfish was picked from among a number of interfaces. 

“The Enrollment Management Committee demoed 
a few software with the Etown community, and Starfish 
was the winner because it was higher-functioning 
and fit well with the school’s needs” Henry said. 

Most of the traffic on Starfish is faculty-student 
interactions, including early warnings and letters of 
introduction to First-Year Seminar (FYS) professors. 

“Starfish loops in the advisor and student services 
when early warnings are sent out so that students can 
easily get a tutor or accomodations as needed?” Henry 
said. So why use Starfish over existing programs like 
Jayweb or Canvas? “Jayweb was used for academic 
checks early on, but it only catered to 100 and 200 
level courses and missed the upper-level students. 
Also, the ‘kudos’ system was really what we needed 
because the positive reinforcement was a great 
motivating factor for struggling students,’ Henry said. 

Instructional Technologist Dr. Linda Macaulay 
explained how Starfish was best-fit to the College's 
needs. “It streamlines the academic process by 
getting everybody on board at the same time and it 
is a platform for celebrating success; Macaulay said. 

For younger students, Starfish is more efficient in 
reaching out to them. “It's very much Gen Z considerate, 
and the software doesn’t have the same limitations 
as Jayweb;’ Macaulay said. In hindsight, it can be 
difficult for those who have not used the system to see 
its value. As a technologist living in the 21st century, 
Macaulay knows that regardless of initial response, 
tech is key in a modern institution. “Students expect 
connections through technologies? Macaulay said. 

Both Henry and Macaulay hope to see 
Starfish continue as a platform in Etown’s future. 
“I personally like the technology; anything that 
provides other opportunities to connect is good 
for the students and professors? Henry said. 

“It takes three to five years to enact a 
change, and were just reaching that point 
now, Macaulay said. “Who knows where the 
technology will be in the next couple of years?” 





Question 4: Do you think Starfish has 
been a useful and necessary addition for 
Etown students? Why or why not? 


“Not really. I used it for the letter first-years 
had to write to FYS advisors, and that was 
the only time I’ve used it. Since it’s now about 
halfway through the semester, Starfish doesn’t 
seem that necessary or useful.” 


“I believe the main use I’ve found for Starfish 
is scheduling meetings with professors, but 
that can also be achieved through email. I’m 
not sure if Starfish is necessary for the college, 
but I've not been working with it for long 
enough to discover other features that it may 
contain.” 


“No, it could be but people simply aren't 
interested. I think that students and faculty 
at Etown find it more valuable to give and 

receive compliments in-person. As such, 

Starfish serves no purpose beyond adding 
more responsibilities for faculty.” 


“Absolutely not. Student Senate has brought 
this up to the administration on multiple 
occasions.”

Senior Sara Lingo secured three 
individual first place finishes in the 
200 meter individual medley, the 
100 meter backstroke and the 500 
freestyle. 

First-year Brooke Langowski also 
took three first place finishes in the 
50 meter freestyle. She teamed up 
with first-year Abigail Mehring, 
first-year Zoe Bender along with 
sophomore Marin Adams in the 
200 meter medley relay, as well as 
senior Sadie Hawkins, Mehring and 
sophomore Robin Hill in the 200 
meter free relay. 

Hawkins (200 meter freestyle) 
and Hill (100 meter freestyle) 
achieved the final two first place 
finishes for Etown. Earning second 
place for the Blue Jays was Hill in the 
1,000 meter freestyle, and Mehring 
in the 50 meter freestyle and Bender 
in the 100 meter breaststroke. 

Both the women’s and men’s swim 
teams are on the road for their next 
two meets, starting Nov. 2 at 1 p.m.

Women’s volleyball ends regular season successfully with two wins

Wane Oct. 26 the Elizabethtown College women’s 
volleyball team played a Landmark Conference game 
against Juniata College. The Blue Jays took at 3-0 loss which 


. put them at 2-2 in the Conference. 


In the first set, the Blue Jays led 3-2 after two kills by 
senior Elle Shatto and sophomore Shelly Yohe. Juniata took 
over getting a 9-0 straight point run taking an 11-3 lead and 
winning the set 25-11. 

The second set ran similarly to the first, with the Blue 
Jays having an early lead before being overtaken by Juniata 
for their second set win. In the third set, the match was 
close, with the Blue Jays leading 15-12 with an ace made by 
sophomore Rileigh Hudock, but yet again, Juniata could not 
be stopped and they took the last set with a win. 

Saturday, Oct. 26, the Blue Jays played again, this time at 
home against Hood College and Christendom College. The 
team took a 3-0 win against its opponents in both teams. 
As these were their last regular season games, the team also 
celebrated their lone senior, Elle Shatto. 

In the game against Hood, the Blue Jays started off with 
a strong 5-4 win that led to a eight point run for the team, 
extending the lead. The first set ended with an ace by first- 
year Courtney Westman, giving them a 25-13 win and 
putting them up 1-0. 

The second set was led by Hood. The lead was bounced 
back and forth for a while before the Blue Jays were able to 
make their move to push themselves into the lead, giving 


them the ability to reach the 25-point win for the set, putting 


them at 2-0. 

The third set was the strongest for Etown with a start of 
6-2. The team played strong and the last four-point run to 
win the set started with a kill by Shatto, assisted by Hudock. 
The next point was a kill by first-year Gillian Conner, also

First-year Sarah 
Hanks led with 18 assists and Hudock made eight. Shatto 


is now only four kills away from tying for seventh all-time 
in program history for Etown with 1,064.

Men’s soccer tie in game against Goucher, women’s team takes win

Wie Oct. 23, the Elizabethtown College men’s soccer 
team played at home against Moravian College in their 
fifth Landmark Conference game. Although it was a cold night, 
the Blue Jays played energetically. 

Etown senior Connor Rathsam scored the first goal of the 
game in the 14th minute followed shortly after by a goal from 
sophomore Garrett Winchilla in the 24th minute. Seconds 
before halftime, the Blue Jays were rewarded a penalty kick inside 
Moravian’s 18, which resulted in a third goal put away by senior 
JD Haaf. 

With a score of 3-0 at halftime, the game was looking 
promising for the Blue Jays. 

Moravian scored their first goal of the game 15 minutes into the 
second half, but Etown kept their three goal lead when Winchilla 
put away his second goal of the game. 

Minutes later Moravian scored once more, but just before the 
end of the game, Haaf was able to score again when assisted by 
first-year Tate Mohney. 

With a score of 5-2, the Blue Jays advanced to 4-1 in Landmark 
Conference play. 

Later in the week Saturday, Oct. 26, the men’s and women’s 
teams both traveled to Towson, Maryland for games against 
Goucher College. 

Goucher proved to be a tough opponent and scored the first 
goal of the game. In the 20th minute, Haaf managed to tie the game 
at 1-1. In the 30th minute, Winchilla was assisted by first-year 
Mehluko Letsoalo and put the Blue Jays into the lead for halftime. 

The Blue Jays held their lead for over 40 minutes until Goucher 
scored once more and tied the game at 2-2. After two overtime 
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The soccer teams went away to Goucher College where the men’s team made a 2-2 tie and the women’s team took _ 
the win. Both team’s look forward to going to the Landmark Conference Semifinals and possibly Championship. 


periods and no goals from either team, the game ended in a tie. 

“I think [Goucher] scouted us really well. They had a plan on 
how to stop our normal play style and routine. They were able 
to shut us down in a sense and force us to play a different way,’ 
Winchilla said in an interview after the game. 

The tie brings the men to 10-4-2 overall for the season. 

After a tough tie in the men’s game, the women were excited 
for their chance against Goucher. 

“Going in ... we knew it was going to be a tough game. We 
knew the importance of winning that game, so we knew we had 
to show up ready to play,’ senior Lydia Lawson wrote in an email 
interview after the game. 


Lawson scored two of Etown’s three goals against Goucher, 
which put her in first place in the conference for career points 
with 128. These two goals also put her to a season best of 18 goals. 

“Going into the game, I had no idea I was close.to breaking 
the record. That's not really something I pay attention to. I was 
just focused on going to Goucher and getting the win. My team 
was really excited for me, but I think we were all more excited 
to get three points at Goucher and secure our spot in playoffs,” 
Lawson wrote. 

Sophomore Erika Antunes also scored a goal during the game. 
The final score was 3-0, which put the women to 9-4-1 overall 
for the season.

hursday, Oct. 24, 2019, Cecilia 
"Paeecie was formally inaugurated 
as Elizabethtown College's 15th president. 
Since then, I was able to sit down with her 
for an interview despite her busy schedule. 
Our discussion focused on the present and 
future of her presidency at the College. 
First, we discussed major development 
in Etown’s history; that is, McCormick is 


the first female president in Etown’s 120 
years of existence. How did McCormick 
feel about being a pioneer for female 
representation in higher education? 

“There were many times that I was the 
only woman in a meeting or presiding 
over a court case. I always felt like I could 
do anything a man could do, and I could 
do it in high heels,’ she said. 

She was not discouraged by higher 
education's lack of representation. In fact, 
the more research she did into Etown’s 
history, the more excited she felt in 
becoming a pioneer for women.

“When I went to school, I was told to 
be a nurse or a teacher, but I wanted to 
be something different than what I was 
expected to [be];? she said. 

Throughout her professional career, 
McCormick has held a variety of positions 
regarding: économic and community 
academic. affairs and 
advancement at different colleges and 
universities, including Thomas Jefferson 
University and Widener University. The 
many administrative roles she has had

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Inaugural Faculty 
Symposium 2019

s a part of the Presidential Inauguration 
Age Elizabethtown College held a 
Faculty Symposium Wednesday, Oct. 30 in 
Gibble Auditorium. The presentations from 
four members of the faculty, professor of 
religion and Asian studies Dr. Jeffrey Long, 
associate professor of modern languages Dr. 
Charla Lorenzen, associate professor of music 
education Dr. Kevin Shorner-Johnson and 
professor of engineering and physics Dr. Kurt 
DeGeode all contributed to the inaugural series’ 
theme of “Evolve, Engage, Empower: 

The symposium began with Long, who 
presented on how Hinduism and American 
culture are connected. He started with a brief 
overview of Hindu culture and ideology in that 
it is a non-proselytizing religion that anyone can 
practice. He shared some statistics that show 
how some core Hindu tenets, such as eternal life 
and reincarnation, have popularized themselves 
among Americans: 24 percent of Americans 
believe in reincarnation and 30 percent of 
Americans identify as spiritual, but not religious. 

Long also said that many artists, writers 
and scholars are drawn to Hinduism and 
that many of the people who are drawn to 
Hindu beliefs are those who can spread ideas 
through their works. He naméd Julia Roberts 
and Hugh Jackman as recognizable celebrities 
who actually practice Hinduism. To tie things 
back to America specifically, Long said that 
Hindu threads can be found in the works and 
ideologies of transcendentalists such as Ralph 
Waldo Emerson and Henry David Thoreau. 
In fact, Long said that Thoreau’s works on civil 
disobedience influenced Gandhi, whose ideas 
then influenced Martin Luther King Jr., showing 
the cycle of exchange between American and 
Hindu cultures. 

To conclude his presentation, Long related 
back to the theme of “Evolve, Engage, Empower” 
by saying, “American society continues to evolve 
by engaging with Hindu ideals, and the Hindu 
community itself is empowered to add its 
unique thread to the tapestry of American life?” 

Following Long was Lorenzen, who 
presented on a service-learning program that 
she, her students and other members of the 
community use to teach Spanish to younger 
children, mostly those who have Hispanic 
heritage. The benefit of such a program is that 
Lorenzen students are able to gain experience 
for their Spanish education studies, and the 
children who attend these sessions get to learn 
and practice Spanish. This program, which 
has existed since 2009, also recruits the help of 
native-speaking families to teach more about 
the language and culture to the children. One 
year, an Etown student who went to Ecuador for 
a study abroad trip came back to the program to 
teach the children the weaving skills she learned 
while there. 

Engaging with the children and the 
community is important, and Lorenzen said that 
fulfilling the community standard of bringing in 
Spanish-speaking members of the community 
to educate and engage with the program has 
been the hardest to fulfill. However, Lorenzen 
still spoke of the many valuable people she was 
able to bring into the program to speak. In fact,

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2019 Pennsylvania elections, new bill makes voting easier for citizens

he 2019 elections took place Nov. 5. In 

Pennsylvania, voters weighed in on the 
2019 Marsy’s Law - a crime victims rights 
amendment, the 2019 intermediate appellate 
court elections and local government 
elections in the following areas: Allegheny 
County, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Pittsburgh 
public schools and other ballot measures in 
Pennsylvania. 

Marsy’s Lawis up for debate due to the League 
of Women Voters of PA and Haw vy. Boockvar 
lawsuit, which argued that proposing several 
amendments to the Pennsylvania Constitution 
violated the separate-vote requirement for 
constitutional amendments, according to the 
Pennsylvania Commonwealth Court. As of Oct. 
30, it was pending a final ruling but was appealed 
to the Pennsylvania Supreme Court Oct. 31. 

The law would provide crime victims with 
15 specific censtitutional rights, including 
“proceedings free from unreasonable delay and 
a prompt and final conclusion of the case,’ “be 
heard at proceedings where a right of the victim 
is implicated, including release, sentencing, and 
parole proceedings” and “be informed of all 


rights granted by the amendment; according to 
the Pennsylvania General Assembly. 

The Pennsylvania Constitution does not 
address the rights of crime victims as it currently 
stands. To date, 11 states have passed Marsy’s 
Law, and Wisconsin is scheduled to vote on it 
in 2020. However, court ruling declared that 
results could not be officially counted for the 
time being. 

Marsy’s Law is not the only big ticket subject 
on Pennsylvania ballots this election: year. 
Another bill is set to be passed to make voting 
easier for Pennsylvania residents, though it is 
still awaiting votes from the House and Senate. 
The effects of this bill, SB421, would take full 
effect in time for the 2020 presidential primary 
election. 

According to the Philadelphia Citizen, SB421 
would allow any voter to request an absentee 
ballot without reason, create a permanent mail- 
in voter list, reduce voter registration time from 
15 to 30 days before an election, fund a statewide 
upgrade to provide voters with more secure 
voting machines and more. $B421 would also 
include new money for the Census, along with 
funding for other voting-related practices and 
procedures. 

However, legislative Democrats are upset 
about moving away from straight-party ticket 
voting since they believe voters might not 


make it down the entire list of candidates, 
which could hurt the party’s judicial nominees 
and other local candidates. On the other hand, 
Pennsylvania is only one of nine states that still 
uses straight-party ticket voting, and other states 
have adapted well to other systems of voting. 
Legislative Republicans, though, are content 
with this deal hammered out by Governor Tom 
Wolf. 

Cutting the registration deadline in half and 
allowing more absentee voting makes big strides 
in increasing voting access, and individuals on 
the permanent mail-in list would automatically 
receive a ballot well before each election, 
according to the Philadelphia Citizen. These 
measures could be particularly helpful for those 
with disabilities, the elderly and other groups 
who have struggled to make it to a polling 
station in the past. 

The results of the election for mayor in 
Philadelphia keep incumbent Jim Kenney in 
office, introduce Daniel McCaffery into the 
Superior Court, retain Superior Court judges 
Anne Lazarus and Judith Olson and retain 
Commonwealth Court judges Kevin Brobson 
and Patricia McCullough. Though Marsy’s 
Law votes cannot be officially counted, the 
Pennsylvania Department of State shows the 
crime victim rights polled at approximately 74 
percent “yes” in favor. 
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in higher education prepared her 
to eventually become the president 
of an institution. So what drove 
her to become president of Etown 
specifically,. as opposed to other 
colleges and universities in the area? 

“Clearly the reason that I wanted 
to come [to Etown] was because of 
‘Educate for Service? Some people 
call it the motto; I call it the mission? 
she said. 

To her, service is more than one- 
time volunteerism: it’s building a 
long-term, sustainable relationship 
with members of the community. It’s 
learning about teamwork, leadership 
skills and how to apply what you have 
learned to other service projects. 

What also stood out to her about 
Etown is how it prepares students for 


life as individuals in their careers and 
in their communities. 

“I think that students and young 
people can change the world. Giving 
students the skills to do that is why 
I wanted to come to [Etown],” she 
continued. 

During her speech at her 
inauguration, McCormick spoke 
passionately about the importance 
of embracing change in order to 
grow. Does she already envision 
incorporating any changes for Etown 
in the near future? 

She explained that first she and 
the College need to define what 
“change” means for Etown as an 
institution and that it is still early in 
her role as president to have a plan 
for incorporating any major changes. 


However, the changes she has planned 
right now are more general. 

“One thing I’m changing is the way 
we talk about ourselves and how we 
brand [Etown] so that others will find 
out about us,” she said. She expressed 
she no longer wants Etown to be the 
“little-known gem” but to instead be 
the college that everyone is talking 
about. 

Another change is assuring that 
Etown’s programs also match students’ 
present and future workforce needs. 

“But while we're doing change, we 
have to keep true to what our values 
are as an institution,” she said. 

It is clear that McCormick is 
excited to begin her work as president 
of Etown, and she looks forward to 
the future of the College.

the children are “so engaged that they 
forget that they're there to learn Spanish.’ 

Shorner-Johnson was the _ third 
presentation of the symposium, and 
his presentation concerned podcasting, 
marketing and empowerment of 
minorities. To him, a lot of current 
methods of encouraging diversity and 
the terminology of marketing towards 
minorities as “targeting; “spear-fishing” 
or “capturing” were uncomfortable terms. 

“Our ‘empowerments are too often 
illusions of power,’ Shorner-Johnson said. 

Through his podcast, "Music and 
Peacebuilding," Shorner-Johnson _ has 
been able to present various subjects 
concerning diversity and music in a 
slow, deep conversation. He has recently 
passed the 1000 downloads mark, and 
he averages about 173 downloads per 
episode. As for the subjects he covers, 
he has episodes on community-building 
World Drummer Circles and how singing 
facilitates forming relationships in prisons. 
In one episode, he shared editorial power 
with his interviewee to give her agency on 
the subject, which was colonization in the 
music room. 

“This new form of scholarship is 
important because it's humane,’ Shorner- 
Johnson said. 

The final presentation was from 
DeGeode, who covered different 
experiences in his classroom and how they 
related to “Evolve, Engage, Empower.’ He 
stresséd how people learn more by doing 


rather than listening, and active, hands- 
on learning allows students to learn more. 
Most importantly, he shared how his 
engineering students learn to use their 
skills to help others and work side-by-side 
with others to find solutions. DeGeode 
shared a motto that he derived from the 
Colleges “Educate for Service”? mantra: 
“Educate for Service, and Engineer for 


Society.” 

For example, DeGeode worked with 
the occupational therapy faculty to help 
develop new motor-control technologies 
and therapies to improve treatment. These 
clinical applications of what students learn 
in their engineering classes provide them 
with ways to use what they learn to benefit 
the society around them.

During executive cabinet reports, senior President Holly 
Francescone announced that Student Senate's meeting with 
members of senior leadership will be Nov. 21 at 3:45 p.m. in 
Gibble Auditorium. 

Senators did not have any points of business for this 
meeting, instead the meeting ended with an executive 
session. — 

Student Senate also met Thursday, Nov. 7, and this 
meeting began with a special order about an update on the 
Bowers Center. Director of the Bowers Center Whitney 
Jones and Assistant Director of Strength and Fitness Chad 
Gerhard provided a report based on the data that has been 
collected so far. They reported that they will be reducing the 
hours of operation by an hour each day starting in the spring 
semester because the usage at the end of the day is lower than 

expected. Their data is based on swipe in counts, as well as 
hourly headcounts done by student employees. 

Student comments was filled with questions about future 
web print stations, laundry machines and water fountains. 

Limas’ report centered around Dining Services updates. 
Task forces were formed to research the possibilities of 
various new ideas, such as the future of the Marketplace 
To-Go program, Jay’s Nest delivery, trayless Tuesdays and 
new conversions for the Jay’s Nest.

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VENICE, ITALY (AP) — The

The water reached 1.87 
meters (6.14 feet) above average 
sea level Tuesday, the second- 
highest level ever recorded in 
the city and just 7 centimeters 
(2% inches) lower than the 
historic 1966 flood. Another 
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CANBERRA, AUSTRALIA (AP) 
— Ferocious wildfires were burning 
at emergency-level intensity across 
Australia's most populous state and 
into Sydney's suburbs on Tuesday as 
authorities warned most people in 
their paths that there was no longer 
time to flee. 

New South Wales state is under 
a week-long state of emergency, 
a declaration that gives the Rural 
Fire Service sweeping powers to 
control resources and direct other 
government agencies in its efforts 
to battle fires. The worst fires on

During this time, she saw excitement 
about the 2008 presidential election among 
young people.

American Indian Heritage Month: Sustainability, walruses

lizabethtown College honors _its 

commitment to education, diversity and 
inclusion with the variety of speakers it brings 
to campus. November is American Indian 
Heritage Month, and 2019 marks the 25th 
year of the College's formal celebration of it. In 
celebrating American Indian Heritage Month, 
the College has historically hosted events 
and brought experts onto campus to discuss 
issues and topics related to American Indian 
populations. During the majority of these 25 
years, professor of anthropology Dr. Robert P. 
Wheelersburg has been in charge of overseeing 
the Colleges involvement in uplifting these 
narratives. This year’s event was of particular 
significance, as Wheelersburg shared that the 
speaker was the first arctic native that had been 
brought to Etown as a guest speaker. 

Vera Kingeekuk Metcalf is an expert on 
issues facing arctic populations, both through 
her activism and through her lived experiences. 
She is a Yupik eskimo, which is a part of Alaska 
that is nearer to the Russian coast. Not only 
is Metcalf an arctic native herself, but she 
is directly involved with advocacy work on 
behalf of arctic populations. Metcalf has been 
featured on the Alaskan Women’s Hall of Fame 
for her work as an Executive Board Member 
of the Inuit Circuit Board Counsel and as 
the Executive Director of the Eskimo Walrus 
Commission. 

The presentation that Metcalf gave 
Wednesday, Nov. 6 was timely not only because 
it was during American Indian Heritage 
month, but it also took place a day before Inuit 
day. While the United States does not recognize 
Inuit Day, for many countries around the globe 
November 7 is significant asa time to celebrate 
the culture and heritage of native populations. 

In Metcalf’s presentation “Language, 
Culture, and Identity on St. Lawrence 
Island” she elaborated on the work that 
she does in coordination with the Eskimo 


Walrus Commission. The Eskimo Walrus 
Commission was an organization founded 
in 1978 that advocates on behalf of and in 
collaboration with Alaskan natives in order 
to combat the overfishing of walruses by non- 
natives. Arctic native populations are heavily 
reliant upon the walrus, and the fishing of 
walruses by non-natives is a palpable threat to 
these populations. 

Part of why overfishing is such a threat is 
because these native groups tend to have a 
more direct, self-sustaining relationship with 
their environments than what is typical in 
more global socioeconomic environments. 

“Native people cannot be separated from 
their environment... to be grounded by our 
environment is a cultural strength," Metcalf 
said. 

In this vein, the walrus is a necessary part of 
the native peoples environment. Walruses are 
used for a variety of different purposes, and are 
more than just a source of sustenance for the 
native populations of the arctic. 

“We have relied on the walrus for social, 
nutritional and cultural needs;’ Metcalf said. 

The work being done by the Eskimo 
Walrus Commission is helping to maintain 
the necessary connection between the native 
populations of the arctic and the marine 
animals that they rely upon. In doing this, they 
have had to address legislation that has been 
improperly enforced. One piece of legislation 
that has particularly hurt these populations is 
the ban on the selling of ivory. This ban exists 
due to the unethical practices involved in 
getting elephant ivory. 

Laws that ban the selling of elephant i ivory 
have been improperly extended to the selling 
of walrus ivory, despite the fact that walrus 
ivory is sustainable. These ivory bans were 
created for the sake of sustainability, and their 
extension to walrus ivory is thus improper. 
Arctic populations make use of all parts of 
the walrus and rely greatly on the walrus. The 
walrus is used for food, for ivory and even in 
the creation of drums (which use the stomach 
of the walrus). 

“Even when there were periodic changes 
in the environmental climate, the...marine

animals sustained us.’ Metcalf said. 

The risk to native populations is not just 
Climate 
change disproportionally impacts arctic 
regions, and has caused many native groups to 
be in a situation of food insecurity as a result. 
The need to advocate for the arctic’s right to 
fish and make use of the walrus is advocacy 
that is only becoming more relevant as the 
environment faces increasing crisis. Native 
populations have long maintained, as Metcalf 
sa, “a close, balanced relationship with [the] 
environment.” 

Due to this close relationship, Metcalf 
said that STEM programming needs to more 
substantially incorporate native knowledge 


and experiences about the environment. 
This is especially relevant given that native 
populations are often the most seriously 
impacted by climate change. 

In addressing issues of global significance, it 
is important to take into account the narratives 
and experiences of populations who are not 
normally given proper authority in major 
policy decisions. The native people of Alaska 
and the arctic are more intimately familiar with 
climate change than most other populations 
currently, and have relevant perspectives 
to offer. Activists such as Metcalf help to 
assert the native peoples’ place at the table in 
conversations about global policy regarding 
environmental ethics and sustainability.

uss Obenstein is often seen walking around 
Elizabethtown College campus, most notably by 


Myer Residence Hall. 

He has been walking for four years and has lived 
in Etown for 30 years. His family moved here when 
he was 18, and he really liked it because it was a small 
town. Plus, it helped him “clean up [his] act) as he 
said he had begun going down a not-so-good path. 

For 27 years, he worked as a restaurant manager 
and loved it. He always kept the management team at 
eight people. He believes that the staff is what made 
the restaurant successful and that good employees 
are not hired but molded. It-was there he met his 
wife. 

“I saw this lady in a red dress come in the one day, 
and I said to the cook, ‘’m going to marry her; and 
I did,” he said. 

Part of what he loved so much was working with 
the youth, which he misses now, as well as the success 
and fulfillment it gave him. He had to stop working 
there because of injuries. 

Obenstein has had 13 back and neck surgeries, 
which is why he walks.

Every time he would go out, it would worry his 
wife because once an older man had been beat up 
in the town. To ease her worries, he began walking 
at the College. Here it is far safer, and the Campus 
Security officers are his friends. 

If Obenstein sees anything sketchy, he alerts them 
immediately. He has a high respect for the students 
and how hard they work, not only in their classes, 
but to get to college. He will protect the students, 
and he believes he can help make the campus safer 
by walking around. 

Walking also helps take his mind off of the pain. 
His doctors encourage him to keep walking because 
it keeps him out of a wheelchair. Recently, he has 
seen more people walking around campus, likely for 
the same reason; it is safer than town. 

Besides walking, he enjoys landscaping and 
making his yard look wonderful. He also has a 
passion for motorcycles in any form: riding, building 
or working on them. 

Football is another huge passion of his, and he 


had played with Cumberland Valley Eagles for four 
years, until his knee injury. Despite not being able to 
play anymore, he still enjoys watching the Steelers. 

Obenstein is 6’3” and can appear very intimidating 
to students, but he does not like coming across that 
way. 

His maternal grandmother, with whom he was 
very close, only ever saw the good in him, and he 
hopes that others do too. His grandmother was 
his inspiration and contributed to who he is today. 
She was always there for him throughout the hard 
times, especially the ones caused by his paternal 
grandmother, who had stirred up trouble in the

family. To him, she was a saint. Though she has 
passed away, he said he sees her in his youngest 
daughter.

Wildlife biologist

he biology department welcomed wildlife 

biologist Pallavi Sirajuddin to give a seminar to 
environmental science students on her experience as 
a bat biologist this past Monday, Nov. 4. 

Sirajuddin expressed her deep fascination and love 
of bats, which play a unique and varied role in their 
ecosystems. Bats are the only mammals with sustained 
flight, and worldwide there are approximately 1,400 
species, which can vary widely in size. Bats are also 
important in their ecosystems as pollinators, with 
more than 300 species of fruit depending on them for 
pollination. 

However, many bat species are under threat for a 
variety of reasons, including climate change, habitat 
loss, disease and being killed by humans because 
they’re considered pests in some parts of the world. 

One disease, known as White Nose Syndrome, is 
particularly dangerous for bats and has resulted in the 
largest decline in bat populations, killing millions. 
Learning about the disease in an ecology class led 
Sirajuddin to study bats. 

“T thought I wanted to go into public health, go to 
veterinary school, but I was in a disease ecology class, 
and that changed everything,” Sirajuddin said. 


White Nose Syndrome is a white fungus and affects . 


bats during the hibernation season, when they are 
most vulnerable. The disease came from Europe and 
primarily affects bats in the northeastern United 
States. Sirajuddin's work involves researching the 
disease and trying to find a way to prevent its spread. 

Sirajuddin also gave advice to students interested 
in working as wildlife biologists. She mentioned that

the skills that would be the most useful could vary’ 


depending on what species one is most interested 
in studying; regardless, volunteering, applying to 
summer zoo programs and shadowing people are all 
good ways to get started in the career. 

“In the summertime, a lot of these agencies just 
need more volunteers and extra hands, and it’s a 
good way to get experience, she said. “Look for 


opportunities that will get you the skills you need to 
go forward.” 

Sirajuddin also discussed the importance of 
fieldwork, as well as some of her favorite memories of 
working in the field, like when she saw thousands of 
endangered gray bats in Kentucky. 

Although she specializes in bats, Sirajuddin 
also did fieldwork in other related areas of biology, 
like studying and filming lions in Botswana. Even 
a forestry trip to Nepal ended up being valuable 
experience for her since she approached it from a 
wildlife perspective. 

As much as she enjoys how fieldwork lets you see a 
lot of remote places and make lifelong friends, it isn’t 
without its challenges. A lot of unexpected problems 
can arise. 

“Here are some questions for you: Can you swim? 
Can you change a flat tire? How do you feel about 
leeches and mosquitos, cuts and bites?” Sirajuddin 
asked. “Fieldwork has a lot’ of unpleasantness. I 
survived, you can too. It just takes getting used to a 
new environment.” 

During the question and answer portion of the 


‘talk, Sirajuddin was asked if she had ever been bitten 


by a bat. 

“T’ve been bitten so many times,” she answered with 
a laugh. “You're a big animal, they’re small and they'll 
try and bite you. I usually give them a Q-tip or crochet — 
hook to chew on to distract them from my finger.” 

“The fact that there’s 1,400 different species made 
me personally think, ‘Oh, that really does show how 
much of an evolutionary advantage the flying does 
give them,” senior Dottie Porter said. “Even though 
bats are the only flying mammal, there are so many 
species, that [flying] must have been able to provide 
that much of an evolutionary advantage in order for 
so many species to come into being. It makes you 
think about the adaptive advantage that it provides.”

But, according to associate professor of 
English Dr. John Rohrkemper, academic 
writing and creative writing aren't that much 
different after all. 

“Writing is a craft like pottery,’ Rohrkemper 
said. “You can know all you want to about how, 
pots are made, but unless you're really working 
on the wheel, you have to practice. You have to 
stay sharp’ 

Theres any act of writing will allow 
students to keep up with their skills, which 
will benefit their creative work in the long 


run. Rohrkemper also spoke about what he 
categorized as creative thinking and critical 
thinking, with creative thinking being more 
linked to playwriting, poetry and novels, 
and critical thinking with academic papers, 
lab reports and the like. However, even with 
these categories, many writers will see how 
one category can bleed into the other. For 
creative writing, being able to think critically 
and pick apart your work to understand it will 
ultimately help you craft a better story. Students’ 
experiences thinking critically should be able to 
help them with their creative work as a result. 

Additionally, students’ familiarity with 

research in their classes will help their creative 
works as well. Rohrkemper said he often finds 
himself needing to research certain things to 
better inform his creative writing. 
“That whole idea of saying, ‘What do I 
need to know?’ I think that's one of the tasks of 
anyone writing a research paper,’ Rohrkemper 
said. “And I think it's also true for a creative 
writer.” . 

So, that's one part of it. What about those 
students who don't think they have time for 
NaNoWriMo? 

“If one writes for a half hour or an hour a 
day, which is not a huge part of one’s day, one 
can get an awful lot written,” Rohrkemper said. 

But now that brings up another possible 
obstacle: if one writes every day, one is bound 
to get exhausted from it. Every writer knows 
the curse of writer's block, and for many, that 
obstacle is hard to overcome. For Rohrkemper, 
he has one piece of advice that he gives to those 


who ask how to get past their writer's block. 

First, he takes a word document, and he 
names it with the title of his work, but he 
also adds the word ‘notes’ to the title of the 
document. Then he lets himself write some 
background of the work, such as character 
sketches or some dialogue. 

“There's something. __ psychologically 
liberating about calling that document ‘notes;” 
Rohrkemper said. “Don't feel that you have to 
start off with the first word or the first sentence” 

Something else that Rohrkemper has 
done is allow some of his ideas to rest in his 
mind for a few years before he has the proper 
understanding of a character or the readiness to 
begin writing it. However, for something with a 
time crunch as brutal as NaNoWriMo, allowing 
your ideas to marinate before you are ready and 
excited to write them isn't an option. 

Fortunately with NaNoWriMo, it is not life 
or death if you do not meet the 50,000 word 
goal. Still, that is an achievement many writers 
want to reach, so sometimes you have to push 
yourself to get there. 

. “Fool yourself? Rohrkemper said with a 
laugh. “That's kind of what I'm doing, and I 
know that I'm doing it, but it still works pretty 
well”

be able to track their word counts, communicate 
with other writers and to find encouragement 
to finish their novels and other creative projects.

Students, faculty weigh in: What are the thoughts on Etown’s Modern Language Program?

Ew foreign language program includes several 
options for students to fulfill their modern 
language core requirement, including Spanish, 
French, German, Latin, Japanese and American 
Sign Language. These courses are offered at varying 
degrees of fluency, though American Sign Language 
is only offered at the beginner level. All students 
must fulfill the modern language core requirement, 
but students can test into a higher level of fluency if 
they have studied their language of choice in K-12. 
In this case, students sometimes are awarded credit 
for both the beginner and intermediate level course 
ifthey earn a high enough grade. Most students fulfill 
the language requirement early in their collegiate 
career, commonly during the first or second semester. 

Though Etown does offer several languages, 
there are many languages it does not offer, including 
Mandarin, Italian, Russian, Scandanavian languages, 
Greek or Korean. According to a student survey, 
many students would like to see the addition of 
Italian and/or Russian. These languages would open 
up more opportunities for students seeking to study 
abroad, especially international business students. 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, the most commonly 
studied language at both the K-12 and collegiate level, 
according to the student survey, is Spanish. Many 
students believe a background in Spanish is helpful 
in the professional world, as it is the second-most 
spoken language in the United States, according to the 
American Community Survey. Many students have 
Spanish-speaking family members and friends, as well. 

The second-most popular modern language 
option studied at Etown is American Sign Language, 
which is less commonly offered during K-12 
than spoken languages like Spanish and French. 
Most students enter the class at a beginner level. 
However, students who have some previous 
background in American Sign Language would 
like to see Etown offer higher levels of fluency. 

Students also indicated that they would appreciate 
if more sections of American Sign Language were 
offered each semester, as this course is extremely 
competitive to get into. Because all students must fulfill 
amodern language core, itis not always in the student's 
best interest to wait until their seniority allows them to 
fit into a section of American Sign Language, so many 
students opt to take another language course instead, 
despite their interest in American Sign Language. 
The general feeling is that it would be ideal if more 
sections and higher levels of fluency were offered. 

Overall, Etown’s foreign language program 
has many options for students to fulfill this core 
requirement, though students indicated a desire to 
see more options offered, especially Russian, Italian 
and more sections of American Sign Language.

ssociate ProfessorofSpanish, Dr.Charla Lorenzen, 
commented on Etown's language program and 


| her experience teaching at the College. She spoke 


highly of her students and the study abroad program. 

“Our professors build strong relationships 
with their students, she said. “We stay in touch 
and love hearing what our graduates are up to” 

Lorenzen said she is proud that many of 
the departments former students have won 
Fulbright awards, been accepted to prestigious 
schools and have gone on to work overseas. 

Experience abroad is considered a top priority 
in the program. “Our students spend at least one 
semester, but more often a year, abroad; Lorenzen 
said. This allows them to “gain valuable language 
and cultural skills, as well as life experience” In 
addition to studying abroad, the department 
encourages students to use their language in their 
other studies with an interdisciplinary approach. 

Lorenzen mentioned how much she loves 
teaching Spanish “because it is no longer a ‘foreign’ 
language in our country.” She is delighted that 
modern language is incorporated in Etown’s core 
program “because everyone can gain something 
from studying even a little bit of another 
language and the cultures in which it is spoken” 

Although she has many great things to say about 
Etown's language program, she also spoke about the 
ways it could be improved: “As a department, we 
struggle to provide enough classes with the limited 
faculty that we have. We can't offer everything wed like 
because were torn in different directions and need to 
meet the needs of students taking language for core, 
but also those taking it for their minor or major.” She 
also mentioned she would love to see more students 
attend the events hosted by the Spanish Club. 
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Q4: What are your thoughts on Etown’s 
foreign language program? What 
additions or improvements would you 
like to see? 


“I would love to see an additional course 
offered in ASL, even just the first course, just 
so more students can enroll in the course, but 
take it at different course periods. I also think 

Mandarin would be an excellent addition, 
specifically for IB and business majors.”

lizabethtown College women’s volleyball team secured 

a spot in postseason play after a double victory in a 
Landmark Conference tri-match against Goucher College 
and Scranton University Saturday, Nov. 2. 

The day started with a 3-1 victory over the Goucher 
Gophers. The Gophers were first on the scoreboard, but the 
Blue Jays were able to come out on top with a final score of 
25-20 in the first set. The Gophers came back strong in the 
second set despite a starting lead by the Blue Jays. Halfway 
through the second set, Goucher was able to tie the score 
up at 15-15, and it was a close match from there. Despite a 
tough fight from the Blue Jays, Goucher came out on top in 
the second set with a score of 29-27. They held the overall 
score at 1-1 going into the third set. 

In the third set, Etown started out strong, and finished 
on top with a final score of 25-17. This put them in the 
lead overall with a score of 2-1 leading into the fourth and 
final set against Goucher. By the fourth set, the Blue Jays 
had worn out the Gophers and ended with a 25-13 victory, 
giving them the final win over Goucher with a score of 3-1. 

Etown finished with 52 kills over Goucher. Senior Elle 
Shatto and first-year Bryanna Miller lead with 17 kills 
apiece. The Blue Jays also recorded 80 digs overall, with 
Miller contributing 21 and junior Aiyana Tietze-DiToro 
following with 19. 

After an exciting victory over Goucher, Etown next 
faced Scranton. Despite Scranton putting the first point on 
the board, Etown quickly added to it and held their own 
throughout the rest of the first set. Halfway through, the 
Blue Jays were in the lead, and they held that lead all the

way to a first-set victory with a final score of 25-19. 

Scranton came back stronger in the second set, and led 
in points halfway through the set. Etown came back to 
fight and held a close score against the Royals. The Blue 
Jays ultimately came out on top with a 26-24 victory in the 
second set. 

In the final set of the day for the Blue Jays, the Scranton 
Royals continued to fight in another close scoring game. 
Ultimately, Etown won with a 26-24 victory, landing their 


final score at 3-0 over Scranton, and earning the Blue Jays 
a double Landmark Conference victory for the day. Etown 
ended with 40 kills over the Royals, with Shatto leading once 
again with 12 kills. Miller followed right behind her with 11 
kills. As for digs, Etown finished with 76 against Scranton, 
with Tietze-DiToro leading with 19. 

After a successful season, with an overall record of 25-9

he Elizabethtown College men’s and 

women’s basketball season started this 
past weekend, Saturday, Nov. 9. Both teams 
had the home court advantage. 

The men’s team played against Wilson 
College where the Blue Jays took a 82-77 win. 
Senior Connor Moffatt was the team leader, 
bringing in 23 points. 

In the first half of the game, the Blue Jays 
were down nine points from Wilson and with 
2:18 left in the game, the score was 34-25. A 
jumper made by first-year Wyatt Hockenberry 
gave the Blue Jays a running start in closing 
the point gap. 

Following the jumper made by 
Hockenberry, a block by Moffatt and a 
rebound by first-year Drew Riley, senior Bryce 
Greene missed a three-pointer. This didn't stop 
the Blue Jays.

College women’s soccer team faced off 
against Scranton University in the first women’s 
Landmark Conference Semifinals game at 
Etown since 2014. 

Within the first minute of the game, Scranton 
first-year Teresa Hegarty scored the first goal of 
the game. The Blue Jays fought back to tie the 
game. 

After 30 minutes of tough back and fourth 
play, first-year Gabi Brown took a shot on goal. 
Brown’ high ball bounced off the crossbar but 
senior Lydia Lawson was able to score with a 
header. The score was 1-1 going into the half. 

After a save on a Scranton corner kick, 
first-year goalkeeper Trinity Soto quickly got 
the ball down the field to sophomore Leigh 
Ungerleider while much of Scranton’s defense 
was off their line. 

Ungerleider crossed the ball to Lawson, who 
realized Scranton’s goalkeeper was also off her 
line and placed a ball in the far side of the goal 
for the 2-1 lead.

Many Etown fans and players were frustrated 
when a questionable ball went in Scranton’s 
goal but bounced back out. Without the 
confirmation of a goal from the referee, the

The Blue Jays were unable to score again 
which resulted in Scranton’s 3-2 victory. 

“Every year we know [Scranton is] going 
to be a great team.

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China Town 
Hall meeting

| apse College held a viewing of 
the China Town Hall national webcast 
Monday, Nov. 18 at 6 p.m. in the Brinser 
Lecture Hall of the Steinman Center. The 
webcast was moderated by ABC News 
chief anchor George Stephanopoulos, and 
he was joined by four panelist speakers: 
Melanie Hart, Stephen Orlins, Yasheng 
Huang and Ely Ratner. 

This webcast occurred’ during an 
important time in  Sino-American 
relations, when expert opinion matters the 
most because of the tensions between the 
United States and China. Still, even with 
these tensions, Hart said that China and 
the U.S. do not need to agree on absolutely 
everything and that there is a “new 
strategic equilibrium” to be had. 

“The U.S. and China are in a very 
interesting interaction because of 
everything happening in each country; 
Huang said. He said that America has 
given up on engaging with China, and 
that both countries have given up on 
assumptions about each other, leading to 
rising tensions. 

Orlins argued that the White House 
administration under President Donald 
Trump has been dealing more roughly 
with China as of late, despite China trying 
to engage with America. The nature of 
the Trump administration's strategy with 
China was something Hart criticized. 

“Tm pretty disappointed in the way 
relations are being handled right now,’ 
Hart said. She also stated that the United 
States could be creating new opportunities 
to export to other countries and could be 
investing at home, but instead the U.S. is 
using tariffs on China, which isn't working. 

Orlins said that polling suggests that 
Americans actually support free trade and 
better relationships with China, which 
Stephanopoulos provided the statistic 
for: 79 percent of Americans disagree 
that Trump is moving the United States 
forward with a good trade deal with China. 

A question from Knoxville came in 
at this point, asking about the impact of 


‘lasting tensions between China and the 


United States. Huang answered that rural 
America is not taking well to the tensions, 
but overall, American consumers can see a 
drop in prices as of late. 

Ratner argued that. state subsidies 
undercut the market economy in the U.S., 
but most politicians do not support total 
decoupling of China and the United States. 

“We should play a tit-for-tat strategy,” 
Huang said. “We should offer more 
subsidiaries to more U.S. companies.” 

Ratner also said there should be more 
transparency in Sino-American relations 
and that there should be a higher standard 
when judging how each country interacts. 

“This isn’t an American problem,” Hart 
said. “This is a world problem.” Therefore, 
if there is a more collective approach 
between nations, there would be less risk 
and blowback to America, a sentiment

Elizabethtown College hosted the 
Digital Humanities Hub’s Open House 
in the basement of the Wenger Center. 

- The Digital Humanities Hub was funded 
by a grant from the Mellon Foundation, 
and it seeks to provide resources to 
students studying the humanities. The 
Hub creates an interdisciplinary space 
in which students and staff can gain 
marketable skills, build a community 
with one another and collaborate with 
each other. Within the facility, students 
have access to study rooms, computers, 
production equipment, printers, scanners 
and television presentation space. 

Through the Digital Humanities 
Hub, students are able to enhance their 
expertise in the humanities by creatively 
utilizing the technology provided. The 
Hub focuses on providing resources 
to students who engage in geospatial 
analysis; video and audio recording and 
editing; analysis of data, text and imagery 
and web production and design. 

As stated by the Program Coordinator 
for Academic Affairs Carol Costa Ouimet, 
the purpose of the Hub is to provide a 
lab for the digital humanities to students 
as well as to create a space in which the 
digital humanities could merge with other 
majors. 

Staff are also provided in the Hub to 
assist students. During the day, Ouimet 
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The Digital Humanities Hub is located in the basement of the Wenger 
Center. It is available to students who need assistance with projects. 


is available as the coordinator of the 
Hub. Additionally, senior Etownian 
Photography Editor Megan White 
currently works as the Digital Humanities 
Hub Student Assistant and helps Ouimet, 
as well as other students. 

Ouimet said that they will be doing a 
pilot program with the communications 
department next semester in which 
junior David Varner will work for two to 
four hours a week to help students and 
faculty with the production aspects of 
their projects. 

Ouimet also noted how the creation of 


the space was inspired by previous classes, 
such as Director of Student Transition 
Programs and Prestigious Scholarships 
Jean-Paul Benowitz’s local history classes.

Saturday, Sept. 14, Saturday, Oct. 12 
and Saturday, Nov.*9. At these events, 
prospective students and their families 
learned more about Etown by taking a 
tour of campus, attending a department 
session and talking to current students 
at a student panel. 

In addition to the Office of 
Admissions staff, current students play 
a large role in ensuring the success 
of open houses. They give directional 
support during registration, place signs 
around campus and help with set-up. 
Blue Jay Ambassadors, formerly called 
Jaywalkers, give tours and assist in the 
academic department sessions and 
academic fair. Students who are golf 
cart- or van-certified drive prospective 
students and families to and from 
parking lots or around campus if 
visitors have physical limitations. 
Student representatives also staff tables 
for the overnight visit program, Honors 
Program, study abroad, Diversity Team 
and Mosaic House. Student supervisors 
oversee Camipus tours given Py Blue Jay 
Ambassadors. 

Senior Director of Admissions 
Adam Smith explained that there’ are 
usually only two open houses in the fall 
semester: one in September and one in

: “We had 415 students combined 
visit our open house compared to 296 
students last year. That’s a 40 percent 
increase,’ Smith said. 
Admissions wanted to have one open 
house early and one late in the semester 
to maximize the number of students in 
attendance. Smith specifically pointed 
out that student athletes often have 
conflicts with admissions events due 
to their sports games being scheduled 
during weekends. 
“Everyones timeline is different,” 
Smith said. “We want to cast a wide net 
with scheduling the open houses.” 
To Smith, it is very important to make

Admissions has several events 
planned for next semester. There will 
be another Open House Saturday, April 
18, which Smith says will be geared 
towards rising seniors who want to 
“jumpstart the college search process.” 
Two Accepted Students Days will 
also take place Saturday, Feb. 15 and 
Tuesday, April 14. Accepted Students 
Days give accepted students a chance to 
learn more about Etown and how Etown 
is different from other colleges they are 
considering. 

Smith emphasized the importance 
of connecting with students and 
families, especially during the spring 
semester, when it is most likely not 
the students’ first visit to campus. It is 
important to remember student and 
family relationship-building is essential 
in order to make accepted students feel 
more comfortable at Etown. 

Smith claimed that this semester’s 
successful open house season was due 
to current students, faculty and staff. He 
said that the Blue Jay Ambassadors were 
“humble” and “genuine” and embodied 
Etown’s “Educate for Service” motto. He 
also thanked the faculty and staff for 


-giving their time for. the open houses 


and positively interacting with students 
and families. 

At the end of each open house, 
admissions sends a survey to all of the 
prospective students who attended in 
order to get feedback for future events. 

“We are our biggest critic, and we 
are always improving because of that,” 
Smith said.

with which Ratner agreed. 

“We have work to do domestically 
to solve our problems,’ Hart said. 

Orlins then cited the failure of the 
tariffs placed on China and how it 
has hurt the United States more than 
China. 

“They don't trust President Trump 
anymore, Huang said in reference 
to Chinese officials dealing with the 
US.-China relationship. 

There is also an issue with 
Americas policies surrounding 
China, and Ratner said that there 
needs to be more of a “do no harm” 
policy. Currently, there is a lot of 
legislation regarding China circling 
through Congress. 

“We need to build our policies 
around the China as it is opposed 
to the China we hoped it would be?” 
Ratner said. 

There was a brief discussion about 
North Korea, and Orlins said that 
China and the United States have 
parallel interests when dealing with 
North Korea, with the other panelists 
saying things along similar lines. 

The town hall ended shortly 
thereafter, and professor of history 


and Director of the Center for Global 
Understanding and Peacemaking Dr. 
David Kenley gave a summary of the 
town hall’s main themes: convergence, 
a multi-lateral approach, America 
wanting to find simple answers 
instead of nuanced solutions to 
problems and America frequently 
blaming China for problems. 


“I think there is an underlying 
thought in Western heritage that 
the Chinese are aggressive; senior 
Michael Derr-Haverlach shared. 

Kenley concluded the town hall by 
thanking everyone for attending and 
encouraged them to keep up with 
news regarding the evolution in the 
Sino-American relationship. 
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The China Town Hall meeting allowed students to partake in 
a world-wide discussion about the Sino-American relationship.

“The first flood sirens went off 
the morning of Tuesday, Nov.

flooded for the sixth time in 1,200 
years, according to church officials, 
and they are concerned about 
structural damage to the columns. 
Many other historical landmarks in 
the city were damaged during the 
flood as well, including artwork. — 

Though Venice is prone to 
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flooding and citizens expect some 
flooding every year during the 
“aqua alta” caused by high tides 
and heavy rain and wind, Brugnaro 
noted that this year’s flooding was 
exceptionally damaging, according 
to Fox News. He pointed to climate 
change as the culprit of this flood, 
which joins the top 10 worst 
floods count that began in 1923, 
according to Fox News. Five of 
these 10 have fallen in the past 20 
years. 

Venice is already sinking at a 
rate of a few millimeters per year, 
and the increasing amount of 
flooding puts it at risk of incurring 
more and more damage each year. 
One way the city is attempting to 
combat the flooding is through 
the Mose Project, which began 
in the 1980s and is comprised 
of floodgates and other barriers. 


It was first tested in 2013, and 


Thunberg has made _ global 
headlines for her calls for action 
to tackle climate change. 

Thunberg could not accept 
the award in person as she was 
sailing across the Atlantic Ocean 
toward an international climate 
conference in Madrid. 

She texted friend and fellow 
activist Luisa Neubauer, who 
accepted the award on her behalf, 
“I am incredibly grateful and 
honored for this prize.” Thunberg 
dedicated the prize to her Fridays 
For Future movement.

Feral kittens on campus: unvaccinated, unneutered

he blue jay has added reason to migrate - 


south for the winter, as a feral cat 
colony has recently taken up residence 
on Elizabethtown College grounds. First 
spotted on campus in September of this year, 
the specifics of Etown’s feral cat colony are 
unknown, but its members — at least one 
adult female cat and a litter of three kittens 
— reside behind the Thompson Gymnasium. 
There are unconfirmed reports of another 
family of cats living outside of the High 
Library. Feral cat colonies are commonplace 


on college campuses, as students abandon 
animals at a higher rate than the general 
population. While Etown’s feral cat issue isn’t 
unique, it still must be addressed in a timely 
manner, as feral cat colonies can very quickly 


‘become unmanageable. 


Encroaching on ecosystems and 
decimating small mammal populations, 
feral cats are non-native wildlife that find 
their way into communities as a result of 
pet abandonment, neglect and unchecked 
reproduction. An estimated 60-100 million 
feral cats reside in the continental United 
States, responsible for killing as many as 6.7 
billion birds every year. Roughly a third of 
the United States’ bird species are in danger 
of extinction; feral cats are linked to 40 
historical cases of songbird extinction and are 
considered a major contributor to ongoing 


endangerment concerns. _ Additionally, 
feral cats worsen mosquito populations by 
targeting their primary predators and are 
the #1 leading cause of rabies infection and 
exposure in the United States. It is unknown 
to what extent Etown’s feral cats are hunting 
the local bird population, or if any of those 
cats carry diseases like rabies, but students 
should keep their distance just in case. 

Sophomore psychology major and self- 
proclaimed “crazy cat lady” Victoria Vaughn 
has taken responsibility for addressing the 
feral cat issue in lieu of campus-headed 
initiatives. Having previous experience 
with feral cats and kittens, Vaughn has been 
working since September to catch, vaccinate 
and rehome Thompson Gymnasiums feral 
kittens. She's caught two of the kittens - who 
now reside in homes off-campus - but she's 
run into a myriad of challenges along the way. 

“Tve been paying out-of-pocket to feed 
and vaccinate these kittens. Its hard to do 
as a college student with limited time and 
resources. I’m concerned about the health of 
the remaining cats going into the winter. I've 
heard stories from people in Elizabethtown 
of feral kittens freezing to death, but catching 
them on my own is hard? Vaughn said. 

Vaughn also said shes reached out to 
Campus Security and Facilities Management, 
but hasn't seen the issue addressed by any 
campus figures. She also said that Etown’s 
feral cat issue has the potential to get out of 
hand very fast. 

In just five years, a single unspayed female 
cat can have as many as 20,000 descendants. 
While feral cats tend to have smaller litters 
than their domesticated counterparts — 
and issues of disease, malnutrition and 
environmental hazards prevent some of those 
kittens from reaching maturity — it still 
won't take long for Etown's cat population to 


become unmanageable. 

“By next fall, I think we'll see twice as 
many cats on campus at the least. Cats can 
have as many as 10 kittens in 1 litter... and 
the local shelter can only take so many in? 
Vaughn said. 

Vaughn said she is also concerned about 
the state of the campus grounds. Apart from 
threats posed to wildlife, feral cats can make 
life difficult for everyone on campus. 

“Tm concerned about students with cat 
allergies. Cats generate a lot of dander, and it 
could pose a threat to students on campus with 
allergies. Maintaining the school buildings 
could become difficult as cats are very smart 
and can get into places they shouldn't be,” she 
said. 

Vaughn also recognizes that rehoming 
feral kittens isnt a permanent solution for 
Etown. Like many others familiar with stray 
cats, Vaughn recommended the campus 
implement a Trap-Neuter-Return (TNR) 
program to fix the issue. A TNR program 
begins with trapping all feral cats, kitten or 
adult, and rehoming all those able to adjust to 
domestic life. Such a practice requires the use 
of a cage trap, an inexpensive tool available 
online and through veterinary clinics. Any 
cat that is unable to assimilate into such an 
environment is spayed or neutered to prevent 
them from producing more kittens and is then 
released back outdoors. While this doesn’t 
completely mitigate issues posed by stray cat 
populations, it prevents populations from 
growing and ensures they eventually die-out. 

When contacted, Campus Security stated 
that they have not yet received any calls 
or complaints regarding the stray cats on 
campus. Any reports that are received by 
Campus Security on such issues are rerouted 
to Facilities Management, which is primarily 
responsible for addressing such issues.

s part of Elizabethtown College's 

International Education Week, senior 
Cierra Stevens gave an informal presentation 
about her study abroad experience Tuesday, 
Nov. 12 at the Bowers Center for Sports, 
Fitness and Well-being. Stevens studied 
abroad in Dunedin, New Zealand during 
the spring semester of her junior year. 

Stevens began by giving some general 
information about the study abroad 
application’ process, which is not too 
difficult. She focused on the steps taken 





during the application process. Stevens 
explained that students need to submit their 
unofficial transcript and write an essay on 
why they want to go abroad. Planning in 
advance is a key part. Stevens mentioned 
that students need to get their visa and 


‘passport six months prior to departing for 


their trip. Before departing, there is also a 
pe departure meeting. 

“The meeting gives specific information 
and gives you a chance to talk to other 
students about their experiences,’ Stevens 
said. 

Stevens then talked about the importance 
of applying for the many scholarships 
available on the BCA website. Stevens 
mentioned the Storyteller scholarship that 
she received through BCA. This scholarship

pays students to create videos and blogs- 
about their experiences while abroad. 
Beyond giving her financial support, it 
taught her editing techniques for videos. 
She also mentioned the Gilman scholarship, 
which helps students with financial 
limitations still be able to study abroad. 

“I was nervous at first to apply because 
it is so competitive; Stevens said. However, 
she did end up applying and receiving the 
scholarship that was then used for housing. 

After going over the application process, 
Stevens began to talk about her time abroad. 
She started by explaining differences 
between the university in New Zealand, and 
Etown. 

“The classes were less interactive than at 
Etown, and it felt like you were being talked 
at,’ Stevens said. She also talked about how 
many of her class lectures were recorded. 
Stevens noticed that there were fewer 
assignments within her classes. 

“In one class I had two labs and no 
tests before the final? Stevens said. Stevens 
pointed out that, because of this, students 
had to learn a lot of the material on their 
own. Aside from academics, rugby was a big 
part of her experience. 

“I went to almost every game,’ Stevens 
said. 

Stevens then discussed her housing 
accommodations. She stayed in a flat with 
two other roommates who were both from 
America. 

“The flats are like the quads on Etown’s 
campus,’ Stevens said. She then described 
some of the trips she went on. Stevens 
explained how BCA plans excursions for 
the group. There was a total of eight students 
within Stevens’ group. 

“All except three were from Etown,” 
Stevens said. She explained how she got to 
know new people as well as learning more 
about the people she already knew. 

“The group became a family; Stevens 


said. One of the places she went to early 
on in the semester was Wellington, where 
she visited a sheep farm on St. Patrick's day. 
Along with excursions, she also did some 
independent travel. 

“T went on a spontaneous road trip with 
my friends,’ Stevens said. 

During her time abroad she learned about 
the language and culture of Maori, which is 
a population indigenous to New Zealand. 
She gave some example of words she learned 
from their language and taught the audience 
a few words. Stevens also emphasized that 
there were also lots of opportunities to 
volunteer while she was there giving her the 
chance to explore the community. She also 
talked about how there were lots of hiking 
opportunities as well. 

Stevens closed with a brief discussion 
about some of the challenges she faced 
abroad. One was the fact that she had to be 
more independent at times. 

“There was no meal plan, but the flat had 
a kitchen,” Stevens said. Additionally, while 
abroad, her phone fell into the water during 
an excursion, and she had to buy a new 
phone plan for the rest of the trip. 

Along with being independent, Stevens 
also became homesick at times. 

“Skype your family and friends, but not 
too much or you will miss them more,’ 
Stevens said. The academics could also be 
stressful at times. Despite the challenges, 
Stevens feels she has grown as a person. 

“T faced my fears,” Stevens said. 

After the presentation Stevens opened 
the floor to questions. It helped students get 
more insight to studying aboard.

Final exam stress weighs heavy on Generation Z

inals season is a consistent thorn 

in the side of every college student, 
experienced twice a year as the semester 
ends. Since final exams encompass the 
work of an entire semester, these exams 
are often overwhelming for students. Final 
exams often account for a large portion of a 
course's final grade, which only adds to the 
pressure to succeed. 

To an extent, this stress has its place. It 
can motivate students to do their work and 
to stay on top of their studying. However, 
stress can also end up making it harder 
to focus. This point is emphasized by the 
Childline webgite, which said, “Stress can 
be good sometimes, it can help you to work 
harder and focus. But it can also have a big 
effect on you and make it hard to cope.” 

When students become so overwhelmed 
that they can’t do work, they need to adapt 
new strategies for stress-management. 
Stress. about exams can often be 
counterproductive, making it harder to 
study and causing stress to become cyclical 
and compounded. 

Studies conducted in recent years 
account for this increase in stress around 
finals. as being indicative of a broader 
sense of anxiety felt by Generation Z about 
the future as a whole. An article written 
by Bellinda Kontominas for ABC News 


anxiety that has come to fruition in recent 
years. 

“A national survey of 1000 young people 
aged between 14 and 25 revealed those 
experiencing worrying levels of exam 
stress had increased from 51.2 per cent in 
2017 to 65.1 per cent in 2018,” she said. 
“Traditionally, expectations from parents 
and schools have been among the greatest 
source of stress for young people.... 
However this year young people were 
increasingly worried about the future in 
general (42.8 per cent, compared to 37.1 per 
cent last year) and getting a job (38.2 per 
cent, compared to 29.6 per cent in 2017). 

This article also features a quote 
from Ashley de Silva, the chief executive 
of ReachOut. ReachOut is an online 
organization that works to provide students 
resources to handle their mental health. 
With regards to student anxieties about the 
future, de Silva said, “The growing number 
of young people worried about the future

Movie Review: Jojo Rabbit 


World War II satire is a meaningful commentary

sing the term “World War II 
Satire” might be  offputting 

for some, but that is the best way to 
quickly describe Jojo Rabbit (2019) 
directed by Taika Waititi. Despite 
the seemingly odd and edgy term, 
Jojo Rabbit is not meant to be edgy, 
in fact its intention was to, quote 
Waititi, “put an end to ignorance and 
replace it with love.” Waititi did just 
this by creating a film about a young 
boy who is a part of the Hitler youth 
named Jojo who discovers that his 
mother is hiding a young Jewish girl. 
His imaginary friend Adolf Hitler, 
played by Waititi, helps him navigate 
the world of nationalist Germany. 
Some might have some fears 
going into this film, or even just 
knowing it exists might make them 
nervous, but Waititi’s intention was 
not to instill fear into others. It was 
to provide commentary on Nazism, 
which unfortunately can still be seen 
today. Being a Polynesian Jewish man 
himself playing a cartoonish version of 
the infamous Adolf Hitler, he figured 
it was the best “forget you” (not quite 
the exact phrase used) to Hitler he 
could think of. Considering all of this, 
Waititi’s handling of what is obviously 
a very sensitive topic was incredibly 
classy and thoughtfully done. Jojo 
Rabbit is a beautiful film about 
acceptance, love, and the unlikely 
friendship between two children.

The acting in this film was 
phenomenal, especially considering 
the focus of the film was on the 
children. Roman Griffin Davis and 
Thomasin McKenzie star as Jojo and 
Elsa, and they stole the film from the 


-bigger names such as Scarlett Johansson 
and Rebel Wilson. Elsa, the young Jewish 
girl, is bitter with the world and for good 
reason. McKenzie is brilliant and plays 
this character with the utmost amount 
of energy, seemingly pouring herself 
into this role. Her character is quite 
heartbreaking, and she has created this 
character who the audience immediately 
feels for. Davis, on the other hand, has 
built this wonderful character, who the 
audience can't help but love, despite his 
obvious faults. He has been raised in a 
society where he has been told by many 
that Hitler is the person to follow. He 
admires Hitler, to the point of having 
an imaginary friend who is Adolf, albeit 
a negative one, and he sincerely has 
faith that Hitler is a great man. Davis 
made this naive character a wonderful 
one to follow throughout this story. 
Costuming was absolutely lovely 
in this film. Jojo’ mother, played by 
Scarlett Johansson, adorns a_ very 
recognizable pair of shoes that serve 
as a motif, and do not become an 
important part of the film until later 
in the film. They are shown constantly, © 
and the audience finds out why at a 
heartbreaking turn of events towards 
the end of the film. The other costumes 
were also quite amazing, the Hitler 
youth uniforms were quite amazing, 
and Johansson’s outfits were beautiful. 
Another element of the film that 
made it so visually beautiful was the 
cinematography.

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Student Senate proposes student initiatives fund for clubs

Hf: uesday, Nov. 19, a meeting was held 
in Gibble Auditorium to introduce 
the Student Initiatives Fund proposed 
by Student Senate. 

The meeting was led by junior 
Student Senate Treasurer Matthew 
Hetrick. Hetrick explained that the 
proposed initiative would consist of 
an additional $50 fee per semester, to 
be paid by all undergraduate students, 
which would provide Senate with 
increased funding to promote various 
types of student engagement on campus. 

According to the presentation, the 
Student Initiatives Fund would be 
beneficial because it would “enhance 
events and activities across campus, 
stimulate clubs and [their] ability 
to promote their missions, increase 
funding for individual scholarships and 
aid, enable the growth and continuance 
of campus-wide traditions and promote 
student involvement.” 

The current proposal has its origins 
in a proposition made to senators by 
College administrators for a “Student 
Activities Fee” in April. However, the 
decision was made to delay taking 
further action until the fall semester 
and the start of the new academic year, 
Hetrick said. 
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Student Senate revealed its proposal for a Student Initiatives Fund to 
benefit clubs on campus. Student vote will determine whether it Passes. 


The fee—which would be mandatory be included in students’ existing 
for all undergraduate students—would payments.each semester; however, the 





funds raised would be utilized solely 
by Student Senate, allowing them to be 
reinvested into the student body. 

If passed, the Student Initiatives 
Fund is projected to bolster funding 
for student events and activities by up 
to 67 percent. Funding for clubs, which 
currently consists primarily of one-time 
payment to new clubs, would increase 
by 160 percent. It is envisioned that this 
would likely take the form of a yearly 
allowance for all clubs on campus. The 
size of the increase is in response to a 
enormous uptick in funding requests 
Senate has received from clubs for 
individual expenses. 

“[Student Senate] has given much 
more money [to clubs this semester] 
than we did all of last year” Hetrick said. 

Undergraduate students will vote 
on whether to implement the fee via 
Canvas during the week of December 
1-6. Student Senate will present the 
results of the vote to the Board of 
Trustees in February 2020. 

In the event that the student body 
should vote against the proposal, 
Hetrick said that it would be the 
responsibility of Student Senate and the 
College administration to firmly express 
that to the Board of Trustees. 

However, the decision ultimately 
is contingent on how the Board itself 
votes. 

Should it be approved, the Student 
Initiatives Fund will be implemented 
beginning in the fall 2020 semester.

However, the FBI is warning 
people of the security risks of 
using them. 

A Smart TV is a TV with 
the capability to wirelessly 
connect to the Internet, 


which is necessary for using 
applications on the TV. 
This is especially crucial for 
using streaming services 
such as Netflix, Hulu and 
Amazon Prime Video. Many 
newer Smart TVs also are 
equipped with a camera and 
microphone for ease of access 
when browsing, which can 
be convenient with the lack 
of a keyboard usable without 
scrolling through on a remote 
controller. 

However, these additions 
open Smart TVs to security 
risks, according to Tech 
Crunch, though a majority of 
Smart TV manufacturers do 
not warn users of these risks. 
One of the biggest is the chance 
that the TV manufacturer 
and app developers could be 
listening to and/or watching 
users.

Another big risk is that 
a Smart TV can become a 
gateway into users’ homes for 
hackers since it is difficult — 
and often inconvenient for 
the user ~ to secure it like you 
could with a computer. Each 
Smart TV comes with its own 
software and is at the mercy 
of the TV manufacturer’s 
often irregular and unreliable 
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security patching schedule, 
so some devices are more 
susceptible to breaches than 
others. 

According to Yahoo 
News, “it is possible that 
your unsecured TV can give 
{a hacker] an easy way in 
the backdoor through your 
router,’ wrote the FBI. 

Like with TV manufacturers 
and app developers, hackers 
could take control of the 
camera and microphone in the 
Smart TVs and use them to 
listen to and watch users. 

Security breaches and cyber 
attacks are currently rare in 
Smart TVs, but they are still 
not unheard of, according to 
Yahoo News. For example, 
earlier this year, hackers 
hijacked thousands of Google 
Chromecast streaming sticks 
and_ broadcasted random 


videos to their victims. 

A major issue with Smart 
TVs, aside from the security 
breaches, is the amount of data 
collected from users. Popular 
Smart TV makers, such as 
Samsung and LG, collect 
information about the viewing 
habits of owners to help 
advertisers better target ads 
to the viewers. For example, 
a few years ago, Smart TV 
manufacturer Vizio paid $2.2 
million in fines after it was 
caught collecting user data 
without informing the viewers, 
according to Tech Crunch. 

If youare worried about your 
privacy, the FBI recommends 
taping over unused Smart 
TV ‘cameras, keeping up-to- 
date on patches and fixes and 
reading the privacy policy for 
a better understanding of the 
capabilities of your Smart TV.

traditions from other cultures are 
limited on campus. 

“The goal ofthe Traditions Committee 
is to preserve existing traditions on 
campus,” senior communications major 
and Chair of the Senate Traditions 
Committee Maggie Fix said in an email 
interview. However, Fix noted how the 
Traditions Committee did not intend to 
create any new traditions for this year’s 
Tree Lighting Ceremony.

“We are open to...partnering with other 
organizations to support their events,” 
she said. “We frequently financially 
support initiatives of clubs like these, 
however, we have not asked or been 


asked to help plan or execute those 
events.” 

Junior Victoria Young serves as the 
secretary of Hillel, a club for Jewish 
students on campus. Young emphasized 
how Hillel is selling kippot to raise 
money to buy a menorah to light at 
the Tree Lighting Ceremony in future 
years, as well as previously made latkes 
for Hanukkah. “I definitely think they 
should include more diverse traditions 
for the holidays,’ she said. She also 
described how food from other cultures 
could be incorporated into the College's 
holiday traditions to “teach students 
about other cultures.” 

Leading up to winter break, Midnight 
Paint Night will be offered Dec. 6 with 
the intention of students painting 
an image of their religious and/or 
spiritual beliefs. While the College has 
been limited in its cultural diversity 
for holiday festivities, Midnight Paint 
Night is the closest to an event that 
celebrates other cultural traditions 
besides Christmas. 
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The holiday traditions at Etown are often very anticipated by students, 
faculty and staff alike. One of the most popular is Thanksgiving dinner.

successful and popular on campus. Jones said that 
in her most recent report, there have been over 
350,000 check-ins at the Bowers Center, which 
to her is an impressive number when considering 
the size of the Etown campus. She also reported 
that between 97 to 98 percent of the student body 
has visited the Bowers Center at least once. 

“T really think that it’s met [usage] expectations 
so far,’ Jones said. “Now the challenge is going to 
be to make sure that it continues to increase and 
stay steady with where were at” 

Now that the Bowers Center has been up and 
running for a semester, Etown is ready to start 
adding new programs and opportunities to its 
existing programming. Recently, Vice President 
for Student Life Dr. Celestino Limas and the 
Office of Marketing and Communications sent 
an email Monday, Dec. 2 announcing the new 
employee spouse and family membership plans 
for the Bowers Center. Employees can register 
their spouses or dependents starting Monday, 
Dec. 9 for an access plan, with the facility officially 
opening to them Monday, Jan. 6. 

In addition to that, Jones said to expect other 
changes in the spring semester. Most prominently, 
the Bowers Center will be adjusting its hours 
of operation due to a lack of use during the late 
evenings. Jones said the building will be closing an 
hour earlier, and, since the Bowers Center closes 
at midnight most days, that means once spring 


comes, the building will close at 11 p.m. 

“Right now, a lot of what we're doing is trial and 
error, Jones said. “With the data that we collect, it 
really helps us to make informed decisions about 
what we want to do going forward” 

Beyond just what changes will be implemented 
in the spring, Jones said she hopes to have more 
events with the demonstration kitchen, since 
much of the programming done this fall has had 
full attendance. She also shared that a longtime 
goal of hers is to add a personal trainer program, 
allowing students to get certified and help train 
other students, faculty and staff. 

Once the Bowers Center has been open for a 
year or so, Jones said that opens the door for more 
programming opportunities after things grow 
more stable. 

But, for now, Jones said shes happy with where 
things are and with all the positive feedback the 
building has received. 

“Its definitely been overwhelming in the best 
way possible,” Jones said. “Seeing the reaction 
that people get when they come in the building is 
something that I enjoy the most.” 

The Bowers Center has had a strong opening 
semester, and Jones said she hopes it will keep 
improving with every semester after this. 

“T just hope that it's going to continue to get 
better and better,’ Jones said. “The only direction 
we have to go is up from here?” 





Elizabethtown College's status as 
a college, future plans examined

R=. there has been talk among students 
at Elizabethtown College will be renamed 
to Elizabethtown University in the near future. 
But what is the difference between a college and 
a university? 

The titles of “college” and “university” 
are not interchangeable. A college only has 
undergraduate degrees and programs (though 
there are some exceptions) and are typically 
smaller than universities. 

A university offers both undergraduate 
and graduate degrees and programs, and they 
typically have a larger student body. Many 
universities also have subdivisions called colleges 
that focus on a specific academic area, such 
as the College of Business or the College of 
Engineering. Alternatively, they may have schools 
for professional studies, such as a law school or 
medical school. 

Because of their size, universities often offer 
more degrees and programs than colleges, though 
that is not always the case. 

A higher education institution does not 
simply become a university overnight; the 
university must meet certain requirements for 
five consecutive years to receive this classification. 
It must have a graduate studies program (with 
any associated programs) that is separate from 
the undergraduate program and the entire 
organization itself. 

The institution must also have staff whose 
primary responsibility is administering the 
graduate and professional programs. It must have 
an undergraduate studies program that leads to 
a bachelor’s degree in a wide range of academic 
subjects, as well as a graduate studies program 
that leads to advanced degrees in a minimum of 
three academic or professional fields. 

The institution must also be able to financially 
support its graduate and professional programs, 
which includes the facilities and equipment 
required by students, professors and staff to 
exhibit the level of work needed for these 


programs. 

Finally, the institution must be accredited and, 
depending on the state, possibly licensed and 
incorporated within the state. 

Etown offers a variety of undergraduate 
degree programs as well as pre-professional 
studies and advanced degrees. Students interested 
in advanced degrees in health professions, law or 
education have the option to participate in special 
advising programs or cooperative programs with 
affiliate graduate or professional schools. 

Etown combines specialized undergraduate 
studies with direct admission to graduate school, 
which can save students one to three years of 
study. It also has a unique occupational therapy 
program, which provides students with a Bachelor 
of Science (BS) in Health Science along with a 
Master of Science (MS) in Occupational Therapy 
or Occupational Therapy Doctorate (OTD). 

The program requires five years of academic 
study and six months of clinical fieldwork and 
is offered exclusively to Etown students. The 
upcoming Physician Assistant (PA) program 
offers two entry options: a combined BS/MS 
degree over five and a half years or a standalone 
master’s degree over 25 months for students with 
a bachelor’s degree. 

With all of this information about advanced 
programs, is Etown becoming a university? 
Vice President of Student Life Celestino Limas 
provided the answer. 

“(T]he College is not considering a change 
to university at this time, as we are focused 
on enhancing our academic offerings and the 
student experience,’ he said. 

Associate Dean of Institutional Effectiveness, 
Research and Planning and Associate Professor 
of Political Science Kyle C. Kopko '05 said in an 
email this rumor, for lack of a better term, has 
been circulating even since he was a student at 
the College. 

"This has been the subject of discussion ever 
since I was a student. When I was a student, 
the College often boasted that Etown offered 
university programs in a college setting," Kopko 
said. 

However, Kopko agreed with Limas that the 
College has no plans to pursue a university status 
at this time.

tudent Senate’s meeting 

Thursday, Nov. 21 was dedicated 
to its semesterly senior leadership 
meeting. This is where senators invite 
members of the senior leadership 
team to give presentations, ask 
for students’ opinions and answer 
questions. This meeting included six 
members of senior leadership. 

President Cecilia McCormick 
and Vice President for Student Life 
Dr. Celestino Limas began with 
a presentation about the changes 
being made to the housing contract. 
Starting with the 2020-2021 school 
year, rising seniors who wish to 
move off campus will be allowed to 
with a decreased buyout fee by 50 
percent, estimated to be $2,987 for 
this year. This means that any rising 
senior, defined as eligible to graduate 


in May 2021, may be permitted to 


move off campus at a discounted 


- rate. Those interested must fill out a 


form on JayWeb by Friday, Dec. 13 at 
5 p.m. However, students have until 
the start of the spring semester to put 
their name back into the on-campus 
housing selection. Rising seniors will 


also need to complete the “Good © 


Neighbor” training presented by 
Community Living and provide 
a copy of their lease by May I to 


qualify for the 50 percent reduction, 
_ Rising seniors that wish to remain 


on campus will receive a reserved 
parking space when they register 


their car. Currently, Limas said 
that fifth-year students may not be 
guaranteed a reserved parking space, 


depending on how this plan unfolds. 

McCormick also spoke about 
renovations happening over winter 
break. The dance studio in the 
Baugher Student Center (BSC) 


will receive a new floor, paint job 


and HVAC system. In addition, all 
residence hall restrooms will be deep 
cleaned and shower ceilings will be 


_ repaired where needed. 


The other presentation from senior 


leadership was from Vice President 
for Enrollment Management John 
‘Champoli. He began by addressing 


the new changes to the Blue Jay 
Ambassador program, formerly 
known as the Jaywalkers. In addition 
to the name change, they have been 


given a new tour route that includes 

giving prospective students the 
option between a free smoothie or a_ 
free carrot cake from the Fresh Nest. 


The meeting then opened up 
to general questions. Sophomore 


Cece Sadek and senior Margaret’ 


Fix both asked questions about the 
admissions changes, specifically 
the name change and the new open 
house and group tour programs, 
respectively. Champoli responded 
that all of the changes have had 
positive feedback from prospective 
students—96.7 percent positive 
according to admissions surveys. 
Another theme throughout the 


“meeting was questions regarding 
- diversity on campus, which is related _ 
to the gine of 2023's advocacy 


on how to build a more inclusive 
community. Limas stated that 
they can control the climate at 
Elizabethtown College, but not the 
borough climate, which plays a 
key role. McCormick also said that 
the college needs to set the tone 
and deepen relationships with the 
borough, and the main way to do 
that is through service. 

Junior Giovanni Zapata followed 
with a question about the possibility 
ofa training program for faculty and 
staff on better serving minority and 
LGBTQ students. Vice President 
for Finance and Strategy Gerald 
Silberman, who oversees Human 
Resources, said that he wants Vice 
President for Academic Affairs and 
Dean of Faculty Dr. Betty Rider to 
help deliver these types of programs 
to the faculty and staff. 

m a little surprised we don’t have 
them,” Silberman said after talking 
about looking into implementing 
new training programs. 

The final question regarding 
diversity came from first-year Jalen 
Belgrave about how admissions 
has changed to build diversity on 
campus. Champoli responded that 
the College has two representatives 
of color covering 150 college 
fairs, including new locations, for 
recruitment. In addition, Assistant 
Director of Admissions Hosman “Oz” 


_Uraga-Barba has the responsibility of 


coordinating Hispanic and Latinx 
recruitment, allowing him to cover 


“new fairs as well. 


Other questions included ones 
about donations, directed to 
Vice President for Institutional 
Advancement and Community 
Relations David Beidleman, as well as 
about the College's recent rebranding 
within marketing strategies, towards 


the Director of Communications 


Keri Straub. 

Senior Pleasant Sprinkle- 
Williams asked about new academic 
programs, which Champoli replied 
by saying that there are some “on the 
horizon.” He also added that the new 
Physician Assistant (PA) program 


has 400 applications already. 


McCormick said that she is 
looking to create a better “bridge” 
between the two schools, the 
traditional college and the School of 
Continuing and Professional Studies 
(SCPS). Limas encouraged senators 
to hold a meeting with Rider to 
discuss ideas for future programs. 

_ The meeting with senior leadership 
ended with a few students calling 
attention to course registration 
problems. Senior Holly Francescone 


said that students weren't aware 


of classes that professors had to 
register them for and some found 
it confusing that not all core classes 
were labelled as such. 

Senior Emily Perry added that 
many music therapy students 
were unable to register for classes 


that they’re currently taking the 


prerequisite for. McCormick said 


that she will look into these issues.

College students put on The 
Etown Shorts Fest VIII. The program 
included five short plays, “Death

She directed “Rise” by Crystal 
Skillman. 

“Directing is a lot of work, but 


really great working with the people to 
bring the characters to life, especially 
because live theatre is really important. 
It teaches leadership,” she said. Baker 
said she enjoyed the experience and 
would love to direct again in the future. 
Despite seeing her directed piece being 
performed as “nerve-wracking,” she 
also found it rewarding knowing all 
the work that had gone into it. Plus she 
said that she liked watching how the 
audience reacted throughout the play. 

Senior Tasha Lewis wrote “The 
Garden.” She has written plays before 
in a playwright class, but never as 
long as this one. As she gains more 
experience, she said that she wants to 
write full-length plays.

With business 
administration, you are set up to get into 
anything ... it keeps the options pretty wide 
open.” 

The advice that Weaver gave to current 
students is the following: “Really enjoy your 
time [at Etown] ... it's up and down a little 
bit, but try and make the best of it.” 





Understanding finance, money as a college student

BY with classes, work and 
extracurriculars, many college 


students may not realize how much 
they spend every week or month, or just 
how easily those little purchases add up. 
Ending up without money to pay routine 
bills or without money for emergencies 
is a frequent issue among college-aged 
adults.

There 
are plenty of simple first steps for college 
students to take in obtaining financial 
security. 

Asking yourself how youd like to 
improve your finances is a smart place to 
start. Do you want to make fewer frivolous 
purchases? Do you want to keep better track 
of where your money ends up every pay- 
cycle? Do you want to start saving towards 
a big purchase or start an emergency fund? 
Be sure your goals are realistic; if you need 
to make a lot of improvements, it may be 
best to prioritize and start with the most 
straightforward or critical tasks. Upon 
realizing your goals, you should strategize, 
develop an action plan and set smaller 
targets to meet along the way. 

To figure out a financial strategy, 
students should consider what’s missing 
from their savings (or lack thereof).

com is another site run by Visa that 
provides free educational materials, budget 
planning guides and budgeting apps for 
people of all ages.

Director of the Elizabethtown College 
Accounting Program Professor Terrie 
Riportella, considers students’ most 
common finance mistake to be their failure 
to keep track of expenditures. 

‘A lot of the time in my personal finance 
class I have students who aren't keeping 
track of their bank account. I have them do 
a bank reconciliation to make them take a 
look at what kind of purchases are hitting 
their bank statements hardest. . . students 
who aren't regularly monitoring may not 
even realize when they've been victims of 
identity theft or when their accounts have 


been overdrawn," she said. 

Riportella suggested students utilize 
finance management apps and online 
resources to keep track of expenditures 
and rogue transactions. Mint is a free, 
trustworthy app downloadable through 
Apple and Google Play that allows its users 
to link their credit and debit accounts 
and get monthly summaries of how they 
spend their money. Apart from Mint, there 
are plenty of free finance management 
calculators and trackers available online 
and in the App Store. Some students might 
also benefit from setting aside money for 
purchases at the start of every month, 
capping their coffee purchases ahead of 
time at $25 or their clothing budget at $30. 

Riportella also suggested students 
struggling to keep track of their finances 
take advantage of resources available on 
campus. PSECU provides free finance 
management seminars during the semester 
for interested students and is a great option 
for students looking to open a credit card 
and start building a good credit score. 
As well, Riportella will be teaching a 
personal financial planning course in the 
fall 2020 semester for students looking for 
short and long-term guidance on finance 
management. 

Overall, there are many resources, 
pathways and opportunities available for 
students seeking to improve their financial 
stability. The resources and methods 
outlined above serve to aid students 
regardless of their financial well-being; 
even those who are skilled in budgeting 
may benefit from use of a long-term 
savings calculator or from consulting 
an office here on campus. Financial 
status aside, every student on campus is 
individually responsible for their finances. 
It is important for every student to remain 
aware of their financial needs and address 
them head-on to ensure a financially-stable 
college experience and future.

Hardwood floors, fresh paint. Sleek 
black cabinets. All new appliances and 
new furniture. 

The Vera Hackman Apartment North 
(VHAN) renovations are finished, and 
students have started moving in. 

The renovations of VHAN began over 
the summer of 2019, beginning with the 
HVAC system. Elizabethtown College 
worked with Warfel Construction to do 
a complete renovation in the building 
during the fall 2019 semester, finally 
completing them Friday, Nov. 22. 

Students living in the Vera Hackman 
Apartments South (VHAS) began 
moving into their new apartments on 
Thursday, Nov. 28. The move has been 
organized into two waves, with half of 
the apartments finishing their move 
into VHAN by Dec. 4, and the other 
half moving between Dec. 5 and Dec. 
15. Facilities Management has provided 
students with dollies and carts to assist 
with the move. 

“In terms of waves, I think people have 
been happy with it” Interim Assistant 
Director of Community Living Michelle 
Henry said. “Wave One went really well, 
they’re all checked out of South and there 
wasn't chaos. [The waves] allowed us to 


better meet the needs of students, as we 
only had to manage 11 units at a time.” 

The main downside of the move 
occurring during this portion of the 
semester is the additional dimension 
of stress as students are preparing and 
taking finals. 

“Moving in general is stressful,” 
senior Hannah Paymer said. “Doing it 
in two groups where you only have a 
certain amount of time to get out is also 
stressful.” 

“I think it was the smartest way to 
do [the move] honestly? junior Alissa 
Stoneking said. “I’m glad they let us 
move before winter break, because I 
think coming back from winter break 
and having to move wasn’t something 
I wanted to do, as I'd just be thinking 
about it all break. Now I can just go to 
winter break and it’s all taken care of.” 

Throughout the renovation and 
design process, the Office of Community 
Living reached out to students to get their 
thoughts and input on the apartment 
design, as well as the furniture choices. 
Student voices have been an important 
part throughout the process, but now 
students are finally seeing everything 
together. 

“Tm interested to hear what students 
have to say,” Henry said. “It’s exciting; it’s 
fun to be part of the process of getting 
the students something new. I think [the 
apartments] are beautiful. It was a nice 
upgrade. We're really happy with what

the construction company did. It looks 
more modern.” 

So far, most of the reviews of the new 
apartments are positive. 

“[The new apartment] is definitely 
better quality than South,” Stoneking 
said. 

“You walk in and it looks like a hotel, 


and then you walk into your room and 
you go ‘Oh wait, I live here!” Paymer 
said. “It just throws you off. I think it 
looks really sharp.” 

Once everyone moves out of VHAS, 
the renovations there will begin. The 
plan is for the renovations in VHAS to 
be finished by summer 2020. 





Remembering Professor Jobie Riley

jee month, Elizabethtown College lost 
an important member of our campus 
community. Rev. Dr. Jobie Riley (1928- 
2019) was professor of communication 
arts for 27 years from 1961 to 1988. 

A native of Ohio, Riley graduated 
from one of our Church of the Brethren 
sister schools, Manchester University, in 
North Manchester, Indiana. An ordained 
minister in the Church of the Brethren, 
Riley was an alum of the denomination’s 
Bethany Theological Seminary in 
Richmond, Indiana. He earned his 
Master's degree at Northwestern 
University in Evanston, Illinois. He 
began his doctoral studies at Columbia 
University and earned his PhD at Temple 
University. 

From 1958 to 1960, he taught English, 
speech and debate at MacCormac Junior 
College in Chicago. In 1961, Etown 
president Rev. Dr. Roy E. MacAuley 
established the department of speech, 
hiring Riley to create the program. 
MacAuley taught English and was an 
enthusiast for debate and forensics. 

In the 1920s through 1930s, 
Elizabethtown College was nationally 
recognized for its many student debate 
teams. 

MacAuleywaskeenonbuildingalegacy 
of debate and forensics. In 1964, Riley 
established the annual Elizabethtown 
College Forensic Tournament in which 
Blue Jays competed against colleges and 
universities throughout Pennsylvania. 
By 1969, 34 colleges participated in the 
tournament on our campus with these 
categories: debate, oratory, extemporary 


speaking and interpretative reading. 

Blue Jays membership in the forensics 
national honors society Tau Kappa Alpha 
increased significantly under Riley's 
mentorship. In 1936, Etown president 
Rev. Dr. Ralph W. Schlosser, who taught 
English and debate, established the 
Etown chapter of Tau Kappa Alpha. 

In ~1961, former Pennsylvania 
Governor James M. Duff instituted a 
cash prize of $25 awarded to the most 
valuable student debater. Throughout 
the 1960s-1980s, the College won several 
awards and trophies for excellence in 
speech and debate competitions. 

Riley was a member of the 
Elizabethtown Church of the Brethren, 
where he served as a deacon. He was a 
student of history, particularly Anabaptist 
and American colonial religious history. 
He was an expert on Conrad Beissel, the 
founder of the Ephrata Cloister. 

His scholarship was recognized by 
our Young Center for Anabaptist and 
Pietist Studies, which in 2000, published 
a bibliography he compiled of the 
scholarship on the Ephrata Cloister. His 
doctoral dissertation is entitled: “An 
Analysis of the Debate Between Johann 
Conrad Beissel and Various Eighteenth 
Century Contemporaries Concerning 
the Importance of Celibacy.” 

Riley authored a number of 
scholarly peer reviewed articles about 
Anabaptist history as well as speech and 
debate. In 1988, the National Speech 
Communication Association published a 
bibliography he compiled of scholarship 
on preaching, homiletics and religious 
public speaking. 

In 2016, Riley authored the play, “Ben 
Franklin Meets the Brethren/Dunkers.” 
This was performed at the Germantown 
Church of the Brethren at the annual 
re-enactment of the Revolutionary War 


Battle of Germantown. 

Riley was the parliamentarian for our 
faculty assembly and at one time served 
as president of faculty assembly. He 
played an important role in the creation 
of our communications department. 

Riley set the stage for our award 
winning mock trial team, established 
in 1995, which participates in various 
intercollegiate competitions. 

It was my honor to serve with 
Riley on the board of directors for 
the Elizabethtown Historical Society. 
In 2018, we collaborated on leading 


a historic walking tour of houses of 


worship in Elizabethtown Borough. He 
was in his nineties and his presentation 


on the history of the Elizabethtown 


Church of the Brethren was riveting. 


Everyone on the tour remarked on the 
interesting content, but especially on the 


excellence of his public speaking. 

The first time I met Riley was in 
1996. I was teaching a class about the 
Anabaptist and Historic Peace Churches 
in Lancaster County. The course was 
part of a program we used to have called 
Institute for Learning in Retirement 
offered by what used to be known as the 
Center of Continuing Education. 


There were a number of retired faculty 


and staff from the Collége taking the 
class and folks from the local community.

more than the teacher in this case. 

Riley quickly put my fear at rest. He 
told me he did his homework. He knew 
I had been a scholar in residence at the 
Young Center for Anabaptist and Pietist 
Studies; he was familiar with my Master's 
thesis about the Old Order Mennonites 
of Pennsylvania and Virginia; he had 
read the scholarship I authored about 
this subject. He was taking my class to 
listen, learn and engage in the discourse. 

Riley was kind and gracious, we 
learned from each other and he 
demonstrated all the positive things 
about the Historic Peace Church 
tradition which makes Etown such a 
special place. We shall indeed miss Jobie 
Riley and we recognize this college and 
our academic community is all the better 
because of his important contributions.

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Event scheduling has new formal structure

O; a vibrant, tradition-oriented campus 
like Elizabethtown College, scheduling 
an abundance of student events is critical 
to upholding that vibrancy. However, 
maintaining a full schedule of varied events, 
many of which require specific spaces, 
services and personnel, can be difficult. 
With the implementation of new scheduling 
measures this semester, the Scheduling 
Office hopes to improve the process of 
event scheduling on campus and ensure a 
continued schedule full of diverse, engaging 
events. 

As of the 2020/2021 academic year, the 
scheduling office plans to implement new 
procedures in event scheduling. According 
to the Scheduling Office page on the College 
website, the new program promotes ease of 
scheduling and draws attention to the ways 
singular events relate to the overall event 
calendar. 

“The most impactful change to the 
scheduling process is that instead of our 
current scheduling process of a first come, 
first served process on campus, a formal 
structure has been developed,” senior 
manager of Special Events and Summer 
Programs Joe Hudzick said in an email 
interview. ms 

Under the new program, campus events are 
designated as one of four categories. Criteria 
for categorization include importance to the 
core mission of the College or its departments, 
benefits to the College community, required 
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The Scheduling Office hopes that the new process for event scheduling reduces 
competing events and increases collaboration in the campus community. 


resources and number of attendees. This 
approach to categorization is calied the 
“tiered scheduling approach,’ with each event 
being sorted into an appropriate tier. 

At the top of the structure are Signature 
College events, which are vital to the College 
community as a whole and uphold the 
College’s core principles and values. These 
events are scheduled by the Scheduling 
Office well in advance and are given priority 
over events of all other tiers. Signature 
College events include Convocation, 
Commencement, Endowed Lectures (Leffler, 
Ware, etc.) and Scholarship & Creative Arts 


Day (SCAD). 

The second tier consists of Platinum 
events. Placed just under the Signature 
College events, events designated Platinum 
are still important to the College community 
and core principles; they may also require 
significant resources or have historically 
large attendance numbers. These events are 
also the responsibility of the Scheduling 
Office and are planned alongside Signature 
College events, but they are not given the 
same absolute precedence as the higher tier.

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Campus body 
votes against 
Initiative Fund

n the fall 2019 semester, the 

Elizabethtown College Student 
Senate rolled out a plan for a student 
vote on whether or not to institute an 
activity fund. 

Senate worked the whole fall 
semester to determine a plan for 
exactly what fund to bring to the 
student body and the final proposal 
ended up being $50 per semester. 

If instituted, this $50 per semester 
would go to Student Senate to fund 
student clubs, scholarships, activities 
and more: 

The vote that went to the student 
body in the beginning of December 
was purely to say yes or no to the 
$50 fee. The vote was 75% no with an 
insignificant number of voters, only 
425 students. 

Student Senate will bring the results 
of the vote to the end of January Board 
of Trustees meeting where the Board 
could still decide to pass the fund, even 
though the students voted against it. 

In the senate meeting Thursday 
Jan. 16, Vice President for Student Life 
Dr. Celestino Limas told the senate 
that although that is a possibility, it is 
unlikely, as the fund was so negatively 
received by the students. 

Junior Student Senate Treasurer 
Matthew Hetrick and the rest of the 
Senate Finance Committee were the 
senators who put together the proposal 
for the student vote. 

Hetrick told Senate that although 
the results were not statistically 
significant, it still gave Senate a good 
understanding of what student do and 
do not want. 

He and the other members of the 
executive cabinet of Senate will tell the 
Board of Trustees some of the reasons 
why students were so opposed to the 
fund. 

Limas told Senate that he supports 
the recommendation that comes from 
the students and will do so publicly at 
the Board meeting. 

Senate President senior Holly 
Francescone ensured the students 
that she will be transparent about the 
number of votes that were received. 

Senate emailed out a memo to 
the student body that discussed the 
results of the vote and made sure 
that the student body is aware that 
the information will be relayed to the 
board but that they have the final say 
either way. 

Some students, such as first-year 
Andrew Furman, a Student Senate 
President, were in favor of the fund. 

Furman said that the fund would 
ensure more events that students 
would enjoy.

they all the video sponsors claim they 
are? 

When trying to access a website, 
the users web browser sends a 
request over the internet to a website's 
server for whatever is at the entered 


URL. The server then responds by 
sending the requested data. A virtual 
private network (VPN) adds extra 
steps along the way. Before sending 
the request, it is encrypted by the 
VPN software running locally on 
the user's computer. This encrypted 
request is then sent over the internet 
to the VPN server, which decrypts it 
and sends the request to the server of 
the website you are trying to access. 
This data flow is then reversed. The 
server responds by sending the 
webpage information to the VPN 
server, which encrypts it and sends 
that encrypted response to your 
computer. The local VPN software 
then decrypts it. 

VPNs are commonly used to 
protect a computer's network traffic. 
Using one can hide the data sent over 
the internet from the user's internet 
service provider and can be used to 
bypass a firewall. If the VPN server 
is in a different country from the

user, connecting to the VPN can 
trick a website to thinking the user 
is in the server's country. Many users 
of commercial VPN clients take 


advantage of this feature to bypass. 


region-locks on online media. 
Many VPN companies that 

sponsor online videos emphasize 

a need to use their VPN service for 
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users to protect their passwords and 
other sensitive information while 
on public Wi-Fi networks. While 
this was a very real threat in recent 
years, internet security is constantly 
improving. Any website that requires 
a password or any other sensitive 
information to be entered is most 
likely using the HTTPS protocol, 
which ensures a secure, encrypted 
connection. Most modern web 
browsers also alert the user if they 
believe a website is unsecured. The 
VPN does still add a layer of privacy 
to the connection, though. An 
HTTPS connection simply ensures 
that the content of the webpage is 
encrypted; it doesn't hide which 
website an internet user is connecting 
to, while a VPN hides that as well. 
Itis important to realize that while 
a VPN hides website information 
from a user's own internet provider 
and network, the VPN provider 
needs to have that information in 


order to connect the user to the 
website. Therefore, the provider 
would be theoretically able to log a 
user's browsing information, similar 
to how a browser logs browsing 
history. VPN providers often 
advertise that they do not keep any 
logs. 

Just as important as their policy 
on logging is the location of the VPN — 
company and the VPN server. There 
are several international intelligence 
alliances, the three that are most often 
mentioned regarding VPNs are Five 
Eyes, Nine Eyes and 14 Eyes. Being 
intelligence agreements, much about 
them is hidden from the public, but it 
is known that some of these include 
details on sharing information 
between countries. When these 
agreements are combined with some 
of the member countries’ intrusive 
surveillance, it is clear why the most 
privacy conscious users avoid these 
countries. ; 


President Trump impeached, trial in Senate commences

ince formal impeachment inquiries into President 

Donald Trump began last October, on which The 
Etownian reported in Issue 6, the United States House 
of Representatives voted to impeach Trump for abuse 
of power and obstruction of Congress in a 230 to 197 
vote on Dec. 18. It is the third time in U.S. history that 
a U.S. president has been impeached. 

The vote on impeachment followed a three month 
investigation in the House over a whistleblower 
complaint. The complaint accused Trump of abusing 
his power by withholding military aid to solicit an 
investigation from Ukrainian President Volodymyr 
Zelensky into Trump's political rivals. Asking a 
foreign government to investigate a political rival is 


against U.S. law. 

The vote for impeachment was along party lines, 
with all but two Democrats voting to impeach Trump, 
and no Republicans voting in favor of impeachment. 

The articles of impeachment were delivered to 
the United States Senate, where Chief Justice John 
G. Roberts, Jr. presides over the Senate trial, which 
will determine whether Trump will be acquitted 
or convicted and removed from office. In order to 
convict and remove Trump from office, two-thirds 
of the Senate need to vote in favor of it, an unlikely 
outcome considering the Republican majority in the 
Senate, according to The New York Times. So far, no 
president has been removed from office. 

Seven House Democrats are acting as impeachment 
managers who present the case that was collected in 
the impeachment inquiry, while the White House has 
a group of lawyers who will act as Trump's defense. 

Wednesday, Jan. 29, the eighth full day of the Senate 
trial, House Democratic prosecutors and Trump's 


legal team presented their cases, and senators began 
the debate on whether to allow witnesses to speak at 
the trial, like former national security adviser John 
Bolton. Bolton claims in a coming book that Trump 
told him he wished to leverage the military aid to 
pressure Ukraine into helping with the investigation, 
which would support the abuse of power article of 
impeachment, according to the Associated Press. 

Democrats are calling for Bolton and others to be 
allowed to speak, arguing that witness testimony is 
necessary for a fair trial. Republicans argue that the 
Democrats should have demanded witnesses prior to 
the start of the trial. According to the Associated Press, 
GOP Senators were warned by Party leadership that 
including Bolton in the trial could result in months- 
long legal battles that could delay a potential acquittal. 

The question of whether witnesses will be called 
has not been answered yet. Questions are expected to 
continue Thursday and voting on whether to include 
witnesses may happen as early as Friday. 











Etown professor publishes book about Turkey-West relations 


by Elizabeth Gipe 
Copy Chief 
newseditor@etown.edu 


lizabethtown College Professor of Political 
Science and Endowed Chair of International 
Studies Dr. Oya Dursun-Ozkanca_ recently 


published a book by Cambridge University 


Press titled “Turkey-West Relations: The Politics 
of Intra-alliance Opposition” This book arrives 
at a point of worsening relations between Turkey 
and its Western allies, with Dursun-Ozkanca 
explaining how and why Turkey has been 
drifting further away from its allies. 

The book uses six case studies spanning from 
2010 to mid-2019 to examine the evolution of 
Turkish foreign policy behavior towards the 
West. Many of the incidents covered in the book 
occurred after Dursun-Ozkanca began writing 
the book in 2013. Dursun-Ozkanca continued 
monitoring the situation between Turkey and its 
Western allies to find developments that would 
help us understand Turkey's motives. 

The case studies include Turkeys foreign 
policy in the Western Balkans, the Turkish 
veto of the European Union (EU) and North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) security 
exchange, the refugee deal between Turkey 
and the EU, Turkey's energy policies, Turkey's 
rapprochement with Russia and Turkey's foreign 
policy on Syria and Iraq. 


“Each of [these case studies] are really 
important for us to see the change in Turkey's 
relations with the West? Dursun-Ozkanca said. 
“The sequence of developments examined in 
these case studies points to an interesting trend, 
she argued. 

In addition to case studies, Dursun- 
Ozkanca’s book uses over 200 interviews with 
diplomats, policymakers, academics, journalists 
and government officials. The interviewees were 
from Turkey, Serbia, Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
the United States, Cyprus, Germany and the 
United Kingdom. Dursun-Ozkanca triangulated 
the content of these interviews to supplement 
her arguments. 

“I would basically cross-check the facts to 
compare what my interviewees were telling me 
with the accounts from newspapers, journals 
and history books for accuracy,’ Dursun- 
Ozkanca said. “I would integrate the insights 
gained through these interviews into my analysis 
throughout the book” 

Dursun-Ozkanca decided to write this book 
when she was a Visiting Fellow at the London 
School of Economics (LSE). 

“There, I was talking to some of my 
colleagues, and we identified that there was a gap 
in the literature, because most of the academic 

literature on Turkish foreign policy at the time 
was based on Europeanization theory; Dursun- 
Ozkanca said, “To me the Europeanization 
theory [no longer explained] the Turkish foreign 
policy behavior vis-a-vis the West” 


From there, Dursun-Ozkanca reorganized Ru. s \. ELV 


the tools of statecraft—tools nations use when 
dealing with other nations—that are identified 
in the international relations literature into three 
classifications: boundary testing, challenging 
and breaking. In the book, Dursun-Ozkanca 
usesa Venn diagram to show the overlapping and 
the exclusive elements to these three categories. 
These classifications helped shape Dursun- 
Ozkanca’s main thesis in the book regarding the 
evolution of Turkish foreign policy. 

“Turkish foreign policy starts with boundary 
testing in the initial years under study, then 
goes into boundary-challenging, and now 
increasingly into boundary-breaking behaviors, 
Dursun-Ozkanca said. She added, “boundary 
testing does not inevitably lead to boundary 
challenging, and boundary challenging does 
not automatically lead to boundary breaking, 
and any escalation in bilateral relations may 
revert back to a lower-intensity intra-alliance 
opposition behavior, as long as the damage is 
not irreparable” 

Dursun-Ozkanca theorized that we are going 
to see more hard balancing from Turkey against 
NATO, the EU and the United States in the 
future, based on Turkish foreign policy’s current 
trajectory. 

Dursun-Ozkanca said the intended audience 
of her book includes policymakers, academics, 
foreign policy experts and graduate and 
undergraduate students who wish to understand 
the situation between Turkey and the West. 
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Dr. Dursun-Ozkanca's examines Turkish 
foreign policy through case studies. 


Her book has been endorsed by a number 
of experts in foreign policy and International 
Relations. One of the endorsers, former United 
States Ambassador to Turkey Ross L. Wilson, 
spoke of Dursun-Ozkanca’s argument and 
assessment of the literature. 

“The intellectual structure she aims to give 
to the interplay of disparate strands of Turkey's 
foreign and defense policies and actions is 
thought-provoking” Wilson's endorsement 
of the book says. “Her books review of the 
literature and compendium of detail will be 
helpful to scholars on the period”

Furman said he believes that 
the fund would have been a great 
way-to get a new approach on 
events at Etown. ;

He said he does not believe that 
the money from the fund would 
be able to be used in the near 
future because of the gravity of the 
events that Senate is proposing.

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Tiered scheduling prioritizes crucial events 


Platinum events include Homecoming, 
the Thanksgiving Dinner, and Mr. 
Etown. 

Under Platinum is the Gold tier. 
Gold events must meet at least two of 
three criteria: they must be crucial to 
a particular department or group on 
campus, require a specialized location 
and/or historically draw an audience 
of over 250 attendees. These events are 
instead registered by staff members from 
the sponsoring organization between 
December and February of the previous 
year. Gold tier events’ include Into the 
Streets, Relay for Life, and Emotion 
performances. 

The fourth and final tier is the Silver 
tier. Silver events must be important in the 
function of a department or organization 
on campus, require a specific location 
and resources and historically draw a 
crowd of over 100 people. These events 
are likewise scheduled by staff members 
from the sponsoring group, though the 
submittal period for Silver events occurs 
from February to April. Among the 


list of Silver events are student Senate 
meetings, athletic team banquets and 
Office of Student Activities (OSA) 
events. : 

All other events are ranked below 
these tiers, and they are open to 
scheduling in the third week of April. 
This tier includes all events scheduled 
by student organizations, and requests 
for event spaces and resources are given 
on a first come, first served basis: those 
who register their events earlier will 
receive priority. 

The tiered method of scheduling 
ensures that events crucial to the College 
history, culture and community receive 
priority in spaces, times and resources. 
With these new processes, the Scheduling 
Office hopes to provide Etown students 
with the best possible out-of-classroom 
experiences. 

Hudzick agrees that the new 
scheduling process will be beneficial 
to students. “The impact should be a 
positive one for students...[the new 
process] aims to reduce the frequency 


of competing events, which can often 
be a frustration of event planners,” he 
said in an email. 

Going forward, students can expect 
some minor changes to events in the 


. future. 


“This new process also aims to 
promote collaboration among 
departments, clubs, and organizations,’ 
Hudzick wrote. By combining events 
with similar missions, the Scheduling 
Office hopes to promote “higher quality 
event(s] compared to what could be done 
independently.’ 

The Scheduling Office also intends 
to follow up on campus responses to the 
new system. 

“We will be reaching out to the 
campus community throughout the next 
year to obtain feedback on how the new 
system is affecting the experience that 
campus community members have at 
events,’ Hudzick-wrote. The ultimate 
goal is for the good of the campus 
community and the continued tradition 
of excellence in all fields at Etown. 
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New community housing options available 


Students will receive their time 
slot to pick out their units based 
on lottery number. 

For the 2020-2021 academic 
year, only juniors, seniors and 
fifth-year students will be able to 
live in the Hackman Apartments 
and Schreiber Quadrangle.

over the next two years. 

These plans have since been put 
on hold. 

“As far as we know, there aren't 
any plans [for construction],” 
Henry said. “All of the residence 
halls will be in use fall 2020. We're 
still exploring what, if anything, 
could be done, but we want to 


make the best choices.” 

The Office of Community 
Living is offering more themed 
housing options in addition to 
the existing ones. The Stonewall, 
Honors, Momentum, Partners in 
Engineering and Business Blocks 
LLCs will all be continued in the 
2020-2021 year. 

The new options include the 
Wellness Community, which will 


be a substance-free community 
that focuses on wellness as a 
whole. 

The Animal Free Living LLC 
will be for students with allergies 
or other concerns. 

The Global Trekkers LLC 
will be for students either going 
or coming from being abroad, 
international students and 


students with dual citizenship.

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Celebrating the life, legacy of Rev.Dr.Martin Luther King, Jr.

onday, Jan. 20 was Dr. Martin 

Luther King, Jr. day, and the Rev. Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. remains one of the 
most prominent and frequently discussed 
historical figures. 

MLK Day has only been observed 
nationally for 20 years. 

On the campus of Elizabethtown 
College, the observation of this day is an 
exceptionally recent ‘development that 
reflects the spirit of advocacy that King 
himself embodied. 

Showing the power and significance 
of activism, Rachel Jones Williams 06 
confided in professors that she felt that 
Etown should have off for MLK day to 
properly observe the holiday in the way it 
warrants. 

She wrote up a petition and was able to 
get over 1,000 signatures on it. 

Associate professor of religious studies 
and civil rights expert Dr. Michael Long 
reflected on Williams’ activism. “When I 
first came here 17 years ago, students had 
class on Martin Luther King Day,” he said. 
“Having class and going about our normal 
activities was not in the spirit of Dr. King.” 

“I was delighted when [R.Williams] 
came to my office one day and said she 
wanted to protest for the celebration of 
Dr.King [on campus],” he continued. “Now, 
that was in the spirit of Dr. King.” 

Senior Abby Williams also mentioned 
the significance of R. Williams and the 
work she did in order to get MLK day to be 
observed on campus. 


“I think that [R. Williams’ petition] in of 
itself speaks volumes for the value system 
of our college ... the passion that a lot of 
students have here is very much alive,” A. 
Williams said. 

A. Williams emphasized the passion of 
students on campus. 

“Community-based, the spirit [of 
Dr. King] is alive and well” she said. 
“Institutionally-based, I am less sure.” 

Specifically, A. Williams mentioned that 
she felt that advertising material produced 
by the college often took advantage of 
students of color.

“Etown is very white, and to advertise 
that we are not is very unsafe for minorities 
coming on campus,’ she said. “Asking the 
same five students to appear in promotional 
material ... is exploitation.” 

This was a sentiment reflected by 
sophomore Des’ree McCloud. 

“Diversity does not feel like a priority 
on this campus ... I’m not sure how many 
people know about events going on about 
diversity,’ McCloud said. “It doesn't feel 
like we support those values that we 
should” 
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The Office of Diversity, Inclusion and Title IX hosted a variety of events 
celebrating the continued influence of MLK Jr. during the week of Jan. 20. 


While students may not always be aware 
of diversity-focused events on campus, that 
does not mean they aren't happening. 

McCloud herself was in attendance of 
Guest Speaker Vera Cornish’s speech that 
she gave Monday, Jan. 20. 

“I appreciated how dynamic and 
engaging [Cornish] was ... she provided 
a lot of information about the civil rights 
movement,’ she said. 

The Office of Diversity, Inclusion and 
Title IX sponsored events for the duration 
of the week of Jan. 20, honoring King and 


focusing on the significance of his legacy. 

Most notably, two speakers were 
brought to campus during the week — 
Vera Cornish for Jan. 20 and Major Krystal 
Turner-Childs for Wednesday, Jan. 22. 

The aim of these presentations is 
to bring nuance to the conversation 
surrounding King. 

Associate Director of Multicultural 
Affairs and Coordinator of Pipeline 
Programs Dr. David Stewart emphasized 
this nuance when he introduced Cornish’s

presentation. 

“Sometimes I’m not sure we understand 
the things that had given rise to Dr. King.” 
Stewart said. “Those victories, those 
struggles, those moments that gave way to 
the Civil Rights Movement.” 

The presentation that Cornish gave 
highlighted both the broad contexts that 
informed the civil rights movement, as well 
as the ways that individuals can manifest 
their goals beyond traditional barriers of 
race and class. 

Cornish is a speaker, facilitator, author 
and president of Cornish & Associates. 

She has participated in diversity 
activism at multiple universities, including 
the work she has done as the first director 
of the Institution of Diversity at Harrisburg 
Area Community College (HACC). 

Cornish spoke about her experience 
as a first-generation college student and 
urged the audience to develop a greater 
understanding of their “mission.” 

“I was not the first [in my family] to 
start a business, I was the first to have a 
business card,” she said while discussing 
her successes in business and academia. 

“There were people who saw in me what 
I didn’t even know existed,” Cornish said, 
reflecting on her growth in her career. “If 
MLK went through what he went through, 
so that I have the ability to sit at a lunch 
counter ... I have the power to choose.” 

“You have to take ownership of your 
life,” she said, emphasizing the power of 
choice. “I’m choosing joy, I’m choosing 
happiness, I'm choosing my career.” 

Major Krystal Turner-Childs ‘05 is a PA 
state trooper and an Etown alumnus who 
focused her presentation on her experience 


in law enforcement. More broadly, she 
spoke about the importance of leadership 
in the context of King’s legacy. 

“The March on Washington for Jobs and 
Freedom ... offered a vision of the United 
States free of both racial and economic 
inequality,’ Turner-Childs said in an email 

interview. “Are we there yet?”

“A movement of persistent people 
cannot be guided by political party 
or elections. It must be guided by the 
human condition When persistent 

people decide to move, politics and 
politicians have no choice but to follow” 
Turner-Childs said. 

“Lead with compassion and humility? 
Turner-Childs said. “Challenge 
inhumanity... celebrating MLK day gives 
us a chance to reflect and measure our 
progress.” 

These presentations allow for Etown 
to contextualize itself in broader 
conversations about passion, activism and 
actualization. 

“Life is a process! Be open to full 
participation!” Cornish said in an 
email interview, reflecting on what 
she hoped students would take away 
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impact of MLK Jr. at Etown 


from her presentation. “Engage in the 
comprehensiveness of the academic 
environment that you have chosen and 
translate it into being mission-driven.” 

Stewart emphasized the importance of 
students connecting meaningfully to the 
legacy of King through their connection to 
the college. 

“Each year we celebrate Dr. King’s 
message and his quest for social justice 
and equality. These issues are around us 
everyday,” Stewart said. “Institutions like 
Elizabethtown need to continue to prepare 
our students to fight these battles — for 
social justice, income equality, examining 
the criminal justice system.” 

However, there remains concern that 
the college is not doing everything it can 
in order to prepare students to engage 
meaningfully with issues of social justice. 
When discussing the impact of Dr. King, 
these concerns rose to the surface. 

“I would also like to see the 
administration start to take Dr. King’s 
commitment to peace more seriously than it 
does. Cutting the peace and conflict studies 
program ... is directly contradictory to the 
spirit of Dr. King,” Long said. “People who 
crunch numbers without considering the 
mission of the College, which includes a 
commitment to peace and nonviolence, do 
not act in the spirit of Dr. King.” 

Embracing the legacy of King requires 
a commitment to peace-keeping and 
engaging in the world with determination 
and nuance. It involves strong passion and 
leadership among students, as emphasized 
by A. Williams and McCloud. It involves 
a commitment to one’s self and their 
personal goals, as discussed by Cornish. It 


involves leadership and an understanding 
of intersectionality — as noted by Turner- 
Childs. 

The spirit of King is alive and well 
on campus in-no small part because of 
the dedication of the Office of Diversity, 
Inclusion and Title IX which has worked to 
bring influential speakers to campus. The 
spirit of King is also alive in the scholarship 
of Long, who has written and taught about 
the theory and history of nonviolent 
resistance in the civil rights movement for 
over a decade. 

The work of King is not done, nor 
are we as individuals done fighting our 
own battles. Whether they be personal 
hardships or larger causes, the legacy of 
King mandates action. 

“Tt is a day on, not a day off,” Stewart 
said. “My encouragement would be to 
take ownership of one of these issues and 
find out how you can be of service to the 
improvement of these social conditions.” 

Committing to advocacy is a continuous 
process of prioritizing diversity and social 
justice through activism and education. 

“We claim to promote diversity [on 
campus], but the thing about promoting 
diversity is that you also have to promote 
inclusion,” McCloud said. 

Inclusion and advocacy mandate 
consistent action and a firm commitment 
to values. To embody the spirit of King 
means to acknowledge his work and his 
legacy more than just once a year. 

“If I had one wish for the campus, it 
would be for students to allow the spirit of 
Dr. King to encourage them to stand up for 
what is right, what is true and what is just,” 
Long said.

(IDEA) Lab opened the exhibit “A Decade of Service: 
The Teachers for West Africa Program (TWAP), 1962- 
1972” on Monday, Jan. 27. 

According to High Library Archivist Rachel Grove 
Rohrbaugh, the IDEA Lab is a space used for interactive 
exhibits and goes beyond the standards of a gallery. 

Professor of history and Director of the Center for 
Global Understanding and Peacemaking David Kenley 
explained TWAP occurred only during the decade between 
1962-1972. 

The program was funded by the Hershey Corporation 
and sent students from Elizabethtown College to West 
Africa in order to act as teachers. 

In addition to providing education, TWAP was also 
a way to give back, as the teachers were sent to the 
communities from which the cocoa beans used by the 
Hershey Corporation were being sourced. 

This is the first time anything like TWAP has been 
displayed in the IDEA Lab. 

Elizabethtown College was contacted last spring by 
two teachers from TWAP in hopes of talking about. their 
experiences. 

Grove Rohrbaugh and Kenley co-taught a course in 
the fall semester in which they researched archives from 
TWAP—PHS 203: Archive Resources in Digital Humanities. 

The class consisted of roundtable discussions and 
lectures. 

Each student got to work in the Hess Archives of the 
High Library on materials from TWAP. 

The students could then focus on the archival materials 
and interview local teachers from the program. 

The students created a podcast from what they learned 
during the semester, which is currently on display in the 
IDEA Lab. 

Prior to this year, Kenley and Grove Rohrbaugh 


“TWAP is something that's been largely forgotten about 
until now, but I think it's a super interesting example of 
international peacekeeping and purposeful life-work on our 
campus, and we have tons of documents, images and people 
available to learn from,” sophomore Etownian Features staff 
writer Giselle Taylor said. 

The College chose to install the exhibit because it is the 
50th anniversary of TWAP. 

“[The exhibit] is a good opportunity to highlight 
students’ work and prepare for the February talk,” Grove 
Rohrbaugh said. 

The College will host an event featuring two teachers 
from TWAP to speak at the Young Center Wednesday, Feb. 
19 at 7:30 p.m. 

The exhibit will remain on display in the IDEA Lab until 
Friday, Feb. 21. 

“I hope [the exhibit] creates a greater awareness of the 
tremendous things former alumni did,’ Kenley said. 

Kenley said the goal of the exhibit is to celebrate the 
past, while also motivating present students and bringing 
awareness to the Hess Archives. 

“Id like to see students inspired to think about 
international volunteering, as well as learn more about 
the College in the 60s. I hope students also think about 
how they can use their skills in local communities,” Grove 
Rohrbaugh said. 

Taylor was one of the students inspired by the direct 
archival work. 

“I think the Teachers for West Africa Program is 
especially meaningful, as it is so. connected to our College 
history and our mission of ‘Educating for Service,” Taylor 
said. 

The IDEA Lab has frequent displays on a variety of 
subjects. 

The IDEA Lab is always open to student suggestions for

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the same. If you-say that a higher price for muffins will 
lead Homer to buy fewer muffins, well, that presumes 
that other factors that could affect Homer’s decision are 
assumed to be fixed. The price of scones, for example. 

Oh wait, you can’t use scones as an example 
any longer. Not after the scone program was cut 

from the menu of offerings at the

Another Latin phrase has to do with logical fallacies. 
Post hoc, ergo propter hoc alerts us to the idea that 
relying on “after this, therefore because of this” could 
lead to incorrect conclusions about cause and effect. 

Consider, for instance, the effect of a tuition 
reduction. A college cuts tuition sharply and enrollment 
declines. Was the tuition cut, the thing that occurred 
first, the cause of fewer students enrolling at the college? 


Perhaps not, for ceteris paribus may not 
have been in effect. The decline in enrollment 
could have been caused by other factors. 


Back in class the idea of the death of Latin hung in the 
air. A student had made the point that Latin should be 
avoided, that it was in fact “dead for a reason”. And, noted 
Homer, the student had done so cleverly. There was no 
anger behind the sentiment, no rage at the imposition ofan 
ancient language in an economics class. It was done rather 
dispassionately, with some subtlety. With a degree of wit. 

And for that, Homer was grateful. But then 
he pulled up the New York Times website on the 
screen. And there, in bold letters, was a headline 
proclaiming “Trump denies quid pro quo for Ukraine.

Wee Jan. 22, the Elizabethtown College men’s 
and women’s basketball teams faced off against 
Catholic University. The men played at home, while the 
women traveled to Catholic University in Washington, D.C. 

Five minutes into the men’s game, they were already up 
by seven points (14-7) after a play by seniors Connor Moffatt 
and Ethan DuBois. During the game, Moffatt became the 
34th player in program history to reach over 1,000 points. 

Throughout the rest of the first period, the Blue Jays kept 
their lead until Catholic sophomore Will Mulquin tied the 
game at 18 with a free throw. 

For the last five minutes of the first half, scoring was back 
and forth. Catholic pushed into the lead with a five point 
run, making the score 23-18. But Etown fought back and 
ended the period with a narrow lead of one point at 26-25. 

Mirroring the first half, the Blue Jays pushed to a seven 
point lead of 34-27. Catholic began to chip away at Etown's 
lead and tied the game again at 43 with just over eight 
minutes left. 

The Blue Jays fought hard for the remainder of the game 
and secured their win over Catholic with a score of 53-50. 

“I don't find it stressful at all,” senior Bryce Greene said 
after the game. “Even in games where it’s going back and 
forth, you just stick to what you and your team do ... You 
shouldn't be nervous because you already know what you're 
going to get out of your teammates. If you start worrying 
and thinking too much, that’s when everything goes bad. 

The men are scheduled to play again on Saturday, Feb. 1 
against the University of Scranton. 

The Etown and Catholic women’s teams played against 
each other in D.C. simultaneously with the men. 

In the first quarter of the game, Etown only managed 
to’score five points, while Catholic racked up 29. Senior 
Mikayla Ruth scored four of the five points. 

The Blue Jays managed to counter-attack and outscore 
Catholic in the second quarter. 

Threes from first-year Ayanna Cannon and sophomore 

Angie Hawkins helped the Blue Jays come back. However, 
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The men’s basketball team took the opportunity they saw and squeaked out their win by a one-point turnaround. 
For the women’s team, after a tough first half, the team was not able to make a comeback in the hard-fought game. 


they only got within 16 points of Catholic. Going into the 
second half, the Blue Jays were down by 18 (47-29). 
Although the team played a fairly even game in the 
second half, they were unable to come back from the damage 
done in the first. Senior Veronica Christ scored a team high 
of 16 points, followed by senior Lydia Lawson’s nine. 
Lawson also hit 1,000 career points, becoming the 27th 
player in program history to do so. Hawkins and first-year 


Jillian Nagy both scored eight points. 

“We knew it was going to be a good game and a tough 
battle. I think we were ready ... but it didn’t end how we 
had thought,” Christ said in-an interview after the game. 

Catholic took the win with a score of 87-70 and gave the 
Blue Jays their first loss in conference play this season.

The men’s team fell 160.5-94.5 in the meet, which was a 
non-conference meet. The Jays are now 3-5 overall. 

One of the most mentionable swimmers of the match for 
the men’s team is junior Alex Pecher. 

Pecher took first place in the 100 back with a time of 54.82 
and first in the 100 IM with a time of 15.16. He also took a 
second place spot in the 100 free at 49.90. 


The 200 free relay team made up of sophomore Sam 
Lopez, first-year Logan Miller, senior Casey Marshall and 
Pecher took the top spot with a time of 1:35.29.

Hill also placed second in the 100 free at 58.48 as well as 
the 100 fly at 1:05.13. Bender also took a second place finish 
in the 100 breast at 1:18.79. 

First-year Olivia Eason took two second place finishes in

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U.S. Ambassador, students discuss foreign policy in the Middle East

eee Jan. 28, Elizabethtown College 
hosted Ambassador John B. Craig for 
a discussion-based lecture entitled “What's 
Happening in the Middle East?” Through 
interactive questions and student participation, 
Craig guided the audience of students, staff, 
faculty and community members through an 
exploration of current events in the Middle 
East. 

A native of Elizabethtown, Craig's expertise 
on Middle Eastern affairs and foreign policy 
began with a dream he had froma very young 
age. Craig felt “an intense desire to become an 
American diplomat; as he said in an interview 
after the talk, and he even planned out his life 
as a diplomat in 11th grade. 

That plan took him to the School of 
International Service at American University. 
After graduation, Craig joined the US 
Diplomatic Service at the age of 21, completing 
11 overseas assignments, mostly in the 
Middle East. He then served as American 
Ambassador to the Sultanate of Oman starting 
in 1998, Special Assistant to the President for 
Combatting Terrorism starting in 2001 and 
President of the Boeing Company’s Middle 
East Division starting in 2002, the last of which 
led him to spend eight years living in Abu 
Dhabi, United Arab Emirates. 

During these experiences, Etown recognized 
Craig's expertise and accomplishments with 
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Ambassador John B, Craig invited students to act like foreign policy makers to 
increase their understanding of international affairs and the foreign policy process. 


his 2002 appointments a scholar-in-residence 
and his 2010 selection as director of the 
Center for Global Citizenship, now known 
as the Center for Global Understanding and 
Peacemaking (CGUP). Fittingly, the College 
later redefined his role as Ambassador-in- 
Residence. 

Today, Craig serves in a variety of roles 
that reflect his considerable knowledge and 
extensive experience working as a*diplomat.

senior fellow at the Washington, D.C.-based 
think tank the Transatlantic Leadership 
Network; the Executive Director of the 
Hudson Institute-associated Working Group 
on the Plight of Christians and Religious 
Pluralism in the Middle East and a senior 
partner in the Abu’ Dhabi-based Manaar 
Energy Consultants. 

Beyond these roles however, Craig fosters 
a passion for helping students understand 
international affairs and their own place within 


them. This passion was the impetus for his 
talk, which involved students and allowed 
them to share their thoughts. Craig introduced 
several current situations in the Middle East 
and then asked the audience to act like foreign 
policy makers, mirroring the decision-making 
process undergone by government officials. 

Before addressing specific situations, Craig 
gave an overview of the processes and figures 
involved in directing U.S. foreign policy. Craig 
said that his main goal in giving this talk was 
to “demystify” the foreign policy process and 
show how the general public is involved. 

“There is a process, and it is followed?’ he 
said. “There is a legitimate role for citizens in 
this process,” 

The process to which Craig referred is 
the series of committees and actions laid 
out by the National Security Act of 1947. 
According to this act, the first group involved 
in policy-making is the Interagency Working 
Group. Like all of these committees, Craig 
emphasized, this one has an ad hoc ethos: 
members are selected based on whose 
expertise is needed. The Interagency Working 
Group starts the policy process by making 
recommendations to the Deputies Committee. 

The Deputies Committee, consisting of 
the deputy secretaries of the federal executive 
departments, makes further recommendations 
and examines the information from the 
Interagency Working Group on a larger scale, 
considering impacts and interests in various 
regions.

They 
recommend that users familiarize 
themselves with their television 
model, paying special attention 
to options in the settings menu 
relating to the microphone, camera 
and general privacy settings. It is 
especially important to change 
some of the security settings 
away from the default, especially 
regarding passwords.

coronavirus outbreak rising 


by Samantha Seely 
News Editor 
newseditor@etown.edu 


ibe December 2019, there was an 
outbreak in Wuhan City, Hubei 
Province, China of a novel coronavirus, 
which has since been declared by the 
World Health Organization (WHO) 
to be a public health emergency of 
international concern. 

According to WHO, coronaviruses 
are a large family of viruses that can 
cause illnesses as mild as the common 
cold or as life-threatening as Severe 
Acute Respiratory Syndrome (SARS). 
The current coronavirus outbreak is a 
strain that had not yet been identified in 
humans. The source of the virus has not 
been determined, but experts believe that 
the virus is spreading through person- 
to-person contact. 

As of Feb. 5, the virus had spread to 
nearly 28,000 people worldwide and 
killed 560 people, according to CNN. 
Most cases and all but two of the deaths 
so far are located in China. Within the 
United States, only eight cases have 
been reported, although the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) 
has said that the virus has not been 
spreading within the US. 

The Wuhan coronavirus symptoms 
are similar to that of the flu, including 
a mild to severe respiratory illness with 
a fever, cough and shortness of breath, 
according to the CDC. It is believed 
that the symptoms appear between two 
and 14 days after being exposed to the 
virus, although there have been reports 
of the illness being contagious before 
symptoms appear. There also seems to 
be a range of severity in the coronavirus 
cases, according to the CDC. 

Current goals of the CDC are to 
prevent the virus’s spread in the U.S. 
American nationals are being allowed 
to return from China, as long as they 
go through a required 14 days of self- 
screening, according to the Associated 
Press (AP). U.S. citizens returning from 
the Hubei Province are required to stay 
in goarsetas OED 14 Eoaye to uprevent 


potential spread of the virus. This is the 
first time since 1963 that the U.S. has 
ordered a quarantine, according to AP. 

Many other countries have followed 
suit in their response to the outbreak, 
evacuating their citizens from Hubei, 
requiring quarantine for 14 days and 
limiting travel from China. China has 
responded to the outbreak by placing 
almost 60 million people in mainland 
China under lockdown with travel and 
transport restrictions, particularly within 
the Hubei Province, to try to prevent the 
further spread of the virus, according to 
CNN. 

Unfortunately, fears of the coronavirus 
have lead to an increased wave of anti- 
Chinese, and in some cases anti-Asian, 
sentiment around the world, according to 
AP. Although WHO has not specifically 
recommended travel and trade 
restrictions, many countries, including 
the U.S., have halted travel from China, 
and several airlines have cancelled 
flights to and from China. In addition, 
companies such as Apple and Google 
have temporarily closed stores and 
halted operations in China, according to 
CNN, leading to concerns about whether 
the response to the outbreak will have a 
negative impact on the global economy. 

However, the coronavirus is a 
relatively low threat for citizens of the 
United States, and unless someone has 
recently travelled to China or been in 
contact with someone who has, they are 
unlikely to contract the virus. 

In fact, the flu is a much higher risk 
for US citizens, with an estimated 15 
million cases and 8,200 deaths in the 
U.S. this season, according to LNP. It 
is not too late to get vaccinated for the 
flu, and having some protection against 
the flu virus is better than having none 
at all. Getting vaccinated against the flu 
can also help protect other people within 
the community who are unable to get the 
vaccine due to allergies or compromised 
immune systems. Students can get the 
flu vaccine from a variety of places, 
including the Penn State Health Medical 
Group, Elizabethtown or from stores 
like CVS or Giant. Another important 
safeguard against sickness is being sure 


_.to wash your hands frequently. 
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Foreign policy discussion explores current events 


The Deputies Committee then 
reports to the Principals Committee, 
which consists of cabinet members 
headed by the National Security Advisor 
to the President. This committee has 
the final say on accepting or rejecting 
recommendations from the prior groups. 
Interestingly, as Craig pointed out, the 
National Security Advisor role is unique 
among the positions involved in the 
policy process in that it is not approved 
by the Senate. The process gives each 
president and associated administration 
considerable power in foreign policy. 

“When the policies come to the 
[Principals] Committee ... the person 
who is making those decisions is the 
president's personal appointee,’ Craig 
said. 

After these explanations, Craig turned 
to specific situations. He gave a brief 
overview before asking student input on 
US. interests, goals and proposed actions 
in the region. 

The first he chose was the situation 
in Iran, which also involves Yemen and 
Saudi Arabia. Craig explained that Iran's 
current plan is to widely challenge the 
U.S. throughout the Middle East and 
attempt to secure U.S. recognition of 
Iranian interests. 

In Yemen, the violence and famine 
caused by these actions greatly harms the 
civilian population. Because of Yemen's 


location near Saudi Arabia, according 
to Craig, Iran wants to not only gain 
control here for the sake of capturing 
US. attention, but they also want the 
ability to attack Saudi Arabia via Yemen. 
While the U.S. did not respond to Saudi 
Arabia's call for help against Iran, the 
U.S. nevertheless continue to supply 
Saudi Arabia with the technology used 
against Iran. 

The second situation Craig examined 
was the civil war in Syria, which has killed 
an estimated 300,000 to 400,000 civilians 
since 2011. In addition to the active 
fighting in the country, in which civilians 
and allies aim to overthrow the current 
government and leader Bashar al-Assad, 
the conflict has also sparked a massive 
refugee crisis. To further complicate the 
situation, the conflict involves multiple 
outside powers, including Iran-funded 
terrorist group Hezbollah and Russia 
under Vladimir Putin. Because of this, 
the war is often classified as a “proxy war” 
— one in which the instigating powers 
use outside forces to conduct fighting. 

After explaining these situations, 
Craig called for audience members 
to share their thoughts on potential 
U.S. actions, acting like the 
Interagency Working Group by giving 
recommendations. Many students 
chimed in and suggested methods for 
de-escalating tensions, aiding civilians 


and protecting U.S. interests. 

“IT was impressed by students’ 
willingness to speak up on complex 
topics in a public setting,’ Director of 
CGUP Dr. David Kenley said. He shared 
that CGUP initially asked Craig to focus 
on the U.S. assassination of Iranian 
general Qasem Soleimani but that Craig 
asked to speak on the larger context of 
that event. 

While the information shared in 
Craig’s presentation was often difficult 
to handle, student attendees appreciated 
his approach to the events. 

“T was really happy with how honest 
he was about different topics associated 
with the Middle East, especially with 
what is happening in Syria,” sophomore 
Jillian Nichols said. “I enjoyed how he 
ran the presentation like we were on 
these committees.” 

Junior Caitlin Rossiter echoed this 
sentiment, emphasizing the importance 
of educating and informing oneself on 
current events — which can be done 
through attendance at presentations 
like Craig’s. 

“I think Ambassador Craig is very 
knowledgeable on this topic, especially 
with his past and current experience in 
the Middle East,’ Rossiter said. “I think 
it’s important, as citizens of the U.S. and 
as global citizens, to educate ourselves 
on global happenings.” 
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Professor shares perspective 


around 100 students overseas and 
coordinated events for American 
Indian Heritage Month with the 
Center for Global Understanding 
and Peacemaking. He also 
helped send 40 faculty members 
to approximately 20 different 
countries. 

Reflecting on his work at 
the College, Wheelersburg 
emphasized the administration’s 
support of his study abroad 


endeavors and _ thanked his 
colleagues overall. 

In regard to his most interesting 
experience research experience, 
Wheelersburg described a SCARP 
project with Etown — student 
Pareesa Zaman '17. As part of the 
project, he arranged for Zaman 
to work with the Icelandic Red 
Cross to aid Muslim asylum 
seekers throughout the summer. 
In addition to mentoring students 


on departures 


in their research, Wheelersburg 
also conducted research on Arctic 
indigenous people. He specifically 
focused. on reindeer herders 
originating from northern Europe 
and Russia. 

"Its hard to get old; like the 
Beatles sang, “Will you still need 
me, will you still feed me, when 
I'm 64," Wheelersburg said on his 
departure. "But it’s my turn to be 
old so I must say goodbye.”

"An 
example of this has been in drink 
selections, as students have been 
amazing in providing feedback on 
which beverages we serve to both 
ensure favorites are available, but also 
allowing us to introduce new tastes for 
them and sharing what they like and 
do not like about them.” 

In addition, Limas hinted at new 
possibilities for Conrad’s Corner 
and encouraged students to consider 
attending future events.

He also said that registration for the New York 
City trip opened Monday, Feb. 3, and the trip to 
the King of Prussia mall will be Saturday, Feb. 
15 from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

Office/Work Station Manager for Facilities 
Management Bob Mrgich said that if students 
put their phone number on work orders, the 
responding facilities team member will try 
to keep them updated on what time they can 
respond. 

During executive cabinet reports, junior 
Treasurer Matthew Hetrick said that the finance 
committee granted the occupational therapy 
honor society Pi Theta Epsilon $500 for a 
conference, They also granted the Grill Masters 
Club the new club allowance.

n the late evening of Jan. 30, students, 

faculty and family gathered at 
Elizabethtown College in the Bowers 
Writers House for the first annual Duets 
— Creative Reading and Conversation. 

This event, sponsored by the Creative 
Writing program, formed an engaging 
and welcoming atmosphere while giving 
both a veteran and a student writer 
the opportunity to share their own 
imaginative pieces. 

The writers shared their passions, 
lessons and advice in a personal matter 
throughout the readings of their works. 

Afterwards, they engaged in open 
conversation between each other and 
the audience members. 

In these moments, questions came 
about and the authors had further 
opportunities to share their opinions, 
struggles and the harsh truths they have 
grown ardently towards. 

Writing Fellow and Director of the 
Writing Wing Richard Fellinger and 
junior Emmett Ferree took the stage as 
the main acts of the night. 

Each writer shared sections from 
their creative expressions. 

Fellinger read a bit of his book “My 
Fake News Story,’ and Ferree shared 
a variety of poems from his anthology 
“Beeswax and Other Sticky Things.” 

Fellinger began the session with 
sharing the opening of his creative 
nonfiction. 

His story reflected on the largest 
mistake of his fifteen-year career as a 
journalist. 

He shared how he accidentally told 
“fake news” throughout certain counties 
in Pennsylvania relating to a powerhouse 
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Student, faculty showcase creative writing 


company. 

Through the diction of his work, the 
audience could tell the significance that 
this misstep has had on his conscious. 

Fellinger described how he was never 
punished by the company he worked 
for; however, he still feels liable for the 
misconception. 

After he shared, he had an open 
conversation about the disappointing 
emotions that he continues to 
experience. 

Though the oversight may no longer 
have an impact on others today, it’s as if 
it just happened in his eyes. 

As the evening continued, Ferree 
began to provide the audience with a 
variety of his poems that display the 
harsh truths of social issues such as 
relationship violence, transgender rights 
and mental illness. 

In his poems, he discussed his 
personal experiences and how these 
poems reflect difficult times in his own 
life and the lives of others. 

He grasped the viewers’ attention 
as he discussed these jarring situations, 
even inspiring others with his 
experiences. 

Junior Erin Vago felt encouraged 
after hearing Ferree’s story. 

“Seeing anyone express their 
creativity, especially their creativity that 
is so special to them ... made me think 
about life and how we need to work 
harder to listen to other people,” Vago 
said. 

After both authors had shared, 
the audience was left in awe at the 
intellectual conversations and grim 
realities Fellinger and Ferree had bravely 
discussed. 

The first Duets was a success in the 
eyes of the writers and members of the 
College. 

The students that attended recognized 
the writers’ passions about what they do 


and the tribulations they must undergo 
to create a variety of pieces. 

Fellinger gave advice to aspiring 
writers, reflecting on his own experience. 

“Its a tough field, competition is 
fierce ... if they believe it’s for them, 
and I hope they do, I want them to get a 
better understanding of what it takes to 
succeed in it,” Fellinger said. 

Ferree continued with the idea of 
inspiring students. 

“Yeah, we're students suffering 
through the whole college thing, but it’s 
still possible to do what youre interested 
in ... I never imagined ... if you said at 
twenty, I'd have a book published, I'd say 
that you're probably crazy,’ Ferree said. 

At the conclusion of the event, the 
viewers left with the understanding of 
the stories and lessons of Fellinger and 
Ferree — two authors who share harsh 
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realities on an array of topics. 

The success of this event has inspired 
another appearance of Duets in the 
near future: on March 19, another pair 
of writers will be given the opportunity 


‘to discuss their pieces and have a 


conversation with audience members. 

“This was a great, casual setting to 
christen people’s work ... exposure to 
work is always so special, no matter 
what kind of work it is ... I would 
definitely encourage people to come, 
Vago said when questioned if others 
should experience Duets. 

This event is available to anyone 


interested in attending, including 
students, faculty or community 
members. 


The organizers of Duets hope to make 
this gathering a frequent occurrence 
over the years to come.

March for Our Lives (MFOL) Club at 
Elizabethtown College. 

According to MFOL, the organization 
was formed after the Feb. 14, 2018 
shooting at Marjory Stoneman Douglas 
High School. 


In March 2018, the first annual March 
for Our Lives was held, and it stirred up 
a great deal of media attention. 

The Freedom Riders of the - Civil 
Rights Movement had inspired the 
march and followed similar paths. 

After the initial march, chapters - 
branches or clubs. across the 

United States — sprang up rapidly with 
more people wanting to take a stand. 

Some of the key areas MFOL helps 
foster are voting registration around the 
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country and reminding citizens why it is 
important to vote. 

The organization is primarily youth 
taking a stand and making a change. 

The idea to form a chapter of MFOL 
on campus came to Nichols over the past 
summer. 

“I kept seeing in the news shooting 
after shooting, and it really bothered 
me. I wanted to get involved and find a 
positive environment to channel all of 
my anger and fear,’ Nichols said. 

Starting out, she used the E-town 
Jays app to see if there was any interest 
for a MFOL Club on campus, and she 
received many messages. 

She then began the process of making 
it an official club on campus by finding 


_ officers, members and an advisor. 


Nichols is the president of MFOL 
here at the College, and Dr. Matthew 
Fritz is the advisor. 

The officers worked together in 
writing the club constitution and 
then went to Senate, where there was 
paperwork they had to fill out as a club 
to become official at Etown. 

The only challenge Nichols faced 
was waiting for all the paperwork to go 
through because it took a little while. 

Ultimately, it was completed, and 
MFOL is now a club at Etown. 

As a new club, it can be challenging 
getting word around campus, but Nichols 
plans to have MFOL quite involved. 

Feb. 14, MFOL will have a flower sale 
with the profits going towards CeaseFire 
PA, an organization advocating for gun 
safety. 


Along with the flowers, Nichols plans 
to have paper hearts on which students 
can write messages, either in honor of a 
victim, voicing their opinion or anything 
else they would like to write. 

Furthermore, she hopes to include 
anyone interested in going to the Rally 
Day in Harrisburg, March 25. 

It is a day where people have the 
opportunity to meet with policy makers 
and let their voice be heard. 

Every club has goals for each semester, 
even if minor, and each club uses them 
to drive their agenda. 

“Our goal is to create peaceful 
dialogue all over campus. We also want 
to advocate for better gun laws, and 
encourage voting, because that is where 
the difference can be made,” Nichols 
said. 

MFOL is something Nichols said she 
is really passionate about and wants to 
do all she can to make a difference. 

“It's exciting I get to be part of this 
moment, which, is I feel, one of the 
biggest historic developments of this 
generation. Plus [MFOL] is run by young 
people, and it’s amazing seeing their 
momentum is still flowing,” Nichols said.

Affairs Carol Costa-Ouimet, the session was meant 
to gauge student and faculty interest in podcasting 
and to start “building a community” within the 
college campus. 

To start off the session, each person shared 
their reason for attending the session. Some of the 
faculty members want to use digital projects for class 
instruction. 

Dean for Curriculum and Professor of History 
Dr. Brian Newsome talked about how he wants to 
allow students in his first-year seminar classes to do 
a multi-media project, like podcasting, instead of 
giving an oral presentation. 

Others have worked with podcasts in their 
personal or professional experiences. Associate 
Professor of Biology David Bowne is currently 
working on writing a nonfiction book he wants to 
turn into a podcast. 

Professor of Religion and Asian Studies Dr. Jeffery 
Long has been a guest on many podcasts, and he 
shared interest in making his own. 

The next part of the session focused on how the 
Hub could provide support to the community and 
who could help provide resources tor the Hub. 

Costa-Ouimet introduced senior David Varner, 
who is completing an internship for the Hub. 

According to Varner, his role is to teach people 





Canvas classroom to teach students and faculty about 
making podcasts and certify them to be able to post 
on the website. 

“The class will teach students and faculty how to 
record podcasts along with a code of ethics.” Varner 
said. 

They will then need to pass the test before their 
podcast can be put up. 

The discussion also focused on ways to promote 
the project. One way is to have Etown faculty be 
guests on other reputable podcasts or through 
external advertising. 

The idea of creating a direct tag line was brought 
up by Associate Professor of Communications Dr. 
Colin Helb. Another idea mentioned by Archivist 
Rachel Grove Rohrbaugh was to build a library of 
resources on the Hub website. 

“T like to pick one topic at a time and run with it” 
Costa-Ouimet said. Costa-Ouimet also mentioned 
that the current Digital Humanities Hub website 
needs to be reconstructed and could use Information 
and Technology Service’s Knowledgebase to pull 
tutorial links from. 

The session wrapped up by talking about what to 
do moving forward. 

One thing discussed was that Varner is going to 
continue to put together the digital space to help

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Music Review: Fiona Apple

ello, hello, fine readers. It is 

I, your marginally friendly 
campus opinion-haver, ready to share 
some opinions in a public forum. 
I have been entrusted with one- 
third of the music review privileges 
this semester, and I am _ ready 
to use this third of a column to 
spread my own agenda. Let’s go! 
This week, the artist I 

want to force into all of your 
Spotify rotations is Fiona Apple. 
There are a few artists to 
whom I inevitably and regularly 
turn over months at a time, and 
Fiona Apple is one of them. 
I rarely tire of hearing her, 
and it always seems like I can 
get more out of her lyrics, her 
phrasing and  her~ melodies. 
While I can pinpoint each of 
her albums to the specific times 
when I first’ listened to them 
“Idler Wheel” in April 2018, 
“Extraordinary Machine” in July 
2018 — they are also albums that 
have gone through many small 
renaissances in my listening rotation. 
One of those times happens to be 
right about now. So I’ve been delving 
back into the alternatively angry 
/ sad / soft / tender / screaming 
tunes of Fiona Apple, and I’ve 
been feeling right along with her. 
The album I played the most in 
recent months has been “When the 
Pawn..., which has a full name 
longer than we can print here, derived 
from a poem Apple herself wrote. 
That's immediately a good sign 
for me: the album title is from the 
artist’s own poetry and consists of 
89 words. That’s longer than this 
paragraph. And I am very into it. 
Theeasiest way to categorize“When 
the Pawn...” isasanalternative album. 
That’s true, to an_ extent, 
but it’s also reductive. 
_ The first single, “Fast As You 
Can,” features these fascinating, 
understated bassoon sequences. 


There are sweeping, full orchestral 
horn moments and simple piano runs 
— within the same song. I’m used to 
percussion that slides under the more 
prominently pitched instrumental 
and vocal layers of a song, but the 
percussion choices on “Fast As 
You Can” and “To Your Love” are 
unusual enough to bear mentioning. 
And all of this is underpinned 
and strung together with 
the poetry of Apple’s lyrics. 
She’s eloquently angry throughout, 
raging at the invisible object of her 
words with a beautiful restraint and 
sometimes a beautiful lack of it, with 
a confidence that only comes through 
an absolute mastery of words. If 
you need the emotional release of 
listening to a fiercely angry, laser- 
point focused and perfectly channeled 
woman, Fiona Apple’s got you. 
In the complete opposite emotional 
core of her music, “Red Red Red” from 
2005’s “Extraordinary Machine” has 
beenanotheroneofmy recent favorites. 
Apple’s voice retains some of 
the edge that shines in her more 
righteous songs, but here it acquires 
a longing and a profound sadness as 
she sings, “I don’t understand about 
complementary colors and what 
they say / Side by side they both get 
bright / Together they both get gray.” 
The song becomes a lament to the 
necessary distance between us, as 
human beings — we can never do more 
than try to understand each other. 
This song breaks my heart in 
the way that makes me put it on 
repeat, and I do hope you'll allow 
it to split yours open as well. 
There are many other songs and 
lines to highlight, but Tl leave 
you with a quick favorites list. 
If you learned nothing from 
this series of words, please let just 
this sentence penetrate your brain 
and take a listen to these songs: 
“Parting Gift,” “Tymps (The Sick in 
the Head Song), “To Your Love,” 
“Loye Ridden” and “Periphery.” 
Happiest (um, or 
angriest or most heartbroken, 
maybe) of listening to you.

comedy really hits home. The entirety of this 
commercial is just a song about taxes anda 
variety of people doing a dance where they 
wiggle their legs, but it works. 

If there was a more solid punchline 
during the Super Bowl than “I thought it 
said Mark’s water,’ then I didn’t notice it. 
Also, this SodaSteam commercial featured 
the hero of all elementary school science 
classes: Bill Nye.

The visual of Jason Momoa peeling off his 
muscles like they were a costume is about 
as alarming as it is funny, but being taken 
off guard is what gives this commercial its 
comedic power.

Friday, Jan. 31 the Elizabethtown College men’s and 
women’s track and field teams competed at the NYC DIII 
Challenge. The men’s team placed 23rd out of the 28 teams. 
The top Blue Jay was senior Samuel Gerstenbacher, who 
finished in the third spot in the mile with a personal best 
time of 4:17.40. He now sits at fifth all-time. The women’s 
team placed 14th out of 27 teams. Senior Erin Doherty 
placed fourth overall in the 3,000-meter (10:35.78). Her 
time is the ninth fastest in school history. First-year Sydney 
Detky ran the program’s fastest time (8.56) in the 60-meter 
dash and tied for seventh of all-time in the high jump 
(1.50m), the event in which she tied for fourth place. Both 
teams will compete in the Alvernia Invite Saturday, Feb. 8. 


The Blue Jays came out of the 
locker room firing, and after a three 
from senior Ethan DuBois, put their 
lead back to ten for a score of 33-23. 

With just 44 seconds remaining 
in the second half, two free throws 
from Juniata turned it to a one 
Possession game. Etown managed 
to keep their lead and won by four. 

“Road games are really hard to 
win in the conference.

Ce the beginning of the 2019-2020 
school year, Elizabethtown College’s 
Office of Admissions has seen many 
changes, from a new Vice President to a 
change in the leadership for tour guides. 
There have-also been changes made to 
Accepted Student Day, which will be 
applied for the first time Saturday, Feb. 15. 

Vice President for Enrollment 
Management John Champoli sat down 
with the Etownian to talk about the 
changes to Accepted Student Day, 
admissions, the yield campaign for the 
upcoming school year and more. 

The changes to Accepted Student Day 
came because the administration decided 
that the event was too similar to Open 
House events. The biggest change coming 
to Accepted Student Day is that it will now 
begin in the Bowers Center for Sports, 
Fitness and Well-being instead of the 
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Changes to Accepted Student Day aim to help prospective 
students meet faculty and students while viewing the campus. 


Leffler Chapel and Performance Center. 

The President’s Breakfast will also now 
be open for all accepted students, not just 
those with the Presidential Scholarship. 

There are blue jay footprints leading 
into the Bowers Center for Accepted 
Student Day, where the Fresh Nest will 
be giving out smoothies to attendees. 
The overall goal of Accepted Student 
Day is not just to help these students get 
acquainted with Etown’s campus but also 
with the faculty and students. 

One of the most important parts of 
early February is the beginning of yield 
season. This means that Etown (as well 
as all other schools) is trying to connect 
and stand out to accepted students so 


that they choose Etown. Many of these 
accepted students have been accepted into 
multiple schools, and they are trying to 
make a decision. 

Etown is trying to get two percent 
more students than last year. Last year’s 
first-year class was 370 students, so the 
goal this year is 400. As of Monday, 
Feb. 3, Etown already had 79 deposits, 
as compared to 68 last year and 60s for 
a few years before that. Champoli said 
this is great news and puts Etown on a 
good track. 

The registration goal for Accepted 
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Stamps Scholar program, funding for a new 
engineering internship position and funding for 
improvements to the High Library. 

McCormick gave a brief enrollment update, 
saying that the College is tracking ahead of the 
numbers they had at this point of the year in 
2019. Related to that, she spoke with senators 
about Accepted Student Day, which takes place 
Saturday, Feb. 15, knowing that many of the 
senators would be involved in some manner. 

Since spring break is around the corner, 
McCormick said that she has to travel across the 
country to states such as California and Texas 
to visit alumni and fundraise for the College, 
though she said she hopes that in future years she 
can change her schedule so she can experience 
spring break with the students instead of being 
out of state. 

McCormick also told the senators about 
residential renewal. She says that Etown hopes 
that there will be “piecemeal” improvements to 
the Schreiber Quadrangle over time at a gradual 
pace. Brinser Residence Hall will get “a facelift 
and more” over the summer, with McCormick 
saying it will be “Myer-ized" in that it will 
undergo renovations much like Myer Residence 
Hall did over the summer of 2018. Royer 
Residence Hall will be taken offline for fall 2020 
due to the many issues that have been reported 
there as the College examines everything that 
needs rehabilitating, or if the building needs to 
be demolished. | aa

Tuesday, Feb. 4 may have been 
surprised to find that the trays in 
the Marketplace were missing. 

Dining Services removed the 
Marketplace trays, introducing 
“Trayless Tuesday” as a possible 
way to reduce food waste at 
Elizabethtown College. The plan 
was to test whether removing the 
trays would decrease food waste 
by making students more aware 
of the amount of food they were 
grabbing and to prevent students 
from filling up the tray with food 
for which they were not actually 
hungry. If the amount of food 
waste decreased during the hours 
the trays were removed, then 
the trays could be identified as a 
major cause-of food waste. 

“I think a lot of students 
have issues with trying to load 
too much stuff on their plates, 
and- people will have three 
different plates on the same tray;

hands and can only carry one or 
two plates, it will help students 
know how much food they're 
having,” 

There were mixed reactions to 
the plan. Many students expressed 
frustration at having to balance 
silverware, plates, cups and 
bowls or else make multiple trips 
between their table and the food 
lines. Another concern students 
had about Trayless Tuesday was 
that the tables in the Marketplace 
were messier without the trays to 
catch spills. 

“I recognize the problem of 
food waste, and I think if you 
look at the Marketplace on a 
normal day, people do get a lot 
of food and then not eat it, so I 
see the impetus for it, but I felt it 
was a little inconvenient,” senior 
Michael Snyder said. “I saw 
people with bowls on their arms 
and stuff trying to carry them. 
Its a little inconvenient, but if its 
once a week and only a few hours 
long and is for a good cause I 
support it” 

However, despite _—the 
frustration and inconveniences 
caused, students recognized 


- that the issue of food waste is an 


important one for the College to 


work on improving. 

“I think this is a really good 
idea that takes steps towards 
becoming more _ sustainable, 
which is really great? junior 
Rebecca Li said. 

“I think its a good idea. It 
saves water,’ junior Christian 
Morley said. “I don't think its 
something they should do every 
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day of the week, but maybe on the 
weekends,” 

Although Dining Services 
originally planned to repeat 
Trayless Tuesday, Feb. 11, with 
possible further trials to gather 
more data, the lack of positive 
student responses led to the 
decision to delay the second 
Trayless Tuesday.

lhe Internet is a wonderful tool to 


access all kinds of information. 
Many use it to access some of their 
most sensitive information, from 
Messaging and emailing to full 
control over their bank account. The 
Internet, however, consists of many 
interconnected computers, meaning 
it is possible for a computer besides 
the intended recipient to receive a 


message. This is why encryption isso_ 


important. 

When sending an_ encrypted 
message, the transmitting computer 
combines the easily readable original 
message with a key that only it knows, 
turning it into a random-looking 
message. An unencrypted message 
is referred to as plaintext, while the 
encrypted message is referred to as 
a cipher. This cipher is then sent to 
the receiver, which can only decrypt 
the message back into plaintext if it 
knows which key is used. 

In addition to being important 
for transferring data, encryption 
is important for saving local 
information so that only the 
intended user of the data can access 
it. This is how a website keeps its 
users’ passwords and other sensitive 
information secure. Unfortunately, 
not all websites do this. In a March 
2019 article, MakeUseOf estimated 
that about 30 percent of websites store 
passwords in unencrypted plaintext,

put many companies at odds with 
various global governments. In 
January of 2020, the FBI asked 
Apple to unlock a pair of encrypted 
phones belonging to a high-profile 


. criminal, but, due to the nature of 
encryption, neither Apple nor the 


FBI could access the phones stored 
data without the user's passcodes. 
"Several of these governments have 
asked - producers of encrypted

devices, such as Apple, and encrypted 
messengers, such as WhatsApp, to 
add “backdoors” into the encrypted 
data. These backdoors would allow 


the producers to. access encrypted. 


data using a key only they would have 
access to. These governments cite that 
they require access to this encrypted 
data in order to learn more about 
criminals after their phones have 
been seized. However, companies 
are hesitant to comply, since adding 
a backdoor could be a worrying 
precedent for the security and 
privacy of their users. Adding a new 
way for legitimate parties to access 
encrypted information also adds a 
new potentially exploitable way for 
nefarious parties to access the data. 
If some modern encryption is 
so strong that even the FBI can't 


break it, why are accounts  still- 


hacked? A security system is only as 
_ strong as the weakest part of it, and 
while the encryption is extremely 


passwords. There are currently two. 
types of attacks most likely to break 
passwords: brute force and dictionary. 

A brute force attack tries to 
use every possible combination of 
characters to guess a user’s password. 
This is extremely fast for short 
passwords, but as the password 
lengthens, the time needed to test 
every combination grows longer as 
well. In February of 2019, tomsguide. . 
com reported that a standard-length 
password of eight characters could be 
cracked by a brute force attack within 
a couple of hours and recommended. 
that any new passwords be at least . 
twelve characters long. 

The other major type of attack is a 
dictionary attack, where a computer 
tries to use a dictionary of words 
or common passwords with slight 
variations to them. Passwords that 
include common words, even long 
words, are extremely susceptible to 
this kind of attack. 


Valentine's Day, diversity

n light of Valentine's Day, it is important to 

understand the relationship between love 
and diversity. The United States of America has 
addressed the issue of diversity in two Supreme 
Court cases on marriage. 

In Loving v. Virginia (1967) the U.S. Supreme 
Court unanimously ruled that Virginias 
anti-miscegenation law violated the Equal 
Protection Clause of the 14th Amendment and 
subsequently legalized interracial marriage in 
the United States. Prior to Loving v. Virginia, 16 
states still banned interracial marriage. Mildred 
and Richard Loving spearheaded the case as the 
plaintiffs and ultimately won. 

In 2015, forty-eight years after the decision of 
Loving v. Virginia, the U.S. Supreme Court then 
heard the case of Obergefell v. Hodges (2015). In 
a 5-4 decision for Obergefell, the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled that under the 14th Amendment, 
states are required to license same-sex marriage 


and legally recognize a same-sex marriage if it 
was licensed and performed in another state. 
The U.S. Supreme Court decision in Obergefell 
v. Hodges legalized same-sex marriage in all 50 
states. Prior to the 2015 Supreme Court ruling, 
same-sex marriage and/or civil unions were 
only legal in 37 states. 

In 2019, the Equality Act was introduced 
in Congress by Rep. David Cicilline (D-RI). 
The bill was then passed in the U.S. House of 
Representatives by a vote of 236 to 173. Since 
then, the Equality Act has been referred to the 
US. Senate. Ultimately, the Equality Act would 
prohibit discrimination based on sex, gender 
identity, sexual orientation or other identities. 

As such, the Equality Act could address 
the issue of discrimination based on same- 
sex marriage among other issues on sex, 
gender identity and sexual orientation. While 
US. Supreme Court cases Loving v. Virginia 
and Obergefell v. Hodges have progressed 
their respective movements, the Equality 
Act showcases that the fight for equality goes 
beyond marriage equality. 

Since the US. Supreme Court decision 
in Obergefell v. Hodges, another issue on 


and equality 


diversity and love has risen in prominance: 
disability marriage inequality. While not all 
people living with a disability are impacted, 
those who rely on welfare programs are actively 
affected by marriage inequality. Programs such 
as the Disabled Adult Children program are 
discontinued for those who’are married, as the 
government assumes that their partner will be 
providing for the disabled individual. 

Additionally, marriage often increases 
income, which means that some disabled 
people would no longer qualify for necessary 
welfare programs if their income rises above 
the poverty line after getting married. As such, 
some disabled individuals have chosen not to 
marry in order to keep their welfare programs 
intact as they and their partner could not afford 
the costs associated with their disability without 
the welfare programs. 

Valentines Day is a day of love; however, 
some individuals do not have the freedom 
to express their love freely. Across the world, 
same-sex marriage is only legal in 28 countries. 
Additionally, some individuals continue to face 
discrimination for who they love, which makes 
the Equality Act significant in today’s society.

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Voting for presidential nominees begins

hough the presidential election will 

not occur until November, Monday, 
Feb. 3 marked the official beginning 
of the 2020 election season. Both the 
Democratic and Republican parties have 
begun the process to determine their 
presidential candidate, convening for 
the Iowa caucuses and New Hampshire 
primaries. However, the Democratic 
hopefuls have received significantly more 
attention, as the Democratic nominee 
will almost certainly face the divisive 
Donald Trump in his bid for reelection. 

Each US. state determines whether 
voters registered there will participate in 
a primary or a caucus. The results of each 
determine the party representatives, or 
delegates, who are sent to the national 
convention. The delegates’ votes at the 
national conventions select each party's 
presidential nominee. 

Ina primary, voters cast secret ballots 
at their polling place; in a caucus, a more 
complicated process occurs. Voters 
meet in groups throughout the state for 
discussions before selecting delegates 
to represent various candidates. To 
complicate matters, rules also differ 
by party, with the Republicans and 
Democrats each setting their own 
standards. | Democratic delegates 
represent candidates proportionally, with 
different numbers of delegates based 
on votes received by each candidate. 


Republican delegates may also be 
Proportional, or all delegates can support 
one candidate — it varies by state. 

State rules also determine who 
may participate in primary elections, 
with some involving only registered 
party members and others allowing 
participation of unaffiliated voters, 

As incumbent president, Trump 
securely holds a majority of delegates 
in the primaries so far. His nomination 
is all but guaranteed: he received 39 of 
40 delegates in the Iowa caucus, with 
challenger Bill Weld receiving only 
one. Trump also received all 22 of New 
Hampshire’ delegates. 

The Democratic caucus in Iowa 
brought much more controversy, and not 
just in the distribution of delegates. This 
year, the Democratic party implemented 
a mobile app to report results, but 
problems appeared early, with some 
officials reporting that they could not log 
into the app. 

While the Democratic party 
announced that technological issues 
would not hinder election results, results 
were indeed delayed. Results remained in 
question for several days, and prominent 
organizations like the Associated Press, 


the New York Times and NPR refrained 


from announcing a winner. 

Current data narrowly places former 
Mayor Pete Buttigieg at the top, with 26.2 
percent of the vote and 14 delegates, but a 
close race earned Senator Bernie Sanders 
26.1 percent of the vote and 12 delegates. 
‘The two candidates essentially remain in 
a tie, and neither has securely claimed 
the first primary win, a historically 


important indicator of election results. 

Senator Elizabeth Warren, former 
Vice President Joseph Biden and Senator 
Amy Klobuchar rounded out the top 
five, with eight, six and one delegate, 
respectively. 

Democratic National Committee 
Chairman Tom Perez was among those 
who called for a recanvass of the results 
under suspicion of inconsistencies, 
especially with the complication of the 
failed app. The re-examination of votes 
completed by the Democratic Party did 
not change the results, but it did add one 
more delegate to Buttigieg’s total. 

New Hampshire brought fewer 
controversies. Sanders finished first, 
earning 26 percent of votes and nine 
delegates; Buttigieg trailed with 24 
percent of votes but an equal nine 
delegates. A surprise showing by Amy 
Klobuchar led to her third place finish, 
gaining support from 20 percent of voters 
and six delegates. While they received no 
delegates, Warren and Biden once more 
rounded out the top five. 

With Buttigieg leading at 23 
delegates, and Sanders close behind at 
21, the Democratic presidential nominee 
remains highly uncertain — especially 
as a candidate needs 1,991 delegates to 
secure the nomination. The upcoming 
Nevada caucuses and South Carolina 
primary, in advance of primaries in 14 
states on “Super Tuesday,’ will further 
determine who will be on the ballot 
come November. 

The Pennsylvania primary election 
will take place April 28, 2020. Voter 
registration continues until April 13. 
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Changes in regulations make it more important than ever to ensure 
that prospective students feel welcomed and at home at Etown. 


Student Day was 200 people by 
Friday, Feb. 14, which was-surpassed 
with a total of 201 as of Friday, 
Feb. 7, so the College is expecting 
high numbers for the first Accepted 
Student Day.

They will also soon be sending out 


Etown-related laptop stickers and 
doing some phone call and text 
campaigns. Admissions has realized 
how important communication 
via text is, especially since many 
students do not have voicemails set 
up. Admissions will also be utilizing 
their social media accounts, focusing 
Facebook on parents and Instagram 
on accepted students. 

Champoli explained that there 
have also been some national 
changes to admissions standards. 
The National Association for College 
Admissions Counseling (NACAC) 
regulates advising for admissions

departments throughout the college. 
Previously, NACAC had a rule that 
colleges needed to stop engaging with 
students that did not decide on their 
school by May 1. That was recently 
found to be against anti-trust laws, 
so beginning this season, colleges 
will not only be able to engage after 
May 1, but can also engage with 
students who are actively attending 
other colleges. 

Champoli said that this could 
lead to students being “poached” 
from their current institutions, so it 
is more important than ever to drive 
engagement and make students want 
to stay at Etown. He said he believes 
that some of the most important 
ways to prevent students from being 
“poached” are getting them to meet 
other people and helping them 
connect and engage with tour guides. 
He mentioned that there are ethical 
questions that come with “poaching” 
and highlighted the importance of 
being transfer-friendly. 

Etown has already started 
recruiting students for the 2021- 
2022 school year, which is two 
months earlier than usual. They 
are partnering with Way Better 
Marketing to assist with starting this 
process earlier. So far, there have 
been over 5,000 respondents to this 
campaign, where Etown normally 
recieves only hundreds around this 
time. Although it is still very early, the 
top majors that these students have 
expressed interest in are pre-med, 
engineering, psychology and biology. 
A large portion of these students 
remain undecided.

at the city's town square. They lit 
candles and chanted. - ;

Understanding the importance of Black History Month

lready in the second week of 

February, Elizabethtown College 
is deep into programming for this 
year’s Black History Month calendar of 
events. 

With student and campus-run 
initiatives abound, College community 
members seeking to honor significant 
Black figures and cultural movements 
wont need to look far for informative 
and meaningful experiences. 

The precursor to Black History 
Month, Negro History Week, stretched 
over the second week of February and 
was started by historian Carter G. 
Woodson in 1926. 

This week was chosen, as it happens 
to coincide with the birthdays of 
Abraham Lincoln and_ Frederick 
Douglass. 

Black History Month was first 
developed and celebrated in 1970 at 
Kent State University. 

While its influence and practice 
expanded significantly in upcoming 
years, the celebration of Black History 
Month remained largely limited to the 
confines of academic institutions until 
1976, when President Gerald Ford 
recognized it nationally. 

Since then, every year the American 
government recognizes Black History 
Month every year and_ endorses 
specific, culturally relevant themes on 
which to focus. 

2020’s theme is “African Americans 
and the Vote” in honor of the centennial 
anniversary of the 19th amendment 
(which granted women the right to 
vote), and the sesquicentennial of the 
15th amendment (which granted Black 


men the right to vote). 

While celebrated all over the 
United States, Black History Month 
has not been without its fair share 
of controversy. Many argue that by 
confining it to a single month of the 
year, Black History Month restricts 
the study and appreciation of Black 


‘history. 


Such parties argue that supporters 
of Black History Month should 
instead work to better integrate Black 
history into mainstream education. 
American film actor Morgan Freeman 
has famously stated, “I don’t want a 
Black history month. Black history is 
American history.” 

Contrastingly, the Wall Street 
Journal has described Black History 
Month as “a time when the culture and 
contributions of African Americans 
take center stage.” 

While this topic remains incredibly 


divisive, it is important for institutions 


and organizations to be aware of their 
own biases and limited perspectives 
when planning their annual Black 
History Month celebrations. 

Having reopened this semester, the 
Mosaic House will bea hotspot for Black 
History Month events run by Noir. 
Club leaders plan on organizing a 
karaoke night in the coming weeks to 
highlight Black culture and music. 

Additionally, Noir will be hosting 
educational events in the Mosaic 
House, including a night dedicated 
to reading short stories and listening 
to podcasts by Chimamanda Ngozi 
Adichie, a prominent Nigerian writer. 

Monday, Feb. 24 the club will honor 
the late Kobe Bryant, a professional 
basketball player and renowned 
African American icon, who passed 
away in a-helicopter accident in 
January of this year. 


There . will be a tribute at 


Elizabethtown’s Peace Garden to honor 
Bryant and his legacy. 

Club leaders picked the date — Feb. 
24 — as a homage to Bryant's Jersey 
number, which many NBA players 
informally retired following his death. 

To round out their schedule of 
events, at the end of the month, Noir 


will be hosting a party at the Mosaic 


House in commemoration of Black 
History Month and all of the work 
done in its honor. 

Additionally, through their 
planned events, the club hopes to help 
reestablish the Mosaic House as an 
accessible and meaningful space for

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The Anatomy Chronicles: Art, science and the body

Ao many would argue, is one of the 
trickiest subjects to learn. 

Its hard enough to understand the split- 
second processes that your body undertakes to 
keep you alive, and it's even harder when you 
can't visualize any of the crucial organs that 
carry them out. 

Its a challenge of which associate professor 
of biology Anya Goldina is well aware. In 
comes the project “The: Anatomy Chronicles.” 

Each year, students in Goldinas Biology 
201 and 202 Anatomy and Physiology classes 
are offered the opportunity to earn extra credit 
by making a creative piece that explains or 
highlights a part of the body. 

This year's exhibit includes poems, children’s 
books and cartoons, among other creations. 

So why look at anatomy through a creative 
lens rather than its typical science-oriented 
one? 

According to the event's description, it’s a 
critical oversight to not consider how the topic 
lends itself to artistic endeavors. 

“Human Anatomy and Physiology is part 
of our lives. It is what allows us to innovate, 
achieve incredible feats of athleticism and 
grace, climb mountains, dive oceans, fly into 
space and create the works shown in this 
exhibit,’ the description said. 

Its a sentiment shared by Goldina’s students. 

“Many people try to divide the sciences and 
the arts, which I think is a mistake? Sophomore 
Casey Nathan said of the exhibit. “The 


our understanding of our own bodies while 
providing a creative outlet for the information 
learned in the class” 

For Nathan's own project, she made a 
drawing of the brain completely out of word 
art, curving and stretching the letters of each 
word to represent their meaning and how they 

contribute to the shape of the brain. 

“Tthelps me conceptualize what the different 
parts of the brain look like, and I'm finding it 
helps me remember how it all fits together too, 
because I remember how I tried to make all 
of the words sit inside the shape of the brain. 
I went through like 10 pieces of paper” she 
laughed. 

The value of The Anatomy Chronicles 
doesn't just include the ability to combine 
science and art. 

The exhibit, and its construction, also help 
students understand the course material on a 
different level. 

“Tt becomes easier for us to understand, not 
just because of the time we put into researching 
and creating the projects, but we get to see the 

systems through the eyes of our peerswho 
break it down into parts that are easier to 
understand,” sophomore Michaela Teague said. 
“It also allows us the opportunity for a grade 
boost in a way that everyone feels like they've 
really earned,’ she continued. 

Sophomore Katlyn Harper agreed. 

“The most important part of this exhibit has 
probably honestly been just seeing everyone 
elses projects and seeing all new insights 
because of the way they structured their stories 
or pictures,” she said. 

New insights seem to be the key, especially 
when dealing with concepts that can sometimes 


“Tt really helps all of the concepts resonate 
in a way that feels new and fresh. As an 
Occupational Therapy major, I took classes in 
high school in preparation for my classes here 
at Etown. So when I got into Anatomy this 
year I kind of felt like a lot of the concepts were 
things I had already learned,’ Harper said. “But 
this project allowed me to see a lot of things I 
thought I knew from a new perspective.” 

The project isn’t just valuable to Anatomy 
students, however. 


- Nathan encourages everyone to come check 
out the exhibit. 

“You don’t need to be a biology, or a 
chemistry, or an OT major to enjoy the exhibit. 
Everyone should want to know what's going on 
in their body, And it’s fun! It takes an abstract 
concept and makes it tangible. And isn’t that 
what learning’s all about?” Nathan said.

Celebrating the legacy of Toni Morrison on campus

n celebration of Black History Month, Elizabethtown 
College has featured events focusing on the late Toni 
Morrison. 

These events included the screening of the biographical 
film, “The Pieces I Am” Thursday, Feb. 6 and the talk given 
by Professor of English Dr. John Rohrkemper in the High 
Library Monday, Feb. 10 called “Toni Morrison’s Style.” 

Morrison's work has long been regarded as influential, 
earning her the Nobel Prize for Literature in 1993. Her 
significant works include the novels "The Bluest Eye," 
"Beloved" and "Sula." 

Morrison is regarded as a phenomenal writer, but she was 
also as an advocate for fellow women of color. 
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Dr. John Rohrkemper presented about the unique 
qualities of Morrison's work across her literary canon.. 


Morrison highlighted the experience of black women in 
her work, writing dynamic stories about a group of people 
often overlooked in literature 

Aug. 5, 2019, Morrison passed away. The world is still 
reckoning with her legacy and how to best conceptualize the 
broad scope of positive work that she has contributed to the 
world through her lectures and writing. 

The events that have been held on campus serve to 
underscore Morrison's significance, as well as to acquaint 
students with her work who may not have otherwise been 
familiar with her. 

Such was the goal of the presentation given by Rohrkemper 
in the High Library. The event was put on with the support 
of and in coordination with Librarian Joshua Cohen. 

The presentation given by Rohrkemper focused on the 
stylistic elements of Morrison's writing that distinguish her. 

“Dr. Rohrkemper explored how Morrison's style of 
writing has changed from novel to novel to fit the particular 
content of each novel. He discussed the novels “The Bluest 
Eye, ‘Beloved, ‘Jazz’ and “The Song of Solomon,” Cohen said. 

Morrison's work is versatile and comes from a pa of 
deep empathy and understanding. 

Translating those sentiments into practical, linguistic 
analyses of her work is what Rohrkemper has been doing for 
years asia Morrison scholar. 

“I have written fairly extensively about Moctsont 
writing, [from] scholarly articles [to] conference papers.” 
Rohrkemper said. 

In his presentation, Rohrkemper compared various 
excepts from Morrison’s body of work and discussed the 
stylistic variety between them depending on. the subject 
matter of the novel. 

“Morrison is often praised for her moral vision, for her 
ferocity in tackling complicated and difficult themes, for her 
celebration of black storytelling, but she also was a brilliant 
stylist,” Rohrkemper said. “Each work is without question 
hers to those who know bes writing, but each also has a 
particular style all its own.” 

“T liked his comparison of some select passages from a 
variety of her novels to show how her style of prose changed 
over the course of her career based upon the needs of the 
particular story she was telling,’ Cohen said, reflecting on 





Rohrkemper’s presentation. 

Rohrkemper also provided an example of this stylistic 
variance, showing the versatility of Morrison's talent. 

“In her novel 'Jazz,' for instance, she not only writes 
about jazz music and the Jazz Age, but she writes in a style 
that feels like a jazz composition,” He said. “Because of this 
fusing of style and content, I often warn would-be readers of 
her work that each new novel they read will necessitate them 
learning how to read all over again.” 

Morrison is often specifically regarded as an advocate 
for black women, and her literary talent at times can come 
second to discussions about her race and her gender. 

Presentations such as Rohrkemper’s allow for audiences 
to engage with Morrison not just as an activist, but as the 
talented author she was. 

It is important to allow Morrison this duality, especially 
given how significant her work was for giving light to the 
stories of people of color, specifically black people — voices 
who still are often missing from literary conversations. 

“T think that Morrison should be remembered as one of 
the greatest American novelists of our time,” Cohen said. 
“She is not just a masterful storyteller and wordsmith; her 
work has fundamentally changed how we view our country’s 
historical narrative by placing the African-American 
experience at the center of that narrative.” 

Rohrkemper echoes this sentiment, emphasizing the 
enduring significance of Morrison and her work. 

“I think Morrison is and will continue to be regarded 


‘as a one of the greatest writers of the late-twentieth and 


early twenty-first centuries. No other American recipient 
of the Nobel Prize for Literature has deserved it more than 
Morrison,” Rohrkemper said. 

Morrison's work uniquely tackles complex social issues all 
while embodying a remarkable understanding of literature. 

While her work has always been significant, her recent 
passing has given students and scholars the opportunity to 
reflect on what her legacy will be. 

"I think that the best way to honor Morrison is by reading 
her work. I would recommend ‘Beloved’ to anyone who is 
new to her writing,” Cohen said. “The library has a display 
of works by and about Toni Morrison on our main floor 
through the month of February."

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THE WEEKLY CHIRP: ETOWN’S INTERNET POLICY CHANGE 
A recent change in the campus secure Wi-Fi leads to mixed reactions amongst students.

Aut to the Elizabethtown College Secure Wi-Fi 
network at the beginning of the semester has led to 
some disatisfied reactions from students on the E-town 
Jays App. 

The change in policy has had strongly varied 
reactions because the primary discernable difference in 
the new policy is that websites containing mature and 
explicit content — most notably pornography — are 
now blocked on the campus internet. 

Several students on the E-town Jays App created 
posts in late January raising their objections to the 
policy change with hashtags #bringbackthehub and its 
abbreviated version #BBTH. This does not refer to the 
Digital Humanities Hub located in the Wenger Center 
as some thought, but actually is in reference to video 
sharing and pornography website Pornhub. 

One student suggested skipping class as a strike 
against the change, and another created a petition on 
change.org which recieved 90 signatures. 

Other students suggested the use of virtual private 
networks (VPNs) or browsing on data rather than on the 
secure Wi-Fi. 

Lastly, a student created sticker designs in reference 
to this policy change with a suggestive phrase, though it 
is unknown if the stickers were actually created. 

While many students appear to be making a joke of 
the policy change, some pointed out their larger concerns 
with internet censorship and issues of transparency on 
the part of the administration. The example may be a 
laughable one, but it brings to light the distrust students 
have of the administration based on their choices in 
communication to students.

fyou're into gaming, you might remember 

the “Persona 5” craze from 2017. If you've 
ever played “Persona 5,” or spoken to 
someone who has, you've probably heard 
one thing about the game mentioned more 
than everything else: the music. Gamers 
might disagree over the quality of the story 
or the gameplay, but the music of “Persona 
5” is widely agreed to be unparalleled in 
terms of video game soundtracks. 

“Persona 5” boasts a long soundtrack, 
with 110 different songs spanning three 
CDs in a physical release. Of those 110 
tracks, seven feature vocals from Japanese 
soul singer Lyn Inaizumi (credited under 
the mononym Lyn). For the sake of this 
review, I will focus on the six English- 
language vocal tracks from the standard 
game. 

My first exposure to the vocal tracks 
of “Persona 5” was back in 2017. It was 
my senior year of high school, and I was 
ditching class with two guys, driving around 
town to get food. The rule was that whoever 
drove could control the AUX cord, and my 
friend John was driving this time. 

He told us that he was obsessed with this 
new game, and he raved about how good 
the music sounded before putting on some 
tracks for us to listen to. I remember being 
struck by the sound of the woman’s voice— 
so deep and rich and nothing like the other 
Japanese singers I was familiar with from 
anime openings. However, I didn't have 
a PlayStation 4 at the time, and he didn't 
play the soundtrack for us often. Quickly, 
the music from “Persona 5” faded from my 
mind. 

However, I recently finished “Persona 
5,” and now the music will not leave my 
mind. As I was playing the game, I was once 
again amazed by Lyn’s voice, causing me 
to remember my first time listening to the 
vocal tracks on the way to McDonald’s back 
in high school. This time however, I have 
the experience of having played the game to 
fully appreciate these tracks. 

Perhaps the most famous of the vocal 
tracks is “Last Surprise; which functions as 
the normal battle music in “Persona 5.” The 
cacophonic orchestra of this song fits its 
purpose as a battle theme, and even though 
this song plays for every single regular 
enemy encounter, you don't grow tired of 
it — something which I largely attribute to 
Lyn’s voice. 

“Wake Up, Get Up, Get Out There” is 
the opening theme of “Persona 5,’ and 
to me, it embodies the acid jazz genre of 
the soundtrack the most. In an interview 
with Glixel, the “Persona 5” soundtrack 
director Shoji Meguro said that because

visuals compared to the previous “Persona” 
installments, he wanted the soundtrack to 
mirror that realism, which leads “Persona 5” 
to sounding a lot different than other video 
game soundtracks. 

Another track players will hear a lot is 
“Beneath the Mask (Rain), which plays at 
nighttime whenever it rains. This track shows 
Lyn’s expertise as a soul singer, and her vocals 
here truly capture the somber mood during 
a nighttime storm. This song is beautiful and 
calming, which comes as a pleasant respite 
from the emotional rollercoaster of the story 
and battles, especially once you reach the 
game’s climax. 

One of the climcatic songs is called “Life 
Will Change,’ which in the beginning parts 
of the game only plays as an instrumental. 
However, once you hit the sixth dungeon 
and reach the final stretch for the boss, the 
lyrical version plays for the first time. This 
song focuses on rock elements to capture 
the high-strung tensions on the way to the 
area boss, and of course, Lyn delivers on the 
strong lyrics that vow to defeat the area boss. 

Another climactic song is “Rivers in the 
Desert,’ which plays for the penultimate boss 
of the game — and which first-time players 
will mistake as the final boss. Obviously, this 
track has to match the stakes of the battle 
as the biggest foe the heroes have faced so 
far. The song starts off with Lyn’s fast lyrics, 
creating a lot of build-up as she sings about 
having to prepare for the battle. This leads to 
the explosive chorus as the heroes become 
a beacon of hope in a world of desolation, 
much like water in dry land. I have to say, 
this song has to be my second favorite, 
because it captures the stakes of a final battle 
so well and because Lyn’s vocals showcase a 
new level of power not yet seen in the other 
songs. 

My favorite vocal track from “Persona 
5” isn't the dramatic boss music, however. 
Its actually a song that plays during the 
exploration of the sixth dungeon and just 
so happens to be the theme of one of my 
favorite characters. “The Whims of Fate” 
is another exemplary song of the acid jazz 
genre, playing in the casino-themed dungeon 
controlled by a corrupt public prosecutor 
who treats her trials like a game to be rigged 
and won. The song has a sultry, playful vibe, 
all of which Lyn captures so perfectly in her 
voice. I cannot tell you how often I would just 
stand still in the dungeon and avoid battles 
just so I can listen to the song on an endless 
loop. Out of every vocal track, this one wins 
out for me by far. 

Six songs out of 110 is just a small sample 
of every track “Persona 5” has to offer. If 
you find yourself liking Lyn’s voice or the 
acid jazz genre, then there is endless music 
available to you in the rest of the franchise’s 
sequels, spin-offs, anime adaptions and 
remakes, with a good portion of those songs

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SAWR "Loser" Fitness Initiative faces criticism

See Office of Student Activities, Well-being 
and Recreation (SAWR) is sponsoring 
SAWR Loser, a six-week fitness incentive 
program, run by Assistant Director of Strength 
and Fitness Chad Gerhard. The sports program 
is running from Monday, Feb. 3 to Friday, 
March 13. Sign-ups were provided at the 
Bowers Center for Sports, Fitness and Well- 
Being Fitness Desk. There are currently 17 
participants in SAWR Loser. 

According to Gerhard, SAWR Loser was 
“developed as a way to respond to many 
individuals’ interest in making healthy lifestyle 
changes but not sure how to get started” 
Overall, Gerhard noted how the program's goal 
is to “enhance multiple dimensions of wellness” 

Throughout the program, participants 
are required to take part in weekly weigh-ins. 
As part of the weigh-ins, a weekly winner 
is recognized. To gain additional points, 
participants have the option to attend group 
fitness classes and cooking demonstrations in 
the Bowers Center. Winners are determined 
based on the highest percentage of weight 
loss and are then awarded a prize. An overall 
winner is determined based on the addition 
of overall percentage of weight lost and points 
earned through attendance at group fitness 
classes and cooking demonstrations. 

However, concerns about the program have 
arisen from faculty, staff and students alike. 
Junior secondary English education major 
Emmett Ferree has expressed his concerns to 
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The new fitness initiative from the Office of Student Activities, Well-being 
and Recreation aimed to help students make healthy lifestyle changes. 


Inhis correspondence, Ferree first contacted 
Vice President of Student Life Celestino 
Limas and was then referred to Director of 
the Bowers Center Whitney Crull.’ Ferree 
expressed that while the program itself has 
good intentions, it is being portrayed poorly. 
Ferree pointed out the program's similarity to 
the Biggest Loser, which he described as “the 
most toxic weight loss show” that “promotes 
unhealthy habits’ He noted that Elizabethtown 
College has had other incidents with properly 
promoting healthy habits and questioned how 
the program was approved, since it has some 
negative connotations from its connection to 
the television show. 

“Its never good to make weight loss a 


In a phone interview, Ferree also raised 
concerns about SAWR Loser in relation to 
eating disorders. Ferree noted that the program 
could promote unhealthy habits associated 
with eating disorders as well as harm people 
who are recovering from an eating disorder. He 
noted how there was “a lot of disregard for the 
mental health side of things” 

“We certainly recognize the severity of 
eating disorders, which is why professionals in 
exercise science and nutrition are monitoring 
participants on a weekly basis,’ Gerhard said in 
response to Ferree and other's concerns about 
SAWR Loser and eating disorders. Gerhard

So how 
exactly does the process work for

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adding and evaluating academic 
programs at the College? 

At the Thursday, Feb. 6 
Student Senate meeting, President 
Cecilia McCormick stated that 
many factors must be taken into 
account when considering the 
implementation or the phasing 
out of academic programs, 
such as these programs’ needed 
resources and their importance to 
the College's mission. 

The bodies on campus that 
handle academic programming 
are the Resources and Strategic 
Planning Committee (RSPC), 
the Academic Council and 
Faculty Assembly. The RPSC 
contains a mix of representatives 
from faculty, staff and Student 
Senate, and its mission is to 
work alongside the senior staff 
on academic programming, 
residential renewal and other 
issues. In terms of the RSPC’s 
involvement with programming, 
its strategic plan listed on the 
Etown website says that the 
committee will “develop new 
majors based on research that 
identifies programs with high 
growth potential based on market 
demands/needs, student interest 
and internal strengths” 

According to chair of the 
Academic Council and associate 
professor of Japanese and Asian 


Studies Dr. Mahua Bhattacharya, 
the RSPC has recently taken on 
more responsibility in dealing 
with programming. Previously, 
if a faculty member wanted 
to introduce a new program, 
they would send their idea to 
Academic Council. From there, 
the Academic Council would 
collaborate with Senior Vice 
President for Academic Affairs 


and Dean of Faculty Dr. Betty 
Rider to see if the College has the 
available resources and budget for 
the program. 

“If it was something the 
College felt was essential, [Rider] 
would normally say, ‘Yeah, sure” 
Bhattacharya said. 

But with the RSPC, the 
process will change. Bhattacharya 
said that all new programs will

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Rights and privileges 


of college students

Ss Sa rights are a complex, 
contentious and highly relevant 
issue. However, despite the fact that 
these rights are vitally important to 
college students and the ways they 
may conduct their lives, many are 
unaware of how their attendance at a 
university may impact their freedoms 
and protections. 

Starting in elementary school and 
continuing through high school, young 
students may not experience the same 
rights and privileges afforded to adults. 
Because of their youth, schools may, for 
example, share pertinent information 
with students’ parents without student 
permission. However, many common 
high school experiences like this one 
disappear once an individual reaches 
college and is granted more freedom 
and independence. 

Asis the case throughout elementary 
and secondary education, a great deal 


_ of students’ rights issues depend upon 


the status of an institution — ie., 
whether it is a public or private college 
or university. When selecting an 
institution for higher education, most 
students do not consider this factor, 
but it nevertheless has a great impact 
upon students’ rights and lives. 

Talking about “rights” in the United 
States is usually a conversation of 
constitutional rights, such as freedom 
of speech, religion and expression and 
privacy rights. These rights protect 
students from the government. As 
state-funded _ institutions, public 
colleges and universities act as 
extensions of the government, and 
students’ constitutional rights protect 
them from infringement by their 
school. 

“So if Millersville University passes 
a rule that restricts speech, it would 
be similar to if that rule were passed 
by the city [of] Lancaster,” associate 
professor of communications and 
Interim Director of the Pre-law 
Program Dr. Matthew Telleen said in 
an email interview. 

On the contrary, private colleges 
and universities, such as Elizabethtown 
College, act like private businesses, 
which can often pass rules and 
restrictions affecting constitutional 
rights without repercussions. For 
example, private businesses, including 
private colleges, may ban the use of 
certain speech or require visitors to be 
searched for entry. At various colleges, 
this can look like a ban on offensive 
speech, a prohibition on carrying 
firearms on campus or the ability of 
the college to search student housing. 

“The theory is the individual is 
not required to do business with any 
particular company, and enters into 
those transactions [with a college] 
voluntarily,’ Telleen said in an email.

in environmental awareness. This 
growth was so extreme that aviation, 
one of the largest growing industries 
worldwide, saw a drop in domestic 
passenger numbers in many 
European countries. 

This trend has even led to new 
vocabulary. Flyskam is the Swedish 
term for “flight-shame;’ a feeling 
which caused the Swedish national 
rail company, SJ, to report a nearly 


10 percent growth in passenger 
numbers, while competing airlines 
reported a drop at the same time. 
Airplane manufacturers and 


airlines have noticed this increased — 


awareness of the environment and 


the personal carbon footprint, and in - 
reaction they have started working to _ 


decrease their carbon footprint. 


However, to say airlines are 


working to decrease their carbon 


footprint is a bit of a stretch. When _ 
the oil crisis occurred in 1973, — 
followed shortly by the deregulation Y 
of airlines in the United States, 
several large airlines were put to an 


end. One of these airlines was Pan 
Am, the largest and most iconic in 


the western hemisphere, forcing — 


airlines to increasingly worry about 
reducing fuel costs. Since 2018, no 
American passenger airline has 
flown any airplane with more than 
two engines, largely due to the fuel 
costs associated with using more 
engines. At the same time, every 
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“manufacturer as more fuel-efficient 
than any competing airplanes. The 


decrease in the carbon footprint is 


therefore only a lucky side effect of. 


the airlines’ hunger for profits. 

To further decrease airplanes’ 
carbon footprints, there needs to be 
a greater change than just increased 


_ efficiency; airplanes need to find 
a mew source of power. Much like 


in the automobile industry, many

Trump lashes out after acquittal

resident Donald Trump was acquitted by the 

Senate in the conclusion of the impeachment 
trial Wednesday, Feb. 5. 

An acquittal was the expected result of 
the trial, as a conviction and removal from 
office would require a two-thirds majority. 
With the majority in the Senate being held by 
Republicans, an outcome in favor of conviction 
was considered very unlikely. 

Neither of the two articles of impeachment 
— abuse of power and obstruction of Congress 
— had a simple majority of the votes, and the 
votes were almost entirely split along party lines. 
Senator Mitt Romney (R-Utah) was the only 
person to break party lines, voting to convict 
Trump on the first article of impeachment, 
abuse of power. 

Following Trump's acquittal, Trump 
retaliated against government officials who had 
testified against him during the impeachment 
proceedings, according to the Associated Press 
(AP). White House National Security Council 
(NSC) member Lt. Col. Alexander Vindman 


and his twin brother and ethics lawyer at the 
NSC Lt. Col: Yevgeny Vindman were both 
removed from their positions and reassigned 
to the Army. A. Vindman had testified against 
Trump to the House of Representatives during 
the impeachment investigation. 

Ambassador to the European Union 
Gordon Sondland was another witness in the 
impeachment inquiry that was removed from 
his position following Trump's acquittal. 

Trump has been heavily criticized by 
Democrats for punishing those who spoke 
against him in the proceedings. 

"[This is] a clear and brazen act of retaliation 
that showcases the President's fear of the truth," 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi (D-Calif.) said in 
a statement. "The President's vindictiveness is 
precisely what led Republican Senators to be 
accomplices to his cover-up." 

Although many Republicans did not 
respond to the removal of the Vindman twins 
and Sondland, some of Trump's supporters 
celebrated the removals, according to AP. 

"{Vindman] should not be inside the National 
Security Council any longer. Its not about 
retaliation. Its because he cannot be trusted, 
he disagrees with the President's policies, & his 
term there is coming to an end regardless," Rep. 
Lee Zeldin (R-N.Y.) said in a tweet. 
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However, there are still some

Therefore, students at private 
colleges may decide to leave the 
institution at any time if they feel 
their rights are being violated. 

However, this difference can 
also have positive effects. The 
distinction between public and 
private schools is what allows 
private schools to declare religious 
affiliations. 

As actors of the state, public 
schools violate the separation of 
church and state in establishing 
a religious affiliation; private 
schools do not experience the 
same. Therefore, for students 
for whom a religious college 
is an important resource, this 
distinction becomes significant. 

Many students do not consider 
this issue when selecting schools, 
though, because it rarely leads 
to negative consequences. Public 
and private schools often function 
in similar ways, and most 
students do not consider private 
colleges to be a “business” they 
can easily leave — because, in 


most cases, even private colleges 
do not infringe on students’ 
constitutional rights. Just because 
private colleges are legally allowed 
to limit free speech or expression 
does not mean that they do. 

This is not to say that students’ 
rights at private colleges and 
universities are not protected. All 
college and university students, 
regardless of age or place of 
enrollment, are protected by the 
Family Educational Rights and 
Privacy Act (FERPA), which 
limits the information schools 
may share and release. FERPA 
applies to all institutions that 


receive funding from the USS. 


Department of Education, under 
which private colleges fall. 

Under FERPA, schools require 
written permission from students 
to release educational records and 
information, according to the 
U.S. Department of Education 
website. Schools are allowed to 
share “directory information,” or 
simple facts such as name, address 


at public, private institutions 


and phone number, without 
permission, on the grounds that 
the sharing of this information 
generally does not impact student 
well-being, according to the 
National Association for Colleges 
and Employers website. 

The information protected by 
FERPA falls under the category 
of “educational information, 
including transcripts, grades, 
GPA and academic evaluations. 
This means that third parties 
may not access this information 
without permission of the 
student. Exceptions to this 
include sharing of records when 
a student transfers institutions 


and disclosure of information in 


emergency situations. 

Student rights are often 
overlooked, but they are hugely 
important. Constitutional and 
FERPA rights represent just 
a small sample of the rights 
afforded to young people that can 
be impacted by their college or 
university enrollment.

Gerhard 
echoed Ferree’s sentiments as he described

In an e-mail interview, Director of 
Counseling and Health Needs Bruce 
Lynch emphasized that SAWR Loser is 
intended to focus on a broad definition 
of health, beyond just weight. However, 
Lynch did admit the potential for abuse of 
the program. 





“Because the program also includes 
a weight loss ... competition, there is 
potential for some students to become 
overly focused on that aspect,’ Lynch said. 
Lynch also noted how the program could 
have been advertised differently. 
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The SAWR Loser program has a number of checkpoints 
to help prevent extreme or unhealthy behaviors.

be sent to the RSPC first, and that the 
committee will evaluate the resources and 
decide if the program is viable. With this, 
Bhattacharya said the Academic Council 
has become “a purely academic body” 
that does not have to handle managing 
resources and making decisions from 
that angle. Rea: 

“Now we're looking only at the 
academic merit of these programs,’ 
Bhattacharya said. She also said that the 
RSPC taking on the role of resource- 
managing has made those on the 

_ Academic Council's lives easier, since 
most faculty are not well-versed in how 
to handle a budget on as large a scale as 
a college's. The Academic Council now 


evaluates the proposed programs based 
on its contents and quality. After the 
Academic Council, the program then 
goes to the Faculty Assembly. 

The RSPC simplifies the Academic 
Council's involvement in implementing 
and reviewing new programs, which is 
an advantage of this new process. One 
downside to this system, however, is how 
long it might take to pass a program. The 
PA program took about a year to be put 


into motion, according to Bhattacharya. 


However, Bhattacharya also said that 
if the administration wants to quickly 
put out a new program, they are willing 
to implement it without the Academic

resources and budgeting. Otherwise, a 
program might take a while for it to be 
reviewed by the RSPC and the Academic 
Council. 

The Academic Council has many 
other responsibilities on campus, such 
as interpreting and recommending new 
policy.

The locusts have been seen 
in Eastern Equatoria state near 
the borders with Ethiopia, 
Kenya and Uganda.

The soil in South Sudan's 
Eastern Equatoria has a sandy 
nature that allows the locusts 
to lay eggs easily, said Meshack 
Malo, country representative 
with the FAO. 

At this stage “if we are not 
able to deal with them... it will 
be a problem,” he said. 

South Sudan is even less 
prepared than other countries 
in the region for a locust 
outbreak, and its people are 
arguably more vulnerable. 
More than 5 million people 
are severely food insecure, the 
UN. humanitarian office says 
in’ its latest assessment, and 
some 860,000 children are 


malnourished. 

Five years of civil’ war 
shattered South Sudan's 
economy, and ___ lingering 


insecurity since a 2018 peace 
deal continues to endanger 
humanitarians . trying to 
distribute aid. Another local aid 
worker was shot and killed last 
week, the U.N. said Tuesday.

ep. David Hickernell’83 is an Elizabethtown 

College graduate who went on to become 
the House Representative of Pennsylvania's 
98th District. 

During Hickernell’s time at Etown, he was 
involved with a variety of extracurriculars 
— including Student Senate. He was also a 
psychology major and was on the tennis team. 

Most significant to his later career path, 
however, was an internship that he acquired the 
summer after his first year.

Etown alumnus Rep. Hickernell has 
long advocated for Lancaster County 


Hickernell went to work at Rep. Kenneth 
Brandt's office in Harrisburg. At that time, 
Brandt was serving as the House Representative 
of Pennsylvania’s 98th district. This is the same 
position that Hickernell holds today. 

Hickernell initially fell into the job due to 
a neighbor of his having a connection with 

Brandt. 

“T really had no interest in government or 
politics, but I needed a summer job,’ Hickernell 
said. “I needed a summer job and [Brandt] 
needed a summer intern. So, we got hooked up, 
and I spent the summer in Harrisburg doing an 
internship with him? 

Throughout his time at Etown, Hickernell 
continued to work with Brandt in varying 
capacities, despite the fact that he was initially 
resistant to it. 

“(In my junior year] ... [Brandt] called 
and said that he was opening district offices. 
He asked me if I would like to work part time 
for him in his local office? Hickernell said. 
“I originally said no, I was too busy. I was a 
college student, I was on the tennis team at the 

time. So, [Brandt] came back to me afew 
times ... and eventually it was my mother that 
convinced me that it would probably be a pretty 
good idea to earn some extra spending money.’ 

Hickernell spent his junior and’ senior 
years of college working with Brandt in his 
Elizabethtown district office. 

Despite this, Hickernell continued to be 
focused on career goals separate from politics. 

“My real career goal was [that] I wanted to 
be a college professor. My plan was to go and 
get a PhD in psychology, and I really wanted to 
teach college,’ Hickernell said. 

While Hickernell was in the process of 
applying to graduate school, he was still 
working with Brandt. 


Brandt offered for Hickernell to work in 
Brandt's Harrisburg office after he graduated in 
May, and Hickernell accepted. 

“I said yes, itd be an opportunity to make 
some money and I could save for my future 
education, I would take a couple of years and 
do this,’ Hickernell said. “A couple of years 
turned into 18 years of working on the staff for 
the House of Representatives.’ 

From that point on, Hickernell began to 
develop a substantial career in the sphere of 
Lancaster County politics. 

While his initial goal of a professorship 
got pushed to the side, he was finding success 
elsewhere. 

In 1999, members of the Lancaster County 
Republican Party encouraged Hickernell to 
run for an open position in the courthouse. 
Hickernell ran for Lancaster County Clerk of 
Courts in 2000. 

He won this position and was working 
it when he was again approached by local 
members of the Republican Party. 

“So, I'm now doing this new courthouse job, 
and, two years into that, folks from the district 

.. started to approach me as to whether I 
would be interested in running for [the 98th 
district] house seat; Hickernell said. “Tt was 
currently held by another Republican who a lot 
of people were unhappy with?” 

With encouragement from the party, 
Hickernell put out an exploratory committee 
before running for House Representative of 
Pennsylvania’ 98th District. 

“[In 2002] I ran for office against a sitting 
Republican, which at that time you didn't really 
do in Lancaster County,’ Hickernell said. “On 
Election Day we were fortunate enough to win 

.. and so here I sit today, 17 years later and 
nine terms in” 


Alum and State Rep. 


- Hickernell credits his psychology B.A. from 
Etown for assisting him in his political career. 

“My psychology [major] has come in 
handy in this job because you deal with a lot of 
personalities, and a lot of folks that come to you 
with problems. Being able to relate to them, 
and understand them, and be empathetic [is 
important];’ Hickernell said. 

Hickernell encourages students to embrace 
fluidity in their career path. 

“T never had a political science course when 
I was at Elizabethtown, it was one of those 
things where fate happened — a door opened, 
so I walked through it? Hickernell said. “You 
don't need to have a political science degree to 
be able to hold public office?” 

“You'll find as you go through your life that a 
lot of times that’s how things happen, you don't 
necessarily plan things,’ Hickernell continued. 

In the spirit of career fluidity, Hickernell 
had the opportunity to live out his collegiate 
ambitions when he co-taught a government 
course at Etown with associate professor of 
political science Dr.Kyle Kopko. 

“Tt was an opportunity to do something 
that I always wanted to do, and it was a great 
experience for me,’ Hickernell said. 


Hickernell is currently running for his tenth | 


term in the US. House of Representatives. 
He has worked consistently to be a bipartisan 
representative, reflecting the diversity of the 
community he serves. 

“As a_ representative, you represent 
everybody. We don't ask people when they 
come in the door whether you're a Democrat, a 
Republican, an independent, or whether you're 
registered at all? Hickernell said. “Our job is 
to help as many people as we can and to try to

Perry 
discussed the life and importance of a genderless 
individual in the late 18th century. 

This person was originally known as Jemima 
Wilkinson, a woman who had "died" due to a chronic 
illness; as her soul departed her physical body, 
another spirit overtook the flesh, awakening the 
beginning of “The Publick Universal Friend.” 

In an era of a society striving towards acceptance 
and understanding for LGBTQ+ rights, the context 
of The Friend’s story demonstrates a strong member 
of this community centuries ago. 

The tale of the Universal Friend began with 
Wilkinson. She was born in 1752 and was brought 
up in a Quaker household. 

Quakers often held community meetings, 
and Wilkinson and her family were some of the 
individuals who attended. 

They would be present at meetings in Cumberland 
with New Light Baptist; -however, being from a 
family of strongly-worded people, Wilkinson and 
her relatives became shunned by the Quakers due to 
their outbursts of opinions.This caused much stress 
for the Wilkinsonsin 1776. 

In October of 1776, Wilkinson contracted a deadly 
disease that is now assumed to have been typhus. 

It was believed by the Quakers that Wilkinson 
had passed from this illness and was then revived by 
God. | 

But once she had arisen, this new being claimed 
that Wilkinson had died, and her body had been 
requisitioned by God to preach the salvation of 
humankind. 


This new spirit was known as “The Publick 
Universal Friend? a gender non-conforming 
individual, charged by God to preach His word. 

Since The Friend did not live by a specific gender, 
Perry used the pronouns they and theirs to address 
the individual. 

During their life, the Friend was not addressed by 
any pronouns — masculine or feminine. The Friend 
was only ever referred to as "The Friend." 

Though the new being was born into a woman's 
body, they did not believe in typical women’s fashion 
during the 18th century. 

The Friend wore a long gown like a clergyman, 
with.a white dress and:a tie at the neck, and a large 
beaver hat with their hair down (typically, women 
wore their hair up). 

The Friend's dismissiveness of gendered clothes 
often caused offense. 

However, many were compelled by the Friend. 

The Friend believed in free will, the possibility 
of universal salvation, the second coming of the 
Messiah and the prediction that the world would end 
on May 19, 1780. 

They would expect their followers to accept these 
beliefs to gain approval for Heaven. 

The Friend traveled, preaching 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
Pennsylvania. 

They had around 300 followers throughout their 
progressions, most notably the Wageners, a wealthy 
family that hosted and sponsored The Friend and 
their teachings. 

Until The Friend's death, they prompted a 
multitude of powerful and influential movements. 
Their followers referred to their death: as "leaving 
time." :

contrary to how they viewed themself. 

The Friend's advocacy for both their faith and 
their gender identity holds significance in the 
context of current LGBTQ+ activism. 

The Friend is especially significant for transgender, 
nonbinary and gender non-conforming individuals 
who. aspire towards leadership roles in religious 
communities. 

“The Friend’s story is very important for many 
reasons. Probably right now the most contemporary 
reason is ... the refusal to see themselves as either 
solely male or solely female, and to see an identity 
that transcended specific gender,’ the director of The 
Young Center for Anabaptist and Pietist Studies Dr. 
Jeff Bach said. 

Perry continued this discussion, stating “The 
Friend was a very radical person for the time period 

.. this fellow stepped out of that mold ... there’s a 
story there that many people today can really relate 
to.” 

The Friend’s story is one that Bach and Perry 
encourage people to know, as it greatly associates 
with certain discussions in present society. 

On campus, the Young Center provides resources 
and presentations that allow students to have a better 


understanding of lesser-known figures in cereus 


history. 

The Young Center is now in preparation for its 
next event, a Pietism seminar Friday, March 6 and 
Saturday, March 7. 

During this event, three different scholars will give 
presentations on the lasting influence of Pietism. 

The following event is a discussion of the Stoltzfus 
family and the restoration of their 18th century 
farmhouse by the family’s descendants. 

Like The Friend, the Stoltzfus family is signifiant 
for challenging social precedents. While the Friend

Movie Review: What We Do in the Shadows 


Vampire cinema has never been so funny or taken itself less seriously, and mockumentaries have never been so supernatural

n honor of Taika Waititi’s latest 

Oscar win, this week’s review will 
be a throwback review of his and co- 
writer/director Jemaine Clement’s 2014 
horror mockumentary “What We Do in 
the Shadows.” 

Both Clement and Waititi have 
always had a somewhat unconventional 
sense of humor, if the latest Waititi film

“Shadows” is no different. It takes the 
genre of horror and flips it, making fun 
of it in the same way “This Is Spinal 
Tap” (1984) makes fun of the rock music 
industry — they both use the style of the 
mockumentary.

“What We Do in the Shadows” 
follows the daily life of three vampires, 
two of whom are played by Clement 


and Waititi, whose lives are interrupted 
when their oldest flatmate changes a 
human into a vampire. 

The film unfolds in ridiculous humor 
and a little bit of gore, but that is to be 
expected in a vampire film. 

This film pays homage to many 
well-known classics such as “Dracula” 
(1931), “Bram Stoker’s Dracula” (1992), 
and even “Twilight” (2008). 

Homage might be too kind a term 
for what “Shadows” does. If anything, 
this film is an hour and a half of them 
endearingly making fun of the vampire 
horror genre.

“Shadows” doesn’t become cheesy or 
tiresome with its jokes. In fact, there 
aren't any jokes in the film; it is made 
up entirely of humorous situations, 
and that is where the difference lies. 
Comedic things just happen to these 
characters, rather than them saying 


‘something and it needing a punchline. 


The dialogue of this film is so well 
done that I'd be incredibly happy to 
watch another three hours of these 
characters bickering. 

These vampires aren't what one 
would typically imagine when they 
think of vampires: they don’t live in 
some large castle, they live in a house 
in Wellington, New Zealand. They 


aren't the graceful, brooding type like 
; i val oul aly 
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Dracula. They are awkward and have no 
idea what the latest trends are, which is 
a joke in and of itself. 

“What We Do in the Shadows” flips 
the entire horror genre on its head and 
answers question like: How do vampires 
spend their time? What do they do in 
the shadows? 

Overall, what makes this film so funny 
is that it takes a subject so mundane — 
the idea of four guys sharing a flat in 
Wellington, New Zealand — and makes 
it ridiculous: the four guys are vampires. 

If horror is something that would 
usually spook you, but you enjoy the 
concept, this film might be for you. It 
is not scary; however, there are gory 
moments with a decent amount of 
blood shown. It is funnier than it is 
spooky, so if that sounds intriguing, I 
would absolutely recommend this film.

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"Teachers of West Africa" speak on education and giving back

Hee College held a lecture about the Teachers 
for West Africa program Wednesday, Feb. 19 at 7p.m. 
in the Young Center for Anabaptist and Pietist Studies’ 
Bucher Meetinghouse. The two speakers were retired 
English literature teacher and pedagogy professor Quimby 
Mamula and her husband, retired physics professor and 
college administrator Milosh Mamula. 

According to Director of the Center for Global 
Understanding and Peacemaking (CGUP) and professor 
of history Dr. David Kenley, both were former teachers 
of the “Teachers for West Africa Program” (TWAP) in 
Lagos, Nigeria from 1965-1967. “TWAP was created 
by Elizabethtown College and funded by the Hershey 
Company,” Kenley said. 

Prior Etown President A. C. Baugher (1893-1962) 
created the program for the College. Since the program 
began, Etown and the Hershey Company have sent more 
than 250 teachers to West Africa to teach a variety of 
subjects, such as English, French, math and science, in 
secondary schools. The program lasted from 1962-1972, 
and not only provided education to students but was also 
a way for the Etown community to give back. The teachers 
were sent to communities from which the Hershey 
Company often receives its supply of cocoa beans. 


During the presentation, Q. Mamula and M. Mamula 
discussed their experiences of both teaching and living in 
Africa. 

“They spoke a lot about their love for their students and 
Nigerian colleagues," Kenley said. "They also shared some 
of the struggles of the political chaos during their tenure.” 

One of the political tensions that occurred during 
their time there was the Nigerian Civil War (1967-1970) 
which forced them to return home. According to Kenley, 
throughout the presentation “they shared photos, cultural 
artifacts and personal stories.” Q. Mamula and M. Mamula 
were married before going to Africa and their daughter 
was born there. The lecture was free and open to the 
public. 

Prior to the lecture, there was a banquet in Q. 
Mamula and M. Mamula's honor with President Cecilia 
McCormick in attendance. Accompanying the lecture, the 
High Library featured an exhibit located in the Innovation 
Design Expression Art (IDEA) Lab. The exhibit lasted 
through the month of February and expanded on the 
information presented in the lecture, including podcasts 
and digital archives created by Etown students to help 
preserve past decades as we are now moving into a more 
advanced technological world. The exhibit ended Friday, 
Feb. 21. 

These podcasts and archives were created by students 
enrolled in the Mellon Grant funded course Archival 
Resources and Digital Humanities. The course was co- 
taught by Etown archivist Rachel Grove-Rohrbaugh 
and Kenley in the fall semester. In this course, students 


researched archives from the TWAP and interviewed 
teachers from the program to get material for their 
podcasts. 

The event was sponsored by multiple campus 
organizations including the CGUP, the High Library, 
Alumni Affairs and the Honors Program.

ransparency has become something 

of a buzzword on college campuses. 
Among the Elizabethtown College student 
population, many students interviewed hold 
strong opinions on what transparency is and 
how it should be carried out.

often not fast enough to stream 
videos. After ShareYourWorld shut 
down in 2001, the next popular 
video sharing website was the South 
Korean Pandora.tv. This one found 
more success, primarily localized 
in South Korea. Four months after 
Pandora’ creation, the first video 
streaming website was launched: 
YouTube. YouTube was different 
from predecessors because it used 
video transcoding, which allowed 
users to upload their own videos 
and made it easier for users to 
watch videos. YouTube exploded in 
popularity and is now the second 
most used website in the world. This 
is made possible by advancements 
in video encoding and video 
transcoding technologies. 

When a camera takes a picture, 
the image is broken into individual 
squares, called pixels. Using the 
commonly used RGB color space, 
each pixel can be described by 
three numbers between 0 and 
255, each number representing

the amount of red, green and blue 
in that pixel. Since it takes one 
byte to store the number range, 
each pixel must consist of at least 
three bytes. The standard image 
resolution, described by two 
numbers representing the count 
of horizontal and vertical pixels, 
is 1920 x 1080, meaning that each 
image contains slightly more than 2 
million pixels, or 6 million bytes. To 
make a video, most cameras record

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30 images per second. At this rate, a 
DVD would be filled in less than a 
minute. This is why video encoding 
is so important. 

Video encoding uses algorithms 
that find similarities within sections 
of images or between images in a 
video and exploit those similarities 
to describe the. images using less 
storage. This process of decreasing 
the size is called compression, 
and it is used for many types of 
files, even some of the simplest 
text-only files. A file compressed 
using lossless compression can be 
perfectly reconstructed by the user. 
To further decrease file sizes, files 
can use lossy encoding. This means 
that the encoded file likely can't be 
perfectly reconstructed, though it 
usually remains close enough that 
most people cant notice a difference. 
Several prominent video creators 
have created videos illustrating 
the data-loss by uploading a video 
to their preferred video sharing 
website, downloading it, then 
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uploading the downloaded version, 


repeating the process hundreds and 


even thousands of times. 


Transcoding is a similar process, 


but instead of starting with a raw 
video, it starts with an already 
encoded video and converts it to 
other formats. This process is what 
enables a website to offer the same 
video at different qualities. When a 
website detects that a user's internet 
connection is not fast enough to play 
the video they are trying to watch, 
the website begins sending the same 
video transcoded to a lower quality. 
This lower quality video has less 
data in it, meaning less information 
needs to be sent, allowing for the 
user to continue watching despite a 
slower connection. 

Over 300 hours of video are 
being uploaded to YouTube every 
minute. Video sharing websites 
have become so popular that it is 
difficult to imagine the internet 
before transcoding made these 
websites possible.

i fitesete from a community 
college to another institution can 
be difficult, but Elizabethtown College 
has begun an ambitious initiative to 
create partnerships with 10 additional 
community colleges that will make the 
transfer process easier. 

Etown has preexisting transfer 
agreements with Harrisburg Area 
Community College (HACC) and 
Reading Area Community College 
(RACC), and, in 2019, Etown announced 
a new agreement with Harford 
Community College in Maryland, Etown 


has begun tentative talks with nine 
other community colleges, located in 
Pennsylvania, Maryland and Delaware, 
according to Vice President of Enrollment 
Management John Champoli. 

These agreements can take up to a 
year to finalize, as the plan is to create 


a type of agreement that breaks down _ 


how many credits will transfer from the 
community college on a program-by- 
program basis. 

"Community colleges and _ their 
students prefer program-by-program 
articulation," Champoli said. "So 
you know that if you are studying 
engineering, you know which courses 
will transfer and where they will fit here." 

A major concern for transfer students 
is how many credits will be transferred, 
as this impacts how long it takes students 
to graduate and how much college 
costs. When there is uncertainty in the 
transfer credit amounts, the process of 
transferring is far more challenging. 
There can be confusion in switching 
from a three-credit system, which many 
community colleges use, to a four-credit 
system, which Etown uses. 

By establishing relationships with 
community colleges, the process 
becomes easier and more streamlined. 

"If we can address those [main 
concerns] and remove stumbling blocks, 
that’s going to be a huge help for these 


students,” Champoli said. 

Developing these agreements requires 
a lot of communication between faculty 
and staff at both institutions. At Etown, 
Associate Director of Admissions 
Gretchen Camp and Senior Director 
of Admissions Adam Smith, as well as 
Registrar Beverly Schmalhofer and Asst. 
Registrar and VA Coordinator Kelly 
Boutsikaris, are all heavily involved in 
the process. In addition, faculty play a 
significant role to determine how transfer 
students fit within their programs. 

"The faculty have been absolutely 
terrific in terms of creating these transfer 
check sheets," Champoli said. "It maps 
out how if you want to study in Y 
program, and you go to this community 
college, when you come here, how do 
your transfer credits fit, and where do 
they fit in that four year sequence?" 

Beyond partnerships with community 
colleges, Etown has been building 
relationships with pipeline programs to 
improve diversity at the College. 

Currently, Etown is working with 
Attollo Prep and hosting 26 students 
in a six-week program that provides 
a variety of college prep activities and 
college search guidance. Etown is 
also working with the Goals & Assists 
program in association with the Snider 
Hockey Program to reach out to and help 
students in inner city Philadelphia.

Smith elaborated on the residence hall's 
inconvenient distance and “run-down 
bathrooms?” 

Other concerns from students have 
risen about whether the campus will be able 
to house incoming students next year. With 
Royer housing approximately 125 students, 
opinions have been circling on whether or 
not there will be enough room for a new 
cohort of students and how the decision is 
expected to affect the student body. 

“Overall, positively. I think it 
demonstrates our commitment to 
providing the best housing options we can, 
while maintaining current options that are 
more vibrant and desired communities, 


Crowder said. 

As for potential plans for the building, 
they are up in the air. While this year will be 
finished out according to plan, the future is 
somewhat unknown. 

“Our focus on possibilities regarding 
the building will take shape in the near 
future, and as we have more to share, we 
will communicate with students at that 
time,’ Crowder said. 

“I think it makes sense to close down 
Royer in the anticipation of renovation. 
Royer definitely has some internal issues 
that are seemingly outdated, so in the end 
I understand. I dont see it being a problem 
leaving it open if need be, though. There is 


nothing in Royer that is inhibiting me from 
living comfortably,’ Niles said. 

There may be exciting opportunities 
for Royer in the future, however. Crowder 
discussed her interest in creating a haunted 
house event in Royer over Halloween. “Im 
sure we could convince Ruby, the Royer 
ghost, to join in the fun," she said. 

With the buildings old-timey 
appearance, as well as soon-to-be vacancy, 
perhaps Royer could be the perfect 
destination for a Hallow-Etown event.

a average play that youd see in a theater 
rehearses for two to three months and 


puts on performances for two weeks that 
strive for perfection. The average play in the 
Elizabethtown College 24-Hour Play Festival 
rehearses for one hour and performs one night 
only. 

The Festival took place from 7 p.m. Friday, 
Feb. 21 to 7 p.m. Saturday, Feb. 22. During that 
time, students wrote, cast, staged, directed and 
performed six original plays. 

I had the opportunity to follow both the 
event and its multi-talented members as they 
raced against the clock. 

Friday night, festival _ participants 
congregated in the Brinser Lecture Room (BLR) 
in Steinman Hall, a multipurpose room if ever 
there was one. 

The BLR housed playwrights typing lines 
and stage directions into word documents as 
they tried to verbalize their visions and directors 
scrawling notes on every inch of whiteboard 
space. 

One such director was senior Theater major 
Mika Cook, who debriefed me on the night's 
events. 

“Earlier tonight we separated who was 
acting, who was playwriting, who was directing, 
and then we had actors do a few auditions. 
Then the directors and playwrights got together 
and they cast the shows. And everyone here is 
currently writing plays,’ Cook said. 

“Its kind of like the eye of the storm 
right now. We have to have our scripts to our 
directors by eight in the morning, and none of 
the madness that will happen tomorrow can 
happen without the scripts. So now myself and 
all of the other playwrights are just trying to get 
our concepts fleshed out and on paper," junior 
theater performance and technology major 
Erin Vago said.

‘Tm hoping to be done by one or two, but 
the answer to ‘will I be sleeping tonight is I don’t 
know!” she continued. Thus is the madness of 
the 24-Hour Play Festival. 

Saturday afternoon, I checked back in with 
Cook and Vago, and was amazed at how much 
the entire company had progressed within a few 
short hours. What were once ideas became fully 
fledged works of art. 

“Tts really interesting because for both of the 
plays I'm directing we did read throughs, and 
then we put them up with rough blocking on 
the stage, and then we would do it where we 
wouldn't read stage directions and the actors 
would just go for it, and the actors are taking a 
lot of risks by not having the ample amount of 
time that they usually do," Cook said. "Seeing it 
go from just a verbal thing to a shaky physical 
thing to something that looks and sounds like a 
play has been really cool to see." 

Vago echoed her sentiments. 

“Tm very happy with what my director has 
done with the play that I wrote, and the actors 
took it above and beyond what I could have 
hoped for, which is great when you've had 
less time and are less confident in what you've 
written. Actually seeing it on stage and having 
the collaboration of everyone involved has 
really turned it into something different which 
is amazing,’ she said. 

After all of the rehearsals for each of the six 
plays concluded, everyone was rewarded for 
all their hard work with a pizza break. From 
then on, actors, directors, and playwrights alike 
prepared themselves as best as they could for 
the night's production. 

“Tm not quite prepared yet, but I think I will 
be by the time we get to the show. I’ve got to be? 
Vago said with a laugh. Its a feeling that was 
across the board: determination and excitement 
with a dash of nerves for good measure. 

“I have more excitement than nerves, I 
think,” Cook said. “Im excited to see how 
everyone does! Everyone’ kind of in the same 
sleep deprived state but theyre all working 
really hard, and they're on their A game, and ’m 
excited to see what they do! The waiting game 


commences,” 

At 7:30 p.m. Saturday night, the 24-Hour 
Play Festival reached its end, and its beginning: 
the show. Containing six plays, the show lasted 
about an hour, but encompassed the work of 
many more. 

Actors relied on “soft memorization” which 
allowed them to use their scripts on stage, 
rather than commit seven minutes of dialogue 
to memory in such a short amount of time. The 
performance wasn't perfect; mistakes happened, 
pages got mixed up, cues were missed. But it was 
hard to tell that the scripts hadn't been mapped 
out for weeks, the actors hadn't spent days upon 
days analyzing their characters’ motivations and 
goals, and that direction wasn't given based ona 
few hours (or less) of rehearsal. 

“Overall, I think tonight was a really big 
success! My play got a lot of laughs and the play 
that I directed turned out really great too. 'm 
really proud of myself and everyone who pulled 
this off Vago said, enthused after bows and 
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flushed with excitement. 

For Cook, the completion of the fest 

provided as much introspection as it did pride. 

“T think that when people think about 
theater they automatically either think of 
Broadway or some sort of professional theater 
where it's a mainstage show or a very well- 
known show, and no one ever thinks about this 
type of theater," she said. "I think that seeing 
theater in a different way than it’s usually done 
is so important, especially with the state that 
theater is in at Etown, and it was awesome for 
me to see, because even as a person that does 
theater I can fall into that mindset. So this was 
really eye-opening for me” 

Vago had similar insights. 

“T just love doing this so much, it gives 
people the opportunity to work on a show that 
isn't mainstage, so it's run by students, it's done 
by students, there's a lot of camaraderie, we're all 
just a great big family. An opportunity to create 
art is never lost here with us," she said.

Alum in politics series: Representative Martina White

Mii White graduated from Elizabethtown 
College in 2010, and currently serves as a State 
Representative for Pennsylvania's 170th Legislative 
District. 

Before her election to public office in 2015, White 
worked as a financial advisor. 

Having graduated from Etown with a B.S. Degree 
in Business Administration and dual focuses in 
finance and marketing, White said she feels that 
the College's business professors had a significant 
influence on her professional development and later 
entry into politics. 

“Every time I talk about Etown and my experience 
there, I always bring up the professors from the 
business program," she said. "The program was very 
robust, the professors were great. They weren't solely 
professors; they had experience in the fields that 
they were teaching. I loved that they were passionate 
about teaching and passionate about their subject 
matter. It all gave me a lot to think about in regard 
to my future.” 

White’s experience as a business student benefitted 
her in tangible ways right after graduation, as she 
worked as a financial advisor until her election to 
public office in 2015. 

As a financial advisor, White helped people 
navigate their retirement plans, savings and 
investments. 

White attributed much of her professional success 
to her time as a business student. 

She said she feels that one of the things that 
benefitted her the most was the focus her professors 
put on public speaking. ae 

A required element of nearly every class she took, 
White said that the confidence she gained through 
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a little bit prepared for what [she’s] doing now,’ 
serving others and making the voices of those in her 
community heard. 

During her relatively short time as a State 
Representative, White has found a multitude of 
important projects to work on. 

Serving as the chair of the Pennsylvania House's 
task force for transportation, White has been doing 
research to discover how the State can better fund its 
transportation infrastructure. 

Currently, White and her team are working to 
identify the worst road, bridge and infrastructure 
issues in Pennsylvania and discover reasons behind 
the shortfalls in funding. 

Having been a resident of Philadelphia her 
entire life, White is well-acquainted with the city 
and understands very well many of her community 
members concerns. 

She said she hopes to pass legislation in the near 
future meant to protect her 65,000 residents from the 
scourge of gun violence in Philadelphia. 

White is seeking a 10-year minimum sentence 
for those caught with illegal firearms or convicted of 
violent crimes. 

Recognizing the importance of community 
involvement and awareness, she frequently sits down 
with community members to directly hear their 
concerns. 

White gave an important piece of advice for 
students who hope to one day enter into politics. 

“There’s no reason to wait until you've graduated 
from college to get started. You can do so immediately 
by contacting your local public official and getting an 
internship in their office," she said. "For whichever 
side of the field you'd want to get involved in, either 
campaigning or direct involvement, there are so 
many ways to get hands-on experience before you 
graduate. Getting involved as a student is a good 
way to discover whether politics is really something 
you're interested in doing.”

“Find something you're passionate about. I think 
it’s something important for students to do across 
the board. I love what I’m doing, talking to people, 
hearing their stories and serving them however they 
might need.”

The race for the presidential primaries are underway; what do Etown students think?

ds United States presidential primary race is well 
underway. The formal results of the 2020 United States 
presidential primary election as of 7 p.m. EST are that 86 of 
the 87 declared Republican delegates will support President 
Donald Trump with the remaining delegate declared to 
former governor Bill Weld. The Democratic vote is more 
split with 100 total delegates declared: 45 to Senator Bernie 
Sanders, 25 to former Mayor Pete Buttigieg, 15 to former 
Vice President Joe Biden, 8 to Senator Elizabeth Warren 
and 7 to Senator Amy Klobuchar, 

The two types of voting events are caucuses and 
primaries. The primary difference between these two events 
is that caucuses are organized by the political parties within 
the state and primaries are run by the state government. 

Additionally, caucuses are more complicated events 
where people meet in a variety of public centers to discuss 
candidates. The discussions allow representatives of 
candidates to win over voters who are yet undecided. 

The first voting events of the season were the Iowa 
Caucuses held Feb. 3. This year there were complications 
tabulating results of the Democratic Iowa Caucus due 
largely to their launch of an app to collect data. The primary 
season began much earlier than the first voting event, 
however. 

The first presidential debates that took place for the 
Democratic party were held in two groups June 26 and 27 
in 2019, and the first presidential debates for the Republican 
party were held September 24 of 2019. 

The presidential primary race will not conclude until the 
Democratic and the Republican National Conventions are 
held from July 13 to 16 and August 24 to 27, respectively. 

National Conventions are the events at which parties 
formally select their nominees for President, as primaries 
and caucuses are not the official vote. The conventions are 
also.atime for each party to develop their platform, which 
is a decisive list of their principles and goals.

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Expert Corner: 
Associate professor of political science 
Dr. Kyle C. Kopko 


ssistant Dean of Institutional Effectiveness, 

Research and Planning and associate professor of 
political science Dr. Kyle C. Kopko offered his thoughts 
on the Presidential Primary race and offered advice to 
students. 

Kopko pointed out that oftentimes people do not 
believe that primaries are important elections, but this 
is completely untrue. 

“Primaries are the elections that determine which 
candidate will represent a political party in the 
November election,’ Kopko wrote in an email interview. 
“And in geographic areas that are dominated by one 
political party, the primary is the most important 
election because whoever wins that election will sail to 
victory in November.” 

States either have open primary systems where any 
registered voter can participate, or closed primary 
systems in which you may only vote in the primary of 
the party you are registered to. Pennsylvania uses the 
closed primary system. 

According to Kopko, primary elections give people 
an “opportunity to determine the direction of [their] 
political party.” In the current primary race, this is 
more true of the Democratic party, which has been 
actively contested compared to the Republican party 
race, which President Donald Trump is winning almost 
unanimously. 

“In many ways, a voter’s influence is greater in the 
primary than the general election because [there] is 
lower voter turnout [for the primary],” Kopko said. 

Kopko offered advice to anyone unsure of how to go 
about preparing to vote in a primary election. 

“They should prepare just as they would for the 
general election — they should research the positions 
of the candidates and vote for the individual that they 
believe is best, using whatever metrics the voter deems 
appropriate,” he said. 

Lastly, Kopko discussed ways for students to engage 
with the primary election process beyond voting. 

“Campaigns are always looking for volunteers for 
a variety of tasks. Students should remember that, 
sometimes, campaign volunteer opportunities turn into 
job opportunities,” he said. 

“At the very least, volunteering is a terrific way of 
meeting new professional contacts that could serve you 
well in the future.”

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extensively. The second is to throw together 
multiple sources into a music revue (ha). This 
review(ue) is the latter. 

In this review, I will be evaluating two sets 
of my all-time favorite lyrics. I bounce between 
the ways I consume music, sometimes barely 
hearing lyrics and only focusing on music, 
other times emphasizing lyrics more than 
any other part of a song. Of course, the best 
songwriters synthesize a blend of words 
and music that seamlessly coalesce into one 
perfect expression, and neither element is fully 
complete without its complement. But I focus 
enough on words in general that lyrics are 
a vital part of the music I consume. Without 
further ado, here are a few choice lines that 
metaphorically stop me in my tracks every 
time. 

The song: “551” by Dessa. The lines: “So 
fight the anesthesia / Spite the man that leaves 
ya / Might the sad disease you contracted 
while sitting boring and bored / Come back 
from the lab report / As the nervous disorder 
only the rich are afforded” 

I had to start with Dessa. This singer/ 
songwriter/rapper/poet/essayist uses language 
in a way I’ve rarely heard anyone else even 
approach, and she has too many beautiful, 
stop-you-cold lines to do anything but 
lead this list. Her dual focus on compelling 
subject matters and expression in intelligent 
rhymes and meters creates lines like the ones 
above, which are just a representative of her 
_ discography of lyrics. 
| I think I love these lines so much because 
of their compounding. I'm fascinated by the 
way they continually build on themselves with 
repeated, lengthening phrases, starting with 
the short “anesthesia” / “man that leaves ya” 
rhyme and building into the lengthy, complex, 
assonant “bored” / “report” / “disorder” 
| “afforded” parallels. Those end rhymes, 
matched with the initiating rhymes between 
“fight” “spite” and “might,” create a pattering 
and weaving rhythm that is astonishing to 
hear. 

But there’s more than just assonance and 
end rhymes. The complexity of the words is 
such that the situation can be slightly obscured, 


The song: “Sawdust & Diamonds” by Joanna 
Newsom. The lines: “I wasn't born of a whistle 
or milked from a thistle at twilight / No, I was 
all horns and thorns sprung out fully formed 
knock-kneed and upright / So enough of this 
terror / We deserve to know light / And grow 
evermore lighter and lighter.” 

I'm convinced Joanna Newsom writes with 
some kind of otherworldly inspiration and 
druidic sorcery. I see no other explanation for 
these lines, which, to be clear, represent an 
entire ten minutes of delectable poetic writing. 
“Sawdust & Diamonds” is a ten-minute, self- 
contained masterpiece, as far as I'm concerned, 
but these lines in particular reach into my chest 
and forcefully squeeze my heart every time. 

Newsom, I think, does an_ incredible 
balancing act between wordplay and poetry. 
She has a razor-sharp skill with internal rhyme 
and a knack for unusual yet arresting diction, 
what with the “whistle” / “thistle” and “horns” 
/ “thorns” parallels. But she always tips the 
balance towards the poetic—there are enough 
clever, idiosyncratic arrangements to risk 
seeming pretentious or heavy-handed, but she 
deftly remains on the side of the beautiful. 

There’ an interlacing, highly metrical quality 
to Newsom’ writing, but it still communicates a 
deep emotional center. I think part of this is the 
poetic sensibility that runs through Newsom's 
work, the lack of compulsion to state anything 
simply and rather to lean into an intricate 
opacity. Functionally, that means I'm not always 
sure exactly what she's trying to communicate. 
Emotionally, the feelings she evokes remain 
clear, whatever words happen to adorn them. 

The latter two lines of this selection present 
something of a contrast to the former two. 
There is a simpler, more earnest, and more 
tender quality to the sentiment in “We deserve 
to know light, and grow evermore lighter and 
lighter” There's this gorgeous sense of folklore 
and legend throughout Newsom’s music, but I 
believe it to be particularly strong here. 

So, there you are. Some incredible 
wordsmithing, songwriting women making 
beautiful sounds in the sonic world. Hope you 
enjoyed. 





Movie Review: Five-time Oscar-winning movie Parasite 


This history-making Oscars Best Picture is a standout thriller which also comments on social class disparity and morality

he Oscars recently made history when 

“Parasite” (2019) became the first non-English 
and the first South Korean film to win Best Picture. 
It is also the first movie to win both Best Picture 
and best international feature. 

With the recent “Oscars So White” campaign, 
this is a huge deal in the movie industry. This 
motion picture has brought attention to foreign 
films, especially non-English ones. All of this 
is incredibly deserved because the film was 
absolutely wonderful. “Parasite,” (2019) directed 
by Bong Joon-Ho, is a Korean language picture 
that comments on social classes.

The script for this film is also quite interesting. 
There is never a dull moment, and the dialogue 
certainly added to this. The Kim family is full of 
people desperate for money, and they have a dry 
sense of humor about them. This often helps to 
ease the tension of the plot, which isn’t always an 
easy task. 

The tension is done very well, leaving the 
audience on the edge of their seat for half, if 
not most, of the film. Some scenes in particular 
are incredibly tense and will leave the viewer 
questioning who exactly they are rooting for. There 
are moments when one character's life is on the 
line, but not because of who the audience might 
have originally thought. 

Not only is this film about social class, but 


it is also about morals. It makes an interesting 
commentary on both subjects, leaving the viewer 
thinking about this movie for days after seeing 
it. While the audience starts out rooting for 
one character, that opinion may switch halfway 
through. 

This is something Bong Joon-Ho did incredibly 
well; he made the characters relatably human. All 
of them are sympethetically flawed people with 
questionable morals. 

“Parasite” (2019) is a stunningly crafted film 
worthy of every Oscar it won.
